Information has been recelv^ that itfiils associated with the Long 
aovsment. Smith Joined Klllian pud^g^lley' s Silver Shirt or£ar4isation. Nothinc 
in the way of docuaentary evidence ii ^available to prove this aenber^ipj but in ~ 
recent years , Smith has, on several occasions, adaitted asKbership in the Pellej

On arririog at lew Tork Snlth attempted to oreuilse a sroop Inoen 
as "The Conaittee of One KtlUocv." iccordlng to the self anno^meed pKivposes of 
this orsAnlaatlon Ite priaary concom waa that of Ctfabitlng the forcSB of 
Conmonlea. Ronevery Saith's efforta in Hew Tork Mt with little eucceasj^ and ' 
reportedly he was diaheartened to the extent of ceaainf hie activities snd 
rsaoving to Detroit^ Viefalgsa^ aarly In 1938. 

Toward tha end of hia ataj in 1^\d.alana, Snlth *S personal reputation 
apparently suffered to aoae extant. On Hovoraber 3^ 1936j he was arrested by tha 
lew Orleans Police Departneii- on a chArge of having disturbed the peace in the 
using of obscene language in a public place* Rsportedly^ this arrest resulted

Since the InToXvMnt of the ttiitod States In the War^ Snith b«S " 
again shifted hie policy as weXX as that of "The Coonittee of One mXXioa" to 
the direction of oriticisa acainst the GcvemeentU efforts in proaecatlng 
the var. He has not questioned the necessity of winning the war| but on the 
other hand J in various of his publl cat lone | as weXX as his public uttarances^

Bowevery he has adranced contentions that the Govenwent Is ulng 
the war as an excuse for depriving the public of its Just liberties. He has 
also freely voiced eriticlsa acainat ibat he has been disposed to characterise 
as t^ie OovernnentU efforts to reduce the Ohited States to a nere entity in m 
great intemationaX state doalnated fay Oreat Britain, 

ORith carries on the work of "Ibe Connittee of One Hilllon* throu|^ 
rsdio broadcasts over Station VJR at Detroit, the distribution of literature^ 
and throu£^ the publication of a Monthly nags sine known as "The Cross and the 
Flag." llthou^ Saith claiaa that "The ConaitUe of O^o Million" hae a following 
of three ■illion persons^ it appears that "The CosuBittee of One SOlXlon" is reall^ 
not an organisation as such^ and is nerely a nase used \fj Smith. Snith^ of course, 
docs have a rather large ■ailing Xlst^ end it aeens that the persons who receive 
his literature and wake occasional financial donationa to bin are conaldered by 
Salth as being neabere of the Coflasittee.

William Dudley Pel ley, who was then Fuehrer of the pro-Naii 
terrorist Silver Shirts, Is now in jail, where he belongs, Gerald 
L* K. Smith, who was then Silver Shlrter No. 5223 and Pelley's moat 
trusted aide, is now very much at large, carrying on hla old work In 
a new and f^r more deadly way, y 
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Hist Reoord 

The burly, smooth-shaven, rabble-rousing Smith, who was once a 
small-tcwn preacher in Indiana, has oone a long way since the days when 
he was a mere organiter of Silver Shirt stormtroop squads. After he 
and Pelley separated in the early 1930* s. Smith nuved steadily upward 
in reactionary and fascist circles. He served for a while as a lieuten- 
ant to the late Huey Long, and shortly after the deatlL of the Dictator 
of Louisiana, he Joined forces with father Charles EVCoughlin* To- 
gether Smith and Coughlin organi&ed support for the /residential can- 
didacy of Representative William jLemke in 1936 i and it was then that 
the intimate personal Rnd political relationship, which has lasted un- 
til this day, first developed between Smith and the pro-Axis priest of 
Royal Oak. 

Early in 1937 Smith founded the Committee of One Million (which 
at first had the somewhat less imposing title of Committee of Ten 
Thousand). From the beginning the organitation had an obviously fascist 
character. Membership was secret. Cells were organized on a nation- 
wide scale, the smallest having ten members and a "Leader." Smith's 
title was National Leader. For mary months he stumped the countryside, 
endeavoring to build a mass following among the discontented and the 
insecure. His speeches were rabidly anti-Administration and anti-labor 
Tirelessly stressing the favorite Axis theme of the "Bolshevik menace," 
he pictured the United States Government as overrun by Communists, the 
labor unions as Moscow- control led, and himself as the greet potential 
savior of private enterprise and the American way of life. 

During the early days of the Committee of One Million, Smith was 
less cautious in his public utterances than he is today. After one of 
his speeches, the Cleveland News remarked that "Smith smells of Fascist 
KuKluxers a block away." Another newspaper had this to report about 
Smith's activities in the summsr of 1938 t 

"In his recent speedy tour of Ohio. Rev. Smith has spoken 
in both urban and rural communities. In the urban commu- 
nities he has made no reference to racial groups, but in 
the rural communities he has decried the sinister influence 
of Jews and Catholics." 

Work in Detroit 

In January, 1939, Smith set up headquarters for the Committee of 
One Million in Detroit. His talents as a reactionary rabble-rouser 
were put to quick and profitable use in the city where the murderous 
Black Legion had been spawned. He was soon giving a series of anti- 
Administration. labor- baiting broadcasts from WJR, Detroit*? largest

When the Anerloa First Committee was formed late in 1940^ and 
fifth columnist 8 flocked Into this organisation, it was inevitable 
that Gerald L* K* Smith should attach himself to the Wheeler- Lindbergh 
noToment* Although he was never an offioial asmber of the Connittee, 
he became one of its leading organizers and spokesmen. He helped 
arrange the largest America First rallies tn Detroit, and energetically 
distributed vast quantities of the Committee's propaganda. He could 
justly have claimed the title of America First Gauleiter of Uiohigan. 

In the spring of 1941. when America Firsters were making a furious 
effort to obstruct defense legislation. Smith went to Washington to 
testily against the Lend-Lease Bill at a hearing held by the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee. Subsequently his arguments against send- 
ing aid to Great Britain and the Soviet Union were widely publicized in 
fifth ooluma circles. 



The Inner Circle and Congressional Friends 

Immediately after the#^ited States entered the war. Smith formed 
a secret society called ThjkTlnner ^Circle. Its headquarters were in 
Detroit, T^ek exposed the existence of this cabal in the February 21,194i 
issue of The j Hour , reporting that its purpose was to serve as a brain 
trust for rekctionazy, appeasement forces in the United States. One of 
the first projects of The Inner Circle was The Cross and the Flag , a 
monthly magazine filled with propaganda assailing the United States war 
effort and harsh^ criticizing America's allies. The first issue of the 
publication appeared, by what seemed scarcely coincidence, in the very 
same month that Father Coughlin^s Social Justice was banned from the 
U.S. mails because of its seditious content. 



Before the second issue of The Cross and the Flag had been pub- 
lished, Tbe Hour revealed that certain die-hard isolationist Congressmer 
who had previously worked with the America First Committee were helping 
promote the circulation of Smith's defeatist magazine (see The Hour for 
April 19, 1942). We named Senator Robert R. Reynolds, Senator Gerald 
P. Nye and Representative Roy Woodruff as Smith's a»st enthusiastic 
Congressional supporters. . 

On July 23, 1942, a Federal Grand Jury in Washington, D.C, handed 
down an indiotnent naming The Cross and the Flag as one of several 
agencies which had been used in a conspiracy to sabotage the morale of 
the United States armed forces. Nevertheless, Smith has continued to 
publish the magazine, featuring flagrantly disruptive and defeatist 
propaganda in every issue. Here are the titles of typical articles 
appearing in The Cross and the Flag i "Union With Britain — Inter- 
national conspirators seek to destroy America's sovereignty in the name 
of wartime emergency and peacetime chaos" | "Will Refugees Take the Jobs 
Left Vacant ty Soldiers?" | "Is President Roosevelt Being Used 1y the 
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Red Smear Artists 7" i "Sir Stafford Crippa — Vrtioee Man ie he? 
Churohlll's or Stalin* 8?" Conmenting on the war, the zDagasine rumors 
that "much bad news is being kept from us beoause it is feared it would 
break the morale of the people,** The United States is described as 
being "overrun with brain trusters, intelleotua]Sp ••• war mongers, 
politioians, international financiers, pressure groups, special inter- 
ests, ■ We do not know what sort of victory we are fighting for, writes 
Smith, although **we are to exhaust our financial and phs/sical resources 
.•* to fill rivers with blood and oceans with ships, and battlefields 
with the dead and dying." 

Need for Government Action Against Smith 

Smith»8 latest undertaking is the reorganisation of the America 
First movement^ which Dr. Joseph Paul Goebbels once praised as "truly 
American and truly patriotiot** In January of this year Smith formed 
the America First Party, with himself as National Chainaan, He claims 
that his Party has no connection with the former Amerioa First Commit te 
It is clear, however, that the fundamental purpose of the new organiza- 
tion is to resurrect the old Committee and renew its pro-Axis, appease- 
ment operations. 

The time has obviously come for the Federal authorities to 
put an end to the disruptive activities of Gerald L* K* Smith. The 
United States is fighting its sixteenth month of war against the Axis. 
Defeatist propagandists and anti-democratic plotters, who menace the war 
effbrtof this country, have no place in America today. Gerald L. K. 
Smith falls within this category. The Hour therefore urges that the 
Department of Justice take prompt action against him* 

P3EMS FOR HITLER 

Tens of thousands of copies of scurrilous anti-Semitic poems are 
being distributed around the country, particularly in war plants, in a 
speoial Nazi propaganda campaign to Incite animosity against American 
Jews and thus disrupt our war effort. Some of these virulent Jew-bait- 
ing rhymes are in the form of printed pamphlets and leaflets; others ar 
on mimeographed sheets Eind a number are simply typed, with multiple 
carbon copies. All spread the familiar Hitlerite canard that the 
present war was brought about by 'Vorld Jewry,** and that the Jewish 
people are now reaping inmense profits from it and are shirking every 
patriotic duty, 

A typical poem is entitled "The Official Song cf the Kosher Air 
Wardens." Another, called "The liar ine %nin," which pro-Axis elements 
are circulating among defense workers in navy yards, concludes with the 
comment that, after this war is over, "You will find the Jews are rulin 
you. In "'Washington's old V.'hite House." **Amerioa»s Fighting Jew " 
pictures the Jewish people as **setting up black markets in steel and 
hoarded food" as "the Gentile soldiers go marching proudly ly," A poem 
called "Rejected" is followed this note: "Copyrighted ly Satan & 
Satan, Inc., Jew York, Jeiv York." Another, headed "Three "iTise Men", ends 
with this line: "Damned if I don»t think Hitler's right." 

The Hour recommends that the Federal Bureau of Investigation imme- 
diately investigate the printers, publishers and distributors of this 
now form of pro-Axis propaganda.

"Gestapo Bill". He alleged that BARUCH asserted that If people refused to 
subolt to the demaods of the Goverznent to do war nork^ their rations would 
be cut. He refsrred to BARUCH *S farewell party given In honor of I£ON H£II- 

at the Carlton Hotel in Washington, D. C* SUXIN declared that 
BAHUCH and the Administration were attempting to so control the liiree of the 
people that vdien peace eaae ws would have a peace time dictatorship. 

SMITH declared that Vice President WALLACE should 
be impeached for his pro-Co&Bnunist attitude and that scmeone like CHARIfS 
LBIDBERG should be elected president; he belisvad that the next president 
would be froA tbQrkinexlca First Partj. 

SUTH read a newspaper article appealing in the 
Pittsburgh Sun Telegraph newspaper dated April 1, 1943 giving account of a 
verbal attack made by representative BRADliiX of llichigan on the alleged 
fourth term aspirations of the Administration^ supposedly baing engineered 
by LANDIS^ NSYHUS, WICKAH)^ C, DAVIS and others. SMITH pointed out that the 
Sun Telegraph is a Hearst newspaper and that he has noted that this news- 
paper has baen the strongest Pittsburgh paper to support the principlaa for 
which the America first Party stands.

SUITH declared that WALTER V£iaa, English govemaent

GERALD L. K,»SIIITH opened the meeting 
reiterating the aijn of the iWeriea First Party, de- 
nounced Senate Resolution 666, mentioned the "re- 
markable and mysterious death of HUEY LONG and Sena- 
tor LUNDISEN, referred to VVINCH3LL as "skunk, louse, 
character assassin" in making "small caji^^aign'* against 
deceased Senator LUNDEEN. SiaXH alleged that, on 
ccuiplaints of Ccxamunists, mini st era of the gospel had 
been interviewed by the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion. He requested that mothers of men in the ser- 
vice get together v,lth Mrs. DAVIEj^yTAriLEY, President 
of the United Mothers, and prepare for the return of 
their boys who would come back crippled, blind, and 
with legs and arms misaing.

At 8:15 p.m. April 27, 1943, the America First Party held its third 
Cleveland rally. Cn the platform with GERALD L. K* SUITH, National Director 
and Organizer of the America First Party, was Mrs. DAVJp SJ/IIILEY, President 
of the United Mothers of America, Cleveland Branch, MiUitljilp/JiViSLL (announced 
by SJ-ITH as the sponsor of the initial ^\merica Firstjearty rally in Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania), IJrs, GERALD L, K.^.2TH, I.Irs. MISSr^fiuNDESTI, widow of the late 
United States Senator UJIDEE2>1 of f^nnesota, an unidentified woman, and MAP.TIN 
LlJ^TEEMEY, former Congressman from the Cleveland area. " 

After leading the audience of some I4OO persons in the Lord<s Prayer 
GERALD L. K. SlflTH reiterated the aims of the America First Party, that is, 
no fourth term and no international form of government after this war* 

SinTH denounced Senate Resolution 666 presently pending In the 
National Congress and stated that if it ever came to open committee meeting 
he would appear and testify against it* S!1TH labeled this resolution as a 
threat to his continued free speech* 
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SMITH made reference to "pencll<»pfu8herS| stooges, spies j unS ilM 
dictaphone boys" in the audience and stated, *If you -vant to kncm hem ve 
feel about the nar-^e nant to win." ^ 

SMITH pointed out that he had come from several generations of 
Christian ministers* He related that one of his oommittee members had heard 
the brother of EARL BRCWDER say that they were going to put Father CX)UGHLIN 
and SMITH together in the same prison cell that EAHL 6R(M)KR came out of* 
SlUTH spoke vaguely of prosecution and mentioned that it had come to his 
attention that ministers of the gospel had been brought In and cjuestloned 
at length by the Federal Bureau of Investigation on the complaint of Commu- 
nists* 

SMITH referred to the death of HUEY LONG and Senator UTNDEEN as 
"remarkable and mysterious" and inferred that the present administration was 
hiding the facts* He asked for the election of administrative officers who 
would bring to light the true happenings surrounding the death of these men* 

SMITH bitterly attacked WALTE31 'fflNCHELL, calUng him a "skunk, 
louse, and character assassin*" SUITH remarked that he had heard someone 
in the present administration say that we would have rationing for five years 
after the war* 

SMITH asked for a show of hands as to the number of mothers in the 
audience who had sons In the Armed Forces* After receiving a response to 
this request he pointed out that about one-fourth of the audience was In that 
classification. He requested them to get together with Mrs* DAVID STATJIST 
of the United Mothers of America and prepare for the return of their boys who 
would come back crippled, blind, and vdth legs and arms missing* 

SMITH excorlatlngly criticized "Bureaucrats", Communists, President 
Roosevelt, and the "smear campaign" directed against America First supporters* 
He proposed that the America first Party "kick these foreign new dealers out 
of Washington" and nominate such men as Senator BURTON K* WHEEI£R of Montana 
and MARTIN L, SiilBEW for President and Vice President respectively* SMITH 
stated that he and his party were against the international 'bank proposed by 
Secretary of the Treasury MQRGENTHAU> new world congress as proposed by union 
now, all "internationalists", end the block plan, which he referred to as a 
Gestapo agency to be used for a fourth term oampalgn* 



SmiH displayed ft flag which bor© the stripes of the Flag of the 
United States and in place of the field of stars the British Union Jack was 
superiiBposed* He denounced this as the flag of certain internationaliate 
and pointir^ to the Aneriean Flag on his right he etated, "That is the only 
flag that 1 respect," and thereupon threw down and trampled the combination 
flag described* 

Prefacing his remarks by stating that he did not wish to be thought 
anti-Semitic, saiH quoted frcm an article which he claimed came from the 
largest Jewish newspaper in the country* He stated that this article called 
for the execution of Father COUGHLIN and hinself, justifying such action on 
the basis of "that was the way Russia would handle it" in this war tijne. 

Aa to the plans of the America First Party he said that next Thurs- 
day night there would be a rally at which he would speak at the Cass Hospital 
in Detroit and another on next Friday in Chicago, SlIITH stated that in the 
latter part of next month (Uay) he planned to make a tour of midwest em citie* 
then to the west coast, and then back to New England. He proposed to the 
audience that they urge Krs, DAVID STANLEY to make a Journey to Hoyal Oak, 
:iLchigan, and beseech Father COUGHLIN to come to Cleveland and break hia 
silence by addressing this audience. He likewise proposed that Mrs. STAI^ILEY 
take with her a committee or delegation of as many as she needed, SUITH 
asked that the audience give a hand to this proposition, and he received a 
full ovation* 

SIHTH directed I^r. and lira. EERIURD A, DOl-lAN and the other helpers 
to take up the contributions placed in the envelopes. ol£LTH from the plat- 
form closely supervised this operation requesting that everyone watch their 
donations closely as they passed along the aisle because "a new dealer would 
grab them and run*'* 

ItARTIW L. SVEENEY 

SLaTH then introdieed IIARTIN L« S?iESNE!C, ex-Congressman frco the 
Cleveland area. SHjSENB^ paid tribute to ex-Senator LUITOEEN and his isola- 
tionist record, spoke of LUNDEEM*s "untimely" death, and referred to. the 

smear campaign" allegedly instituted against Sexiator LUNDESIf after hts death 
by y/ALTSR "ilNCHELL and other corresjwndents. SWEENEY then entered a tirade 
against the present administration in which he inferred that the tme fact« 
behind Pearl Harbor were beii% held back. He stated that ha had recently 
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read an article in the Saturday Evening Poat by Lieutenant DICKXNSOtT^ vhleli 
recited that ten or twelve days before Pearl Harbor, he« QICKINSONj led • 
squadron of twelve Gnunan lliildcats from Pearl Harbor to Wake Island undver 
sealed war orders with instructions to attack If enemy ships were elated* 
anSNET stated that according to DICKIKSON war ships thought to be Jajliiese 
were sighted through the clouds on this trip, but in dropping down to find 
their range the squadron lost sight of the ships in the clouds* S17££NEY 
stated that he had prayed long before voting for war on Deceoiber 8, 1941, 
in our National Congress, but that if he had it to do over again, knowing 
what he now knows from lieutenant DICKINSON* s article, he would vote against 
war* He asked, 'HTtliat h^pened at Pearl Harbor?" He stated he would continue 
to ask this question* 

S^fSENET then recited how the Maine was blown up at the beginning 
of the Spanish-American V/ar, which according to S'.VEENEY was a '^sugar war", 
and that ten years later when it was partly salvaged it ras found to have 
been blown up from inside* SITSEH^EY inferred that the present administration 
was not telling the truth about Pearl Harbor where 3000 "fine American boys" 
were killed. S'^VEH^OSY stated that after this war besides punishing the Japs 
vdio had killed our Tokyo fliers, those who sold scrap iron to Japan should 
also be punished* 

S:TjsSiJEr[ related that prior to the last war England had stopped our 
boats and caused situations which had really given us more reason to go to 
war against ^^gland in 1917 than any other country* He stated that for some 
inexplicable reason it is only ^>igland that can draw us in a war* According 
to Sl'SEOT we allowed China to be attacked, Poland to be overrun, and other 
small countries to be injured. Just standing by and saying, "!i7e are sorry", 
but as soon as England it&9 in danger we went right in* 

SvVEEIjET mentioned favorably the articles of Colonel ROBERT McOCEmCK 
in the Chicago Tribune (a paper which is subscribed to by most of the United 
^'others of Cleveland) and stated that we should have papers in Cleveland like 
that*

S'.'I^IET then introduced Urs* EltNEST LUSns^I, who read a lengthy 
prepared ^eeoh in vindication of her deceased husband and his isolationist 
record. - . ■ 
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Mrs* IU233EEN pointed out that she had been a ^altneas at the trial 
of GEORGE STLVBSTKR VIERICK at Washington^ D« C* She stated that she had told 
the court about tiio lettera received froa one of the government ultnesa^s by 
her late husband, uhlch letters definitely made a perjurer out of this ult^ 
ness. She stated that on the Saturday afternoon following this testimony she 
nent with the defense attorney to her home in Washington to look for these ' 
letters 9 and on the way out she, together ulth the defense attorney, vho nas 
carrying a portable radio wrapped in a newspaper for l^s. IZJNDEEK, were photo- 
graphed by men from the Washington Post* Itrs. UJNDEEN said that in an article 
the next day, accompanied by photo Graphs, the writer of an article in the Wash- 
ington Post falsely inferred that the package carried by the defense attorney 
at that time was letters and material of the defendant VIERICK. 

She stated that this was only part of a "smear campaign" by this 
writer and the paper together with V/ALTER WINCHELL and PEAHSOIj.and kU£Xi, the 
"Kerry-go-Round" boys« She stated that «ttNCKELL aivd the others would never 
have made this attack on her dead husband if they had not known that the 
libel laws were so written as to protect them after the death of their victim* 
• She stated that not only had this "smear campaign" been directed against her 
but against other fine Americans like GrRAID L. K« SMITH and his America First 
Party. 

In upholdins her husband* s association or connection with VIERICK 
she related that in about 1931 Rear Admiral SBQifS of the United States Navy 
spoke at the University of Ulnnesota on the use of propaganda in World War 
One, proposing that propaganda classes be set up in all the universities over 
the country* Urs* UJNDEEN stated that she and the Senator were so impressed 
by this speech of Adnilral SBOS that years later In Washington Senator XIJKCESN 
addressed a letter to SB3.1S requesting that he furnish copies of this speech 
or similar speeches to lUNDEEN* According to Urs. liJKDEEN in reply SBQS 
stated that he had given the address from briefly headed notes, but that if

Mrs* LUNDEEN stated that after the "smear campaign" had started 
against her deceased husband she had received a letter ftom Attorney General 
FRAJJCIS BIDDIE and J. EDGAR HOOVEE, Director of the Federal Bureau of Inves- 
tigation, completely denying any investigation of her husband or his acti- 
vities* She stated that BIDDIS^s letter to her had emphatically afflxned 



that xio investigation ot her husband's activities had been made or had been 
contemplated by the Department of Justice or aiqr braiicb or bureau thereof. 

Mrs. LUHDESN stated that she opposed a fourth tern and was against 
any f ona of world police force. 

GERALD L. K. SLJTH 

SfcUTHf at the end of Urs. LUND£E2I*8 address^ requested that the 
audience remain seated (a good number of the audience had begun to leave 
before the end of I^Irs. LUt^DS3I'J*s speech). There had been hardly any applause 
at the end of her speech, but when SICTK asked for a show of applause the 
audience responded with a full ovation. 5^.IITK proposed to the audience that 
-Trs, LUIJDEii.V should be sent to the United States Senate to take the place of 
her deceased husband. This likewise received acclamation. 

a-lITH directed that new envelopes be passed out to members of the 
audience, and he requested that all those wanting to subscribe to The Cross 
and Flag make predges on these envelopes and enclose the amount of their sub- 
scription. He pointed out that he could not mail these envelopes in solicit- 
ing subscriptions because of the postal laws and that the audience should 
take advantage now of being able to obtain this magazine. He announced that 
everyone who subscribed this night for the magazine would receive the recent 
copy of The Cross and Flag which carried the sensational article "Gestapo", 
After asking the audience to rise and leading the pledge to the United States 
Flag, SUTK teminated the rally. 

ITiscellaneous 

It was noted that a good portion of this audience of approximately 
1400 were aged couples of German descent. It was further noted that all of 
the speakers strictly avoided any mention of Germany or Hitler or the actual 
prosecution of the v/ar in tems of present events. Japan, Russia, ijigland, 
3TALIH, CHURCHILL, H)0S}i:VSLT, Ccmunists, Internationalists, Bureaucrats, and 
New Dealers were constantly mentioned, but Gexinany and its leaders were not 
touched upon*

The file contains an affidavit by COSTA in idiich he denied he 
made a contribution to the Committee of One Million but stated that he

He 
criticized Australia and Canada for not harlng conscription for the ansed 
forces and stated: Under the laws of those countries, unless the aembers 
of the aiioed forces volunteer, they can only be zeoX so far In battle; 
then, our boys have to continue on,' 

SinH stated that an article had cleared In the Cbio^gp 
Tribune concerning Infonoatlon to the effect that a certain TJnited St||ea 
Senator had endeatrored to visit the United Nations Ibod Conferencsa hii|d : 
in Virginia, bat that he had not heen admitted, Qae subject stated tfiti 
this conference is really a peace conference, guarded "by Anerlcan soldiers 
"fortiy- three nations planning things you are paying for. Just think of this 
unholy spectade - 200 soldiers to see that no imerlcan gets in...,. Unless, 
of course, it is a military secret,"

There was no indication that any local :^ fff 
conunittee of the America First Party was actlTe prior to the seetlng^ sad 
DO local delegates or aembers were identified as being active during the 
course of the meet log, S! IITH spoke, and after that a eolleetipan was taken 
froB the audience.

SUITH introduced Consignor 0 'BRISK and a ¥t, STQUFFEL, who 
had accompanied him from a meeting held in Buffalo, New York, on the previous 
evening, Uay 2^.

SMITH opened the meeting with a strong attack on the New Deal 
and the gesollne rationing, mentioning that thousands of gallons of gasoline 
have been dunked on the groiind at Oil City, Pennsylvania* Be called this an 
example of bureaucratic stupidity which would lose the war.

GERALD L. K. SMITH ItAKSS STATEMENT GONGERNIIIG RACE RIOT 

The thought that I had anything to do with the Detroit race riot is almost 
too ridiculous to entertain, and the accusation is alaost too extreme to answer* 
However, I em happy to point out some interesting sidelights in connection with these 
accusations* 

Kr. 4dlerj in one of his articles ccmceming the background of tlMi ' vl«« 
riots, referred to the time the Afflerlca First Party picketed Hr. Langstoa Rugbes, a 
poet. My followers picketed Langston Hughes because he is a Comnunist, an atheistic 
CooEaunist. Among his poems is cne entitled "Goodbye ^Wist." Typical of the poem is 
the following stanza: 

"Goodbye Christ ^esus Lord God Jehovah, 
Beat it on away from here now* 
Make way for a new guy with no religion at all— 
A real guy named 

Marx Communist Lenin Peasant Stalin Worker ME— 
I said, ME!" 

At the time our people picketed Mr* Hughes, I wrote a letter to all the 

colored preachers in the city commending their leadership and urging the colored 
churches to guard their people against such revolutionists as Langston Hughes. Hughes 
has been so nuch a part of the Communist movement that he was one of 29 to sign a 
messange of congratulation to Stalin following the Bus si an purges. 

I invite the press and the Christian leaders of the City of Detroit to in- 
vestigate Rev. Claude Williams. 

The article which Mr. Williams wrote, and vihich has been quoted by Mr* 
Adler, appeared In a magazine that has no official recognition among Protestants. 
The magazine is bigoted and anti-Catholic in the extreme. In the same article in 
Yvhich Mr. Williams attacks me, as quoted by Mr. Adler, he also attacks the Knights 
of Columbus and the Catholic Trade Union League. The magazine Itself has an 
editorial policy which attacks the Catholic Church in every issue, not a branch of 
the Catholic Church, but the official Hierarchy as such. 

Claude Williams is full of misstatements and I invltate the opportunity 
to meet his accusations before any one of the following groups or agencies:

Circulars advertising the meeting, to^gethSrwith tickets/ ^hlret4 
were mailed to various persons in the city of Pittsburgh several days prior to 
August 17, 1943* These mimeographed circulars, as well as the tickets, announced 
that G3RALD L. K, S^TR, Director of the America First Party, and Captain EARL 
SOUTHARD, "one of the top-notch leaders of the Veterans of Foreign "Wars organiza- 
tion, a student of international conspiracies being attempted now against American ^

Republican National Revival Goramittee, a movement to prevent Wtllkle from seizing 
the Republican Party, and a personal friend of Colonel Lindbergh", would be the 
speakers at this meeting. The circular, which bore the mimeographed signature of 
SUTH, also contained the following message: "I do not need to tell you that I 
will have Bomething to say. 1 will discuss the Detroit race riots and give you 
the low-down on how the Coniraunists tried to use innocent negroes and innocent 
whites to carry out their Red flag aims. Ihe people in Pittsburgh should be 
warned of the fact that the Clinununists ri^t now are attempting to agitate a sim- 
ilar uprising in Pittsburg* . , ^ ' • * . 

Since I was in Pittsburgh the last time, I have been in 
Washington, D. C, for a lengthy visit with many of our good friends in Congress. 
I will give you the low--down 6n Washington at the Pittsburgh meeting." 

The topic of SOUIHARD^S address was announced in this 
literature as "The Conspiracy Against Our Sovereignty", and SlilTO^S topic was 
announced as "America, Today and Tomorrow". At the bottom of this mimeographed 
circular was a notation that additional Invitations might be obtained from Urs. 
}iARIir>UOHrE at Jackson 0601. 

The meeting at North Side Carnegie Lecture Hall was 
attended by Special Agents AIZXAIIDER GANSKX and MYER A. lEWlS of the Pittsburgh 
Office. . ^ . ' *\ 

At the entrance to the lecture hall various circulars and 
handbills were distributed to those attending. One of these entitled "The Anti- 
American Conspiracy" was a reprint of an article from the Pittsbiirgh Sun-Telegraph, 
Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania of July 19, 1943 > a story denouncing the idea of an inter- 
national federation after the present war, stating that the "designs of the New 
Deal internationalists of the WallAce-^Tillkie-Hopkins-Frankfurter-Laski-Cripps 
stripe is something entirely differently Their blueprints for internationaliam 
would make the U. S. A, a part of an INTERNATIONAL FEDERATION." This particular 
circular contains a statement to the effect that it is printed and distributed 
by 'the Defenders of George Waahiogton^s Principles and se^ts forth the names of 
the following officers of that organization: CHARI£S A.'f10U)I]£H, President; Dr. 
W. T^ROVflJ, Vice President; Mrs. MARIE Ir:pJDHI£, Secretary and Mrs. H. M^^ANSCN, 
Tk^easurer. The address of the orgalnzatioh is given as Post Office Box 22?, Pitts- 
burgh, Pennsylvania. 

Prior to the opening of the meeting, SMITH and MADDEN were 
seen going about the hall greeting various persons in attendance. The audience 
was made up principally of middle class working people and it was noted that a 
great number of persons in attendance were elderly men and women.

The meeting was called to order at approximately Ssi^O 
P. U. by i£rs. LOHIB» Seated on the speakers F platform were lirs. lOHIE, ilADDEN, 
Dr. W. !• BRORN and SMITH. Proniinently displayed on the platform were two large 
Ainerican flags. The meeting was opened with an invocation by Father Aloysius, a 
Greek priest of a church located in Emsworth, Pennsylvania. This was followed 
by a pledge of allegiance to the flag and the singing of one verse of the Star 
Spangled Banner. 

SMITH then welcomed the crowd with the following: 
"As time goes on more people come out of their shells. We have to fight bureau- 
crats down in Washington. \¥e will defeat the Fourth Term and drive the Kew Dealers 
out of iJashingtcn." He then annomced SOUIHARD'S absence due to circumstances 
beyond his control, stating that SOUIKARD would be present at some future meeting 
and read a letter from SOUTHARD expressing his regret and warning that the United 
States must keep out of entangling alliances with foreign nations after the war. 

As a substitute for Captain SOUTHARD, ailTH presented 
iilADDSK, praising his feat of memory in reciting the whole Declaration of Independence 
at a Detroit meeting, and then lilADDEJ recited Patrick Henry's "Give Me liberty or 
Give lie Death" speech j concluding with reniarka attacking the Communists and warning 
that the United States must avoid entangling alliances In the post war peace. His 
final remark was: *'v;hen o\ir boys came back from the battlefront, let us send the 
Reds back on the return boats.* , , . 

SMITH began bis address by attacking Hollywood and the 
motion picture industry, stating that present day motion pictures were the ruination 
of the youth of this country. He dwealt at length on OIAHLIS CHAPLIN, stating 
that he was a "Rat, a Comnunist and not even a citizen of the United States," He

conducted by the FBI on a Comnunist hideout and meeting place In the Michigan woods, 
and that among the records of the Comnunist Party found buried beneath the ground 
in barrellB nas a list of the contributors to the Communist Party cause in this 
country. He stated that the name of CHARLXE CHAPLIN was right up at the top of ' 

this Ust, - ■■ . _ v ., ;.. ■ ' 

At this point StflTH stopped his address and requested all 
of those persons in the audience taking notes to either present their press uards 
or to make known the naiss of the perscn cf crgBnizatiou which bad sent them to 
take notes on this speech. Several persons, chiefly newspaper representatives, 
identified themseltras but se-veral others in the audience refused to state their 
identity. Vthen two men seated in the balcony vho were taking notes refused to 
announce who had sent them and continued to take notes after SMITH had told them to 
put their notebooks away, SMITH called for volunteers to force ejectment. At this 
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point five or six uniformed policemen walked to the balcony and stood close to 
where these memrere seated. SimH then deinanded that the officers escort these 
two men out of the lecture hall. Vthen the officers merely continued to stand in 
the balcony without making any response, SUIIH attempted to pass the incident off 
by stating, »?I thought that these two persons might attenpt to start some trouble 
but now that I see that we have police protection and r>vHp- r wi n h < » fl f fiBt-Slir**'^) we 
will go ahead." (Subsequent to th^r^e^Bg. Special Agent tm^mmmmgjggga 
the Pittsburgh Office contactedS|H||HHof the PittsburS^uSai^^once, ) 
who stated that he was one of tn^per Son^Taking notes at the SMITH meeting and 
that the other man in the balcoiqr was^H^BIB also of the Pittsburgh Bureau of 
Police, and that they were retaining t^^^^HRnd notes made at the meeting, but 
that they did not intend to transcribe the Baae.}^- 

SUHH then continued to speak denouncing the Communists, 
New Dealers, the bureaucrats and the British, He told how on the preceding day 
in Buffalo, New York he had been denied the right to speak in two halls which 
previously had been reserved for him by persons in Buffalo, and how he had been 
forced to hold his meetings at a hotel after the halls had been cancelled. He 
then declared, am not going to name the interests that were influential enough 
to cancel the hall, but they are doing the wrong thing. I have no desire to harm 
the Jews, but for goodness sake tell them to quit persecuting us." He then 
referred to the effort of certain persons In Pittsburgh to halt his ^pea ranees in 
Pittsburgh without success. He did not mention any names in this connection. 

SMITH denounced WALTER WINCHELL, stating that he had caused 
a great deal of embarrassment and humiliation to him and to his son who is in the 
United States Army by misrepresenting the facts in connection with a certain inci- 
dent in Buffalo, New York when SMIOB had stepped upon and spit upon a flag. He 
stated that a Buffalo newspaper had erroneously published an article following the 
incident in which it was stated that the flag was an American flag, where in fact, 
it was a flag composed of parts of the flags of various Europian nations as well 
as ours and was known as the "Union Now** flag. He stated that if the United States 
joined with Europe in the post war protection of the whole world, we would be 
living under such a flag and that the only flag he gave his allegiance t« was the 
American flag which he pointed to on the rostrunL* He stated that he was going to 
jiake VTHJCHEUi and the various leaders who misrepresented the facts with reference 
to the flag pay dearJy for their miBtake* Si&LTA stated that he had been forced to 
'take a great deal of abuses from the bureaucrats in Washington and that there was 
nothing he could do but continue to take auch abuses until the war was won, because 
the winning of the war was a thing that all pevsons should be primarily interested 
in. However, he stated t^at after the war was won, the bureaucrats would hear from 
him. 
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' ■ % ' ' .He criticized the lend lease program and our present . 

financial relations with England, stating that England "was not keeping axiy 
account of the anount of money -she was borrowing from the United States, and 
certain of our representatives in this country had-gone so far as to suggest that 
no account should ever be made of our advances to England during the present war. 

He dwealt at length upon the subject of world government 
after the war, stating that if such a plan were attempted we would owe allegiance 
not to the United States but some government of nations and that the United States 
would have no inore voice in its own government than a state has in the government 
of the United States at the present time. . , 

" SLEHH criticized the nation' s rationing program and 
assailed Senate Bill #666 on man power conscription, again terming it the "Gestapo 
Bill", claiming that it was an effort to regiment the entire population and deprive 
the people of their constitutional ri^ts. 





SiillTH stated that President Roosevelt should get down to 
the business of winning the war and forget about his political ambition for a 
fourth term. Ke stated that if in the 1944 elections such men as Roosevelt and 



ohe inajor pOiitiual partlcB iii this cOUritry, the Amex-ica 



First Party, the real Americans, would nominate a real candidate and save this 
country. He referred repeatedly to Father Coughlixi and Huey Long, praising 
Cou^.Un and stating that at some future time he wanted to tell this audience 
the real story behind the murder of long. ' . 

On more than one occasion during his speech SMIIK stated 
that BUHTDN K, \fHEElER and Senator lOE were the kind of men who should assume 
leadership in this country instead of New Deal candidates. He asked for a show 

CIARE HOFFIIAI^ address one of the meetings of the Defenders of George Tfashingi/On's 
Principles, and when almost the entire audience sl^ifled a desire to have 
HOFFIIAK speak, SMITH said that an effort would he made to have him attend one of 
the raeetinjfs to be held in the near future.' *; ^ 

S'UTH at this point mentioned the matter of traveling 
expenses for himself and his wife and passed out envelopes so that the persons 
'present ebtild make contributions to his expenses. These en^relopes bore the heading 

of a certain amount each month which S?/T1H asked the persons in the audience to 
fill out. , . 
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■-"^ - He also encouraged persons present' to subscribe to his 

magazine, "Ohe Cross and the Flag", exhibiting a copy, which he stated contained 
an enlightening article by himself with reference to the Detroit race riots 
and recorjnended that the back cover of the magazine containing Father CURRAI\'*5 
sermon celebrating the 27th aniversary of CUPilAIJ'S ordination be framed. He next 
read a review of the "Bible of the Anti-<;hrist" which appeared on the inside 
cover of the copy of "The Cross and the Flag" which he had in his hand, 

Ttie meeting v;as concluded with the recitation of the Lord' 
Prayer by the audience at approximately 11:00 P« H« 

It was noted that although the literature distributed 
prior to the time of the meeting stated that the race riots would be discussed, 
SMTH made no mention of the taatter other than to state that his magazine, "Ihe 
Cross and the Flag" contains an article with reference to it. ;

Informant stated that on September 11, 1943 SMITH, from ' ' ^ '

On March 25 1 1943 the President addressed a memorandum to you 
requesting information concerning the subject* s background and the nature 
of any investigation conducted as to Smith. In reply to this, on March 31 » 
19A3> Mr. Mclntyre was furnished with a detailed memorandum concerning 
Smith's background and current activities. In a cover letter it was pointed 
out to Mr, Kclntyre that although Smith has been under careful investigation

activities, have been covered during this period, the Department on considera- 
tion of the evidence developed has stated that this individual's activities 
to date do not appear to warrant prosecution under any Federal statute. l£r. 
Mclntyre was further informed that the case would continue to receive vigorous 
investigative attention and that all information developed would be appropriately 
j^fumished to the Department for an opinion as to possible prosecutive action. 
A^/For your inforaation a copy of the euiBnary memorandum furnished Mr. liclntyre, 
i* which is fully reflective of Smith's activities to March 31, I943 and is 

representative of activity engaged in by Smith since that date, is attached,

forwarded to the Attorney General and, of course, he was advised that Mr. Howe's 
office, which at the t ime was han^ T^y^g the Smith case, and the Criminal 
Division, handling theflHHHBcase, had Indicated that the activities cf 
thes e subjects are not effiTcTSt to justify prosecution. (A separate memorandum 



-'A ^ Subsequently, on May 28 last, the Attorney General addressed a 
memorandum to the Bureau stating that he had received a telenhonp n ail from 




today's date.) 
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Later, on June 21^ last, the Attorney General telephonically contacted 
Ur. £« A. Tam, advising that the President had again communicated with him 
requesting that these cases be given close attention, Tiri.th the view of early 
instituting any prosecutive action possible under existent statutes. The 
Attorney General stated he thought it would be helpful to arrange a conference 
between the attorney in the Criminal Division handling these cases, and the 
Bureau supervisor intimately acquainted with the investigations. He indicated 
he felt that as a result of such a conference the Criminal Division could 
perhaps become more accurately acquainted with factual data and would be 
in a better position to analyze the cases and perhaps to make further requests 
of the Bureau for additional inveetigation. 

Pursuant to this request, the conference was held on June 26 last 
between ISt» James Uclnemey, Chief of the National Defense Unit of the 
Crirrlnal Division, and the Bureau supervisor handling these cases. Vdth 
reference to the Smith case, Ur, Mclnemey pointed out that the Criminal 
Division m-as not conversant with all of the late developments, inasmuch as 
until recently the case has been followed in the ^Jepartment by en attorney 
assigned to Mr. Rowe»s office. He therefore requested detailed information 
concerning Investigation carried out during the last eight or nine months. 
In view of the ramif ications of the case, the discussion with reference to 
factual data resolved itself around the three principal phases of the investi- 
gation: the sedition phase, the Federal Corrupt Practices Act angle, and 
the phase involving a possible violation Smith of the National Speed Regu- 
lation. 

Concerning the sedition phase, Mr, Mclnemey was informed in detail 
of Smithes speech-making activities and his publication efforts In connection 
with his magazine, "The Cross and the Flag." It was pointed out that Smith 
has been primarily concerned with attributing "dictatorial trends" to the 
Government and has frequently charged the Government with conspiring with 
Great Britain and other countries in an effort to set up a "super world state" 
after the war. These have been his most frequent themes and have been repeated 
numerous times during the course of Smith's many public speeches in connection 
with his "America First Party^', the principal tenet of which is the "guarding 
of America against the dictatorial trends and Bureaucracy of the present 
administration." It was pointed out to Ur. Mclnemey that since the first of 
the year all of Smith's public speeches have been covered and that the reports 
on this investigation, as well as copies of all his publications, have been 
sent to Ur. Rowe. Ur. Uclnemey stated that he would secure these reports 
and carefully review them, end expressed the opinion that Smith appears to 
be well advised as to how far he can go under the Sedition Statutes and has 
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apparently avoided making any actionable statements^ either oral or written. 
In this connection it will be recalled that in all of his statements, both 
written and oral, %lth has always been careful to profess loyalty to the 
war effort and has even exhorted his followers to cooperate "in every way" 
with the war effort, kr, Mclnemey further observed that the Bureau *s investi- 
gation has been very adequate and quite exhaustive, pointing out that the 
only logical way of proving a sedition case is bry covering the subject ^s 
statements and writings. 

I^ith regard to the Federal Corrupt Practices Act phase of the case, 
you will recall that several months ago the Special War Policies Unit of the 
Department requested that Sjcith's activities in connection with his candidacy 
last sxxnnier for United States Senator be investigated. The Special ^ar 
Policies Unit particularly requested that the statements filed by Smith, 
showing his contributors, with the local Election Commission be secured and 
that it be otherwise determined whether Shdth has complied with the provisions 
of the Federal Corrupt Practices Act and the Michigan General Election Law 
in connection with his campaign. All of this data has been secured and sent 
to the Department, but in this regard Mr» Mclnemey stated that he was not 
familiar with this angle of the case, inasmuch as this particular matter has 
been under the purview of the Special V/ar policies Unit, When the Bureau 
supervisor pointed out that in one of his statements Smith has refused to 
identify the source of a (1,500 contribution as required \jy the Michigan General 
Election Law (which according to the Special War Policies Unit may have sig- 
nificance under the Federal Corrupt Practices Act), Mr- Mclnemey expressed 
I considerable interest and stated he would take up this phase of the investi- 
I gation with the Special War Policies Unit. He indicated that this phase of 
I the case would probably be handled by the Criminal Division in the future 
land if it appears that Smith's omission amoixits to a violation of the Federal 
JCorrupt Practices Act, the Bureau will propably be requested to conduct 
(fui^her investigation concerning this phase of the case. 

Concerning the possible violation of the National Speed Regulation 
by Staith, it will be recalled that in October, 1942 Smith openly boasted 
that a short time previously he had wilfully and purposely violated the 
35-niile-per-hour speed regulation by motoring from Pontiac to Detroit at 
varying speeds approaching 60 miles-per-hour on certain occasions. Smith 
made this boast while attacking CPA regulation as bureaucratic and dicta- 
torial" and stated that he had taken this action to show that "bureaucratic 
regulations" could not be imposed on American people. Pertinent information 
concerning Smith's use of excessive speed, as well as his public statements 
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in connection therewith, was at the time the inf onnation was developed 
referred to the CriminfiJ. Idvision, which advised that no Federal violfttion 
had been incurred, inasmuch as at the time of Smith's trip no Federal sta^Hite 
en f or ctnlTHe speed regulation was in effect. During the conference, Mr. 
Mclnemey referred to this angle of the case by stating that although the 
Crimnal Division had recently reexamined it, the conclusion was again reached 
that no action could be taken against Smith either for his speeding or for 
his public statements in connection with the incident* 

Mr. Mclnemey further pointed out that according to information 
he has received the Treasury Department has recently completed its investi- 
gation of Smith's financial activities. You wiH recall that this investigation 
was requested by the Attorney General and was conducted primarily for the 
purpose of determining whether Qmlth has made false income tax returns* Accord- 
ing to information received, both by the Bureau and the Department, the 
Trea£iiry_Depar tment*s i^ vgsjj^atigoJhas^ fai led t^ sho w any irregularities ♦ 
However, Mr. UcXnemey'stated that as soon as the TreasuryDepartment maSes 
its report available to the I^epartment it is possible that the Bureau may be asked t 
make some additional inquiries if it appears that any of Smith's contributions 
may have emanated from Axis-inspired or influenced individuals or organizations. 
In this regard he commented that although the evidence developed to date does 
not suggest that Smith has been under the guidance of foreign sources, and 
It is not contemplated to proceed against him under the theory of the Registra- 
tion Acts, it would be helpful on the question of intent in any sedition 
prosecution to show a relationship between Smith's background and German 
sponsorship or sympathetic forces. 

It is of interest to note that at the conclusion of the conference, 
Mr, Mclnemey stated that he intended to write a memorandum for the Attorney 
General concerning the Smith case, pointing out that although the Bureau has 
devoted the case exhaustive attention, nothing has been developed to date on 
which prosecutive action against Smith can be successfully predicated at this 
time. He stated that in his memorandum he would inform the Attorney General 
that the case will continue to receive close attention by the Criminal Division, 
and in this connection he commented that as soon as he is able to adequately 
review his file, further requests will be made of the Bureau for additional 
investigation. He was, of course, informed that the Biireau wiU be glad to 
receive these requests and that they will be given immediate investigative 
attention as soon as they are received in memorandum form* Yesterday a memo- 
Irandim of this type was received from the Criminal Division, requesting 
[inquiries concerning a possible associate of Smith's in the New York area. 
This request is being covered and, of course, the case will in the future 
continue to receive the careful and continuous attention vrhich has been devoted 
to it during recent months.

It is of interest to note that a certain segment of the public 
press, particularly the newspapers PM and the Daily Worker, as well as other 
special interests, have recently sought to convey the impression that Smith, 
the Ku Klux Klan, and other allegedly Fascist individuals and organizations, 
fomented the recent race riot in Detroit. The Bureau's investigation of 
Smith, as well as its technical surveillance, fails to show that there are 
any grounds whatsoever for this allegation. On the contrary. Smith seems 
to have been somewhat concerned about the race riot and through the service 
of a highly confidential source it was learned that on June 25 last he 
contacted Senator Reynolds in Washington, requesting the latter to cause 
Congressman Dies to investigate the riot. Smith indicated that he believed 
the Communists in the Detroit area were primarily responsible. In this 
connection it was further learned from this same source that Smith intended 
to come to Washington on July 1, 1943 for the purpose of conferring with 
the Dies Committee and Senator Reynolds, apparently with reference to this 
matter. This data was, of course, furnished to the Attorney General and the 
Criminal Division, but no request has been received for further inquiry in 
connection with Smith's interest in the race riot situation.

PERSONAL HISTC£; AND BACKQHOUND 



Qsraid I^ yntan KAnnA'fch ftnith. V^^-tdr kyiQini as G^X'S^d L* Ke Ssi-tiij 

vas born durixkg February, 1898, at FardeeviUey Wisconsin. He attended 
Butler Seminary at Indian apolie , Indiana, and later was graduated from 
Valparaiso University (Indiana) where he pursued a course in theology. 
Staiith*s antecedents and early life were in no way unusual and ore of no 
particular interest* 

After leaving college, anith took up active duty as a minister 

and successively held pastorates at Footville, Wisconsin, at the Seventh 
3tz*eet Christian Church of Indianapolis and at the King's Highway Church of 
Shreveport, Louisiana. 

Prior to assuming his ministerial duties at Shreveport, Smith's 
activities were rather conservative and of a type characteristically befitting 
one in the ministerial profession. However, while in Louisiana, he became 
interested in the late Huey Long's "Share the Wealth*' movement and eventually 
extended this Interest to the point of aetiTely and openly participating in 
politics as an adherent of Long. Attendant publicity evoked the displeasure 
of the Elders of his church, eventually resulting in Saith's dismissal during 
193U. Following Long's death. Smith attempted to identify himself with the 
remnants of the Lon^ machine but being unsuccessful in this left Louisiana 
in 1937 and came to New York where he attempted to organize an association 
called «The Committee of One Million." This effort waa unfruitful. During 
the following year be moved to Detroit irtiere he baa since been locatsd. 

At Detroit, Smith reorganized "Ihe Committee of One Million" as an 
organization "founded for the pmrpose of combatting the menace of CcMssmmism." 
During 1939, Smith shifted his policy, advocating the isolationist viewpoint, 
and since the involvement of the United States in war he has busied himself 
principally in directing criticism to the Qovemment's war effort and what 
he is pleased to characterise as the Government's efforts to enslave the 
United States as an entity in an International State doadnated by Great Britain. 

More detailed comments are set forth subsequently as to Smith's 
connection with Huey Long and his activities as the organiser of "The Committee 
of One Million," but it is of significance to observe that it appears that the 
turning point of pith's life dates from h4ie Association with Hu^ Long. Prior 
to that time he was the usual type of minister concerned with problems incidental 
to his calling. However, it seems that his participation in the "Share the Wealth" 
novement fired his ambition to the extent of self visualisation of hljcself as a 
dominant political figure. Being unsuccessful in associating hlnself with Long's

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successors y he has apparently continued his dream of political prominence 
through his efforts In connection with his so-called >* Committee of One &!illion«" 
Ihe fact that he still evaluates himself as an IndiTldual of at least potential 
political significance, is attested to by the fact that he has sometimes described 
himself in confidential conversations as being likely "Presidential timber." In 
an effort to further augment his political background and potentialities y Snith 
sought nomination as Bepublican candidate for United States Senator from the 
State of Michigan during the siaaoier of 19hZ, This campaign was unsuccessful. 

Smithes perscmal life appears to be normal. He is married, lives with 
his wife, and has one son, about twenty years of age. His wife is said to be a 
distant relative of a Ur. Sorensen, described as an official of the Ford Motor 
Company. From time to time stories have been circulated attributing improprieties 
to Smith in connection with his associations with women other than his wife. How* 
ever, nothing factual is known to substantiate these stories. 

ACTIVITISS PRIOR TQ 1936 



While serving as pastor at the King's Highway Churchy Shreveport, 
Louisiana, Smith became interested in Huey Long's "Share the Wealth" plan. He 
eventually met Long and shortly thereafter there deTeloped, according to Smith's 
description, "a close and fast friendship" between the two. It is definitely 
known that shortly thereafter, and lasting for a period of several years: Smith 
assumed the position of one of Long's chief lieutenants. Although Smith is 
prone to describe this relationship as a personal one, several persons who were 
close to Long at the time, state that Long had little personal regard for Smith 
and apparently evaluated him as being untrustworthy and dishonest. These persons 
state that Long was merely utilising Sbith's services, and in this connection 
it is known that Long, as well as others associated with him, regarded Smith ak 
a very dynamic and powerful public speaker. It appears that ^ith was widely 
used by the Long organization in the role of a public speaker for the "Share 
the Wealth" movement. It Is said that Smith, at one time, received as much as 
$650 per week from the Long organisation as reimbursement for expenses and as 
salaiy. 

Infonnatlon has been received that while associated with the Long 
movement, Stoilth Joined William Dudl^ Policy's Silver Shirt organization. Nothing 
in the way of documentary evidence is available to prove this membership, but in 
reoeot years. Smith has, on several occasions, admitted membership in the Pelley 
movement. He states, however, that he Joined Pelley 's organization merely for 
the purpose of securing Information in connection with his work in behalf of 
Huey Long* 

Although during H\iey Lcmg's lifetime dnlth was an outstanding personage 
in the Long machine, he rapidly lost his position after the death of Long. It 
appears that his services were continued for a short period of time by Long** 



successors, but that he eventually was displaced due, allegedly, to hie 
untoward efforts to attain personal power* 1937 # any influence which he 
previously had was conqpletely dissipated and it was durlog that year that 
he left Louisiana for New Iork» 

On arriving at New Tork Snith attempted to organize a gro\^ known 
as "The Conmiittee of One Million." According to the self announced purposes of 
this organization its primaiy coacam was that of combating the forces of 
CommuniSffl. However, Saiith's efforts in New Tork aet with little success , and 
reportedly he was disheartened to the extent of ceasing his activities and 
removing to Detroit, Ulchigan, early in 1938. 

Toward the end of his stay in Louisiana, Smith's personal reputation 
apparently suffered to sosne extent* On November 3» 1936, he was arrested by the 
New Orleans Police Department on a charge of having disturbed the peace In the 
using of obscene language in a public place. Reportedly, this arrest resulted 
in his receiving a suspended sentence of |10«00 and ten days. 

During 1936 and 1937 » Smith was also Involved as a plaintiff in 
several libel and slander cases. These cases were apparently of minor 
ijnportance, but the consensus of opinion s^pears to be that Sta)lth*8 reputation 
suffered more than did the reputation of those vrtiom he sought to sue. 



CURRENT ACTIVITIES 



On arriving in Detroit in 1938, Smith almost immediately set out 
to reorganize the defunct "Comaittee of One UiUion." In this connection he 
distributed a considerable amount of literature designating the puxposes of 
"The Coomittee of One Mm ion" as follows s 

1. To rebuild the spirit of America. 

2* To wipe out the last vestiges of Communism, Nazism 
and FaseisB in all forms. 

3. The rodsfinition of the American National character. 

k» The installation of a new spirit in American youth, 
dedicated to the maintenance of American institutions. 

5. To issue a call to farmers and laborers to resist irtiat 
is now known as sn international plot to involve them in 
a world revolution. 

6. To rededieate the citizenry of America to the family- 
altar and to the spirit of the church. 

7« To secure the maintenance of a well defined standard 
of American living. 



other literature of "The Goinmittee of One Million, " sought particularly 
to streas the activities of this organization in combating Communist influences. 

With the coming of the European war in 1939, Smith shifted the policy 
of "The Comnlttee of Chie MUlion" to that of promoting the cause of isolationism* 
In Tarlous pieces of literature distributed during 1939, 19U0 and 19hX, he was 
especially critical of the QoverxBnent'B pdiey of rendering assistance to the 
allied OoTemmsnts. 

Since the involvement of the United States in the war, Soiith has 
again shifted his policy as well as that of "The Connittee of One Million" to 
the direction of criticism against the Govaminent's efforts In prosecuting 
the war. He has not questioned the necessity of winning the war, but on the 
other band, in various of his publications ^ as well as his public utterances , 
has been careful to lay stress on the necessity of the people *& aiding and 
assisting In every way in defeating Americans foes. 

However, he has advanced contentions that the Government is using 
the war as an excuse for depriving the public of its just liberties. He has 
also freely voiced criticism against what he hais been disposed to characterlEe 
as the Government's efforts to reduce the United States to a mere entity In a 
great intematloaal state dCMalnated by Great Britain. 

Snlth carries on the work of "The Committee of One Mm ion" through 
radio broadcasts over Station WJR at Detroit, the distribution of literature, 
and through the publication of a monthly magazine known as "The Cross and the 
Flag." Although Smith claims that "The Coomittee of One Mm ion" has a following 
of three million persons, it appears that "The Committee of One Million" is really 
not an organisation as such, and is merely a name used by ^nith. Smith, of course « 
does have a rather large mailing list, and it seems that the persons who receive 
his literature and make occasional financial donations to him are considered by 
&nith as being members of the Committee. Available information Indicates that 
Soith's claim of three million followers is grossly exaggerated* 

Early in 191^2 , Smith sought to establish another organization known 
as "The Inner Circle." As suggested by its name, this group was described by 
Snith as consisting of the more prominent and trustworthy members of "The 
Committee of One Millian*" He announced the foundation of this group through 
the distribution of literature calling for the donation of additional funds, 
and it appears that its purposes were the same as those of "The Committee of 
One Million." According to Information received, "The Inner Circle" Is no more 
of a real organisatloo than "The Coomittee of Obe Million" and was conceived 
and used by Smith merely for the popose of collecting additional money froa 
persons on his fflalling list* 

During the summer of 19i|2, dDlth sought the Republican notainatlon for 
the position of United States Senator from the State of Michigan. He made a 
number of speeches and conducted quite an active eampidgn and In the primary 



•loot ion received approxtDatelT- 120,000 votes* Although tills was not sufficient 
for nomination, political observers were of the opinion that Smith had made an 
unuaually good shoving* Even after this defeat, ^nith continued his candidacy 
in the general election in November, I9I42, ivhen he projected hijnself as a write- 
In candidate* He was badly defeated in the general electioa, his following being 
less than that in the primaiy campaign. 

Late in 19k2f Soiith publicly announced the intention of forming a 
third political party on a national scale* The proposed platform for this 
Party, as announced, was similar to that advanced by Smith in connection with 
his work as leader of "!nie Committee of One Uillion** and it is understood that 
Snith hopes to gain support from members of the now defunct "America First 
Committee." In recent months, Smith has toured the Middle West and has made 
a number of speeches in various cities, outlining his plan for a third political 
party, iiiecently, he has indicated that it may not be necessary to form this 
party if the Republican and Democratic Parties "present a real issue" for the 
19kh Presidential Election. 

At various times witiiin recent years it has been repox^d that certain 
officials at the Ford Motor Oorapany are interested in Smith and have collaborated 
with him to the extent of fiimishing him information used in some of his speeches 
and his publication "The Cross and the Flag*" 

In connection with his various appearances as a public speaker Smith 
has attained the reputation of being a very effective and forceful speaker. 
AlthoTigh he is scnewhat bombastic, and at times given too freely to overemphasis, 
it does appear that he is an unusually good speaker and that he is effective in 
influencing audiences. Some persons have described him as among the foremost 
public speakers of the day* 

It is of interest to note that Snith's publication "The Cross and the 
Flag" was named, along with a number of other publications, in indictments re- 
turned in ihe District of Columbia on July 21, 1?U2, and January U, l?U3t 
charging twenty-eight and thirty-four defendants respectively with having en- 
gaged in a conspiracy to violate the Sedition Statutes* These indictments have 
pertinence to the case popularly referred to as United States vs. Gerald B. 
Winrod, et al. Although Sknith's publication was mentioned in the indictment, 
as being one of a number of publications throughout the country which has con- 
tributed to undermining the loyal^ and morale of the Armed Forces, neither 
Smith nor the publication was named as a defendant*

SIOTH then stated that the publicity he had previously received 
in Buffalo had been fair with the exception of an editorial in the Buffalo 
Courier Ejcpresa by TOM BROWN, charging that he had trampled on the American - 
flag at a previous meeting in Buffalo. SiEETH said he was crusading to save 
America f xx>a Jews, Communists, New-Dealers, and others, conspiring to das- 
tTTfj cur institutions. He said that individuals representing these groups 
were seeking to destroy Americanism and substitute internationalism. In 
which, our country would be ruled over Igr Chinamen, British, and Russians* 




'that SMITH, during this speech, made numerous sneering 
remarks concerning the Allies of the United States, but at no time did he 
make sny unfavoraible remark about the Nazis cr the Japanese or their leaders. 

SI<&ITH declared that he was organizing the America First Party as 
a "spare tire party" in case the Democrats nominate ROOSEVELT and the Re- 
publicans nominate WILKIE, both of whom he characterized as internationalists,

SIOTH stated that his idea of a victory was to send ROOSEVELT to Hyde Park 
and make him stay there; WILKIE to Uoscow^ and make him stay there; and 
Vice-President WALLACE to be a milk man tn China* SMITH then named several 
individuals who would be acceptable to his Party. Among those were Senators 
HVHESLER and VAUDENBURG. 

SL5ITH read excerpts from an article dealing with race riots in 
Detroit, in which it was supposed to state that th^ had been caused by the 
Conmiunists who had appointed irtiite girls to 3ate out negro men and stir 
them up. In this connection, SlITH also attacked "The Stage Door Canteen* 
of Kew York, where^ he said, white girls were forced to date out negroes* 

SIEETH then made numerous criticisms of the government and the 
Bureaucrats who were denying to Americans the four freedoms, while claiming 
to fight for their establishment throughout the world* He said that 
ROOSS\'ELT»S govemipent had no faith in the patriotism of the people as the 
American government had to resort to conscription while in Canada, Australia, 
New Zealand, South Africa, there was no conscription* 

SJ^TIfi charged that there were going to be 40,000,000 or nore un- 
employed after the present war, and that the international conspirators 
were preparing to take advantage of the contemplated unrest and chaos which 
would result in an overthrow of the Ai&erican systen. SUITH said that he . . - 
told his son, lihen the latter was called into the Armed Forces^ that the 
only thing he was fighting for was "Old Glory*, and that he was not called 
to fight to make ROOSEVELT President for the fourth term and thus establish-

The complaint also allege a thet this picture caused the plaintiff to 
lose opportunities to speak upon the radio and pu'blic platform, cfiused ^amo, 
ombarrasBnent , and annoyance by coriBtmit requests of Icarxrs of the Q-erraan Bund 
and various Hitler organizations and sponsors of Hitlcrisn and Jew-baiting that 
the plaintiff support their platfonas. It also alleges that the picture c?used 
the plaintiff to be designated as the organizer of the Fascist Party in Ancrica 
impaired him in his profession, and occupation, reputation, fane, and credit to 
the extent of $5»000,000, 

The dofend^JJit filed an answer denying most of the allegations in the 
complaint. The plaintiff thereafter served a notice of his intention to ezemin© 
certain defendant b before trial, siili the defendant was upheld in his motion to 
vacate this notice on March 33, 1939. No further action was noted in the record.

inorlean soldlors sent tboro to help bold India la the British 
finpiro* He alao said he was opposed to a eoBmon eltisensblp

SMITH then stated that there was a differ enoe between Vational* 
ists and Internationalists and stated he was a Kationalist, 
wfailB sueh Men as WAIIACE AND WIUJCIE were Internationalists* 
He illustrated the differenoe between the two by saying a 
Hationalist was like a wife who was faithful to her husband 
and an Intemationslist was like an unfaithful wife* He added 
that only the Hationa lists were the true Aaterioans* 

SUITH said that he was the leader of the "Anerioa First" Farty» 
but hoped there never would be suoh a party as he hoped that 
either the Republicans or the I>eBiocrats would adopt Hational* 
is tic principals and nominate a eaadidate believing in Aaeriea 
first, and if either party did tblm, the full weight of SMITH'S

SMITH elainsd a following of 63O9OOO people Ija the state of 
Michigan and said he had a very strong following in the states 
of Ihdiana and'OHioV' He said In these 12iree states he held the 
balance of power* SMITH a seer ted that his strength and that of 
his party was growing throughout the nation* 

He advised that when the Vationalista caM to power in Vaehing« 
ton the party would investigate aany things #iioh had h appened 
there, incliiding the sudden and untimely death of HUE7 IDHO^ 
wh<« he described as the best friend he ever had* ailTH dis* 
closed that the Katlonalists wou ld e lse investigate the ■ysteri* 
ous death of Senator ERK£ST LDNDEEH irtiile flying to an 'inerican 
First* CoBulttee Meeting in the South* He extolled the virtues 
of HUE? lOHO and denounced WAITER WIMCBELL AMD DREff PEjffiSOI for 
attaekiag UJMDEEH after bis death* ^ , 

SMITH pointed out that PRESIDENT ROOSEVEU? , OORDELL HULL AND 
ARCHBISHOP BBCKMAH had eaoh called KEV PEARSOI a liar. He 
added that if MMSEVEIff had ealled PEARSOM a llar» I0 Mast be 
one because *if anyone knew what a liar was HOOSSVEUD did'* 
SMITH related that in 19}6 he spoke in lew Orleans ^ Louisiana 
the eve of the eleotion from 9 P*K* to 12tl5 A*M* in an open 
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*lr stating And ibortlx afterwards waa «rr«8t6d at Ma hDteX 
^ flf taen arned but vaidentlf led men vhD took bin to a reaiota 
prteinot atation and put hln In Jail with a vonitiag drunk for 
th* night • SMITH aaid be «aa obarged vitb diaturblx^ the peaoe 
on an old Vapoleonle law, stating that anyone vbo a poke In the 
open after aidnight dlatorbed the peace* He aald he vaa found 
guilty and aenteneed to thirty days, but the aentenee vaa sua* 
pended* SMITH said that if people wondered where be had gotten 
all of hla Inaplration for hla talka during the paat few years 
they would realise that if they had had to spend the nig^t in 
a police cell with a drunk snco as he did there would be enough 
inspiration for talks for fifty yeara» He aaid the politicians 
of the country were afraid at that tii ae th at he would disclose 
oertain facts concerning the death of HTJEY LO|IIG« He said, *You 
know who it was I waa arreated by} I waa arrested on the orders 
of FRAKELDi DEUMO ROOSEVELT," 

SMITE stated that he had been in Washington, X>« C« recently and 
had noted important developments* He adTiaed that he had sent 
a statement of the "America Flrat" Party policy to each of the 
delegates to the Kackinack Island Conference held recentlaf by 
the leaders of the Republican Party* SMITE claimed that the 
new8paper/!"P M" had pointed out that the policy adopted at the 
Conference followed doaely thoae auggeated by him in hie state* 
menta to the delegatea, and he person ally considered this fact 
to be a wery laportant developiient* SMITH related that THOMAS 
£• DEWE; went to the Conference as a "favorite son"after a very 
oonciendable adaini strati on as governor of Hew York, but had 
oosanit ted" political suicide" by coning out aa advocating a 
military alliance with England* SMI^ aaid that SENAT OR ROBT« 
A* TAFT had said that this policy advocated by DEWE; was "a 
damn fool statcnent to make"* 

SMITE referred to FRESIDSnT ROOSEVELT as "the eld fox" and said 
that ROOSEVSI/r was the shrewdest polltioian who ever lived* He 
asserted that even now the President could begin to see the 
hand writing on the wall and realise the power of the Rationalistic 

grauw. He further stated that ROOSEVELT was willing to

SMITH said that ROOSEVSIiT had alreate "kicked WALLACE in the

■eet hlK on a eoolal per* SMITH said he was opposed to lett« 
ing dDwn the ismlgratlon barrier and allowing all nationalities 
cone in in any ajsouats* He adTlaed that some people had aeous* 
ed hlB of objecting to the entrance of Jewish ref^ees and stated 
that he wished to point out that there were refugees In this 
country from all parts of the worlds including China » Japan.

SMITE Stated that he was a friend to FATHER COUOHLli^/tS'^enswer 
to a question "prophesied" that COUaHLII would return to the

SMITH bitterly denounced WIHCHELL iSD PSAHSOK and said that he 
was suing Hlf^CHEIX for 1100.000 for slander because WIKOHEXIi 
had said over the air that SMITH had tranpled on the Cambridge 
flag which OEOROE WASHmTOl had fought under before BSTST ROSS 
had made the Anerican flag* He said further that WIHCHEIX had 
accused hlsi of spitting on this saae flag* SMITH said that 
what he really had tranpled on was a flag similar to the Csn- 
bridge flag which was a combination of flags which a certain 

froup in thle country today wiehed to set up as the world flag* 
MITE stated he had bought a flag froa this group for t3«68 and 
wished to state that he could never support this flsg and II*

Gerald Ijrman Kenneth Saith w as bom at Pardee srillc* liscoasiiif 
in February, 1898. He i abetter known today as Gerald L. K. Soiith, and 
his history rereals that he attended Butler Seminary in Indianapolis, 
Indiana, subsequent to which he graduated froa Valparaiso University in 
Indiana, having coniplsted his studies in theology there « Sislth took up 
his Hlnisterial duties subsequent to learing Talparaiso University, and . 
it is known that he hsa served as a minister in Pootville, Vlsconsin, and 
also at the Seranth Chi*istian Church, Indianapolis, Indiana* 

Soith aoved froa Indiana to Louisiana and as£u:Bed a nloisterial 
post at Shreveportj Louisiana. He became interested in the late Huey Long*s 
"Share the Wealth* movement and went so far as to actively and openly 
participate In politics In Louisiana as a follower of Huey Loi^. The 
publicity which he received from theae activities resulted in Smith's dis- 
missal during 1934 from his ndniaterial post. After the death of Huey Long, 
Srlth continued to identify hiaself with the "Long outchine" but it appears 
that his efforts were unsuccessful and he left Loiilsiana in 1937« proceeding 
to K«i lork City. He launched there an unsuccessful effort to build up 
"Tt^^omnittee of Obe Million.!; Innedlataly thereafter, in 193d, he moved 
to Letrblt, where he has since been located. 

In Detroit, "The Coiamittee of Okie Million" was again origanised 
"for the purpose of coisbatting the menace of CoaLnunlsoi." In 1939 > Smith 
Tolao agdvoca ted isolationisa and subsequent to the involvement of the United

Activities Prior to 1930 

While aerring as pastor at the King's Uighw^ Churchy Shreveport* 
Louisiana, £aiith beca-ne interested in Huej Long* a "Share the lealth" plan. He 
eventually aet Long and ahortly thereafter there developed, according to Salth's 
dascrlptiont "a close and fast friendship" between the two. It is definitely 
known that ahortly thereafter, and lasting for a period of aeveral /aara, Snitb 
assumed the position of one of Long's chief lieutenants* Although Smith ia 
prone to describe this relationajoip aa a personal one, aeveral persons who were 
close to Long at the tiae state that Long had little peraonal regard for Soith 
and apparently evaluated him as being untrustworthy and dishonest* These persons 
state that Long was merely iitilisir\g Smith's aanricea, and in this connection 
it is known that Long, as well as others aaaociated with him, regarded Smith as 
a very dynamic and powerful public speaker. It appeara that S^th was widely 
used by the Loc^ organisation in the role of a public speaker for the "Share 
the lirealth" movenant. It ia aaid that fiaitb, at one time, racaived as much aa 
1650.00 per week ftoa the LoQg organlaatloa aa reioburaeaant far aocptnaas and as

Information has been received that while associstad with the Loqg 
noreoent Sodth joined MiUiam Sadley Pallas* a aUver Shirt orsanisation. Mothing 
in the way of documentary avldanca ia availsbia to prova thla maoibership, Uit in 
rocant years SnLth has, on several occasions, admitted membership in the Pellay 
Aovaaent. He states, however, that ha Joined Pallsgr*a ot^g'^'^SAtion merely for 
tha purposa of aacurli^ In^onaatioa in conneetiob with hia work In behalf of 
AtayLoQs* ' .r^-.;"-'-" . ^"'^ .

Toward tha and of hia aiaj In LouislanA« Salth* a paraooal reputation 
apparantlj auf fared to tome axtaot. On loTenbor 3# 1936« he vaa arrested by tha 
lav Orleana Police Departaeot on a ehar^Ke of haring disturbed the peace in the 
uaiag of obacene laoguaga in a public place. Reportedly, thla arrest resulted 
in his rccciTii^ a euspended seotenee of ten dollars and tan daja. 

During 1936 and 1937» Snith aas alao involTed aa a plaintiff in 
several Xibi>l and slander casaa. These easea vere apparently of ainor 
inportance, but the consensus of opinion appears to be that Smith's reputation 
suffered aora than did the repot ation of those whoa he aought to aaa« . 



Current Actlritiea

Vith tho ccnlng of tho European war in 1939» SMth ahlftod tho policy 
of "Ihe Conittao of One Million" to that of {roaoting tha causa of IsolatloniBB, 
Zh Tarious plecaa of llteratura distributed during X939f 19kO and 19Lilff ha was 
•apadally critical of tha Govaramant's policy of rendering aaalatanca to tha 
allied Govemnants* 

Since the InvDlTement of the United States in the var^ Siith has 
again shifted his policy aa well aa that of "1!he CMlttee of One UlUlon" to 
the direction of critlclsa against the Govemnant's efforts in prosecuting 
the var* Be has not questioned the necessity of idnnlng the war, but on the 
other hand, in Tarious of his jnblicatlans, as mJl as his jnblic utterances, 
has been careful to lay stress on tha neceealty of the people's aiding and 
asslstlJV in every «ay In defeating America's foes* 

Bonever, he has advanced contenticna that the Government la usiog 
the war aa an excuse for depriving the public of its Jost liberties. He has 
slso Areely voiced critlclsa agalikst what he has been disposed to characterise 
as the Government 's efforts to reduce the Qhited States to a aere entity in a 
great International State donlnated by Great Britala. 

M.th carries on the work of "Ihe Cooslttee of One Villlon" throogh 
radio broadcaata over Stetion WJK at Detroit^ the dietribution (|f literature^ 
and through the publication of a aonthly ■ag.asine knon as "llte*^08s and the 
Flag," Although Snith daias that "fhe Connittee of Obe Iflllion* Tiaa V tollMng 
ofl.hree aiUion persons, it appears that "The Connittee of One Hillioo" Is really 
not an organisation as such, and is merely a nne used by £taith« Smith, of course, 
does have a rather large mailing list, and it seems that the peraons eho receive 
his literature and aake oocaslonal financial donations* to bin are considered ty 
Staith as being maabers of the CoaiBittee. Available information Ihdlcates that 
Smith's elala of three mlllloa folloiiers is gross3y exaggerated* 

Karly In 191*2, Saith sought to estaibllsh another organisation knoaa 
w "The Inner Circle** As suggested by its mbs, this group was described ly 
Smith as consisting of the more ^*ominent end trustimrthy Bidders of "the 
Cosaiittee of One Milliocu" Be soaoanced the foundatico of this group through 
the distributioa of literature celling for the donation of additional funds, 
and it appears that its purposes eere the sane aa those of "The Coeimittee of 
Okie Kllllon." According to infornatlon reoaived, "The Inner Circle" is no more 
of a real organization than "The Committee of One Million" and was conceived 
and used by Smith merely for the purpose of collecting additional money fTon 
persons on his mailing list* 

During the sunter of 19U2, Saith sought the Republican nomination for 
the posltlcn of United States Senator fron the State of Uichlgan* He made a

At the conclusion of SMITH'S introduction Mrs. LMDEBN^)oke for approxin^^ely 
one hour during which time she bitterly denounced DREVJj^EARSCMI and HALTE^^VIKCHELL 
and also the myth "of Internationalism** She spoke in favor of the IsolKionists 
point of view and critioieed the administration for conducting the recent secret 
Food Conference at which conference she alleged the United St&.te8 agreed to feed 
the rest of the world during this war and after this war at the expense of the 
citizens of the United States* She also condemned proposed legislation intro- 
duced by Senator BALL of Minnesota to police the world after this war.

SJilTK o^^ened the meeting 
annonncinj hl-nself to be the proud grandparent that day of a ba'jy girl, 
SMITH spoke of nuinero'-iE protests he had received in bringing GOFF to 
Cleveland. He nentionsd one in particular, v;hich he claLned was -the 
first protest received as bein^ from the Urboi League, Cleveland, Ohio, 
S?HTn claLried that this negro group claLned to bs represent£.tive cf the 
Cleveland ne^oes but in fact was only a Si'nall group and v/as Coj-iiQuni-stically 
inspired. SIOITK stated that he had personallor telephoned CLAYBORl^loEOHrS^ 
a Clevelard ne^ro attorney, and praised him on his statesnfuiship in writing 
an article offsetting the Urb-in League's protest. 

SMITH v^arned the -udience not to let the Coijuunists capitalize 
on our .-tiilitary alliance vath Russia saying, "If Stalin ifsere not on our 
side, the Co'-imnists ivould close every plant in Cleveland in 21 hours." 
Si-JTH stated thi.t he had nade a considerable inquiry into the reasons for 
the Detroit Race Riots and he claiiv.ed that it Tjas due to CojTinainist inspired 
agitation, SMITH told of hov; CQa.-Rinist leaders vere requiring that girl [ 
rTfinbcrs of the Coanunist Party "date" negroes. Kc stated that if a girl 
Coi2i.iunist refused to "date" a xie^ro she was brought before the C0:.ji]uni3t 
coonittee and tried on a charge of "T^iite Chauvinian" and expelled fron . 
the Party. 

SMITH stated that he had been asked vA\5.t he *v7ould consider as a 
victory for the A.-aerica First Party in the coming elections and he stated.,, i 
his answer was the defeating of RoQGevelt and the Bureaucrats, sending \h\ 
*.7ilkie back to Rassia a^nd sending Kenry 77?Jlace to Chi;ia as a reilknian. ^ 

SKITH, in criticizing any fora of Ilationalisni and 'Vnion Now " 
again related tr.e story of the British lend-Lease Adrdnistrator speaking 
before the Press Club in ^'Jashinrton, S:JITH in relating this story inferred 
that no accounts were being kept by the Enjilish of the supplies sent by 
Lend-Lease and that the English wished this method of accounting to continue. 
SMITH displayed the flag which he said was a creation of the "Union Now Movenei 
and tranpled it. He attacked WALTS?. ^^TMCfiSLL, calling hijn v:ALTSR LIPSCHITZ, 
for having claiT^ed on his Sunday night broadcast that he, SiHTK, had trampled 
the American flag* 

SltllH spoke of planning to speak in Puffj?J.o, New York a few days 
previous to this meeting and clainGd that some underhand gr-oup had forced 
the owners of the halls which he, SMITH, had contracted to raiTt, to cancel 
the contract. SIHTK, before introducing KSiaJETH GOFF as a ior-Tier Ca'aounist 
Trfio had an aoazing atory to tell, made a plea for donations to the cost ajid 
expenses of the trips and meeting.

On Wednesday ni^ht, August 25, 19A3 GSPjiLD t, SIlTH addressed* a 
crowd of appro^a'aatcly 300 people in the Ifedgewood roo.7t o f the Secor Hotel , 
Toledo, Ohio. This ncetinr^ irras attended by Special A .itHj^^^H^BIBV

"SMITH opened the ricetin^ by having the £T0up pledge allegiance to 
the American Flag which v.* as proininently displayed fjid by reciting the Lord's

eould never rest until ROOSEVELT, the bureaucrats, " 
and the Comrauniete were cleaned out of Washington. 
SMITH stated that the "Internationalists" in the 
United States are making it possible for the other 
allied nations to take advantage of the TJnited States, 
which they are eager to do. Literature distributed at 
the meeting by the Hennepin County CIO Council alleges 
SMITH to be a mouthpiece of HITLER. ■

This meeting was closed in nature, admisffion being-^gained 
by invitation only. The meeting was supposedly held un- 
der the auspices of Mrs. BRNBST LUlfDEEN, Minnesota State 
Chairmen of the Aroerica First Party. The meeting was 
attended by approximately 1000 persons^ 
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SIvTITH speech followed very closely the same general pattern s.6 previous ^eeches 
of SMITH'S reported by this offico, SKITH again harangued the New Deal» 
bureaucracy, ComiBunism, and internationalism. SMITH further stated that the 
ibaerica First Party could never rest bo long as ROOSGVELTj the bureaucrats, 
and Comraunists were la Washingtoai* 

ShTITH bitterly critioisad the foreign policy of the TMited States, stating 

that the internationalists made it possible for other nations* particularly 
England, to take advantage of this country. As an example, SMITE edleged that 
the IMlted States, which has 25 per c^t of ^e oil reserves in the world, is 
currently supplying 65 per cont of the oil products used by the allies In the 
war effort* He accused England of hoarding her oil supply bo that she could 
later sell oil products to this country at exorbitant prices. SkUTH^ in 
discussing Shodes Scholarships, referred to CECIL RHODES as the Englishman 
who laid aside a fund of millions of dollars for the purpose of educating 
brilliant American college students in English schools with the end in mind of 
making the United States once again a part of the British Entire, 

SlfITH*s remarlcs as to President ROOSEVELT dealt chiefly with fiOOS£VELT*s views 
on foreign policy but he intimated ROOSEVELT was a liar while discussing DSBff 
PEARSON* and the fact that ROOSEVELT had called PEARSON a llar» stating that 
if anyone should know a liar when he sees one it would be ROOSEVELT, Sl£ITE 
bitterly denounced EAIIRY HOPKIKS, BEHKAHD BARUCH, CUOJDB TUCKARD, and other 
members of the present administration, stating that while they advocated 
sacrifices for the people they did not make any sacrifices personally, fie 
stated as an ©xaaaple that two days after a further strengthening of the 
rationing regulations, BEKRAHD BAR^CB gave a party in Washington for HARRY 
HOPKINS which was attended by all prominent administration leaders at which a 
meal was served at the Carlton Hotel, Washington, D. C. at %\\0 per plate 
and at which sevea different kinds of meat were served. He referred also to 
the Chicago Tribune* s "eacpose" of Secretary of Agriculture CLAUDE WICKAfiD, 
stating that a Chicago Tribune reporter had visited iHCEABD's Indiana farm 
home and had discovered imense quantities of meat and butter hoarded away> 
which items were being shipped at regular intervals to ^CKAJiD in Washington. 

SMITH in discussing local organization of the America First Party stated that 
be would not appoint an America First Committee locally because the members 
of that committee would immediately be subjected to pressure from the old 
line parties and others. He stated that the members of the America First 
movement would "lay low" and act when the time came. 

SMITH again stated that If a satisfactory candidate for President is not 
chosen by either the Daomocrats or the Republicans, the America First Committee 
will pick its own candidate for Presidetnt. SKITE further stated tha^the 
logical candidate of the America First movement woiil'd be ^'ZASSiS^viii^l^V^'^^^* 
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Speeches were cdso made by Mrs. ERNES^WtoBEIJ and a Captain EAJ^ir^UTRARD, nho 
SkdTH introduced aa a reteraa of World war I irtio had been irounded seventeen 
times in action and who spoke representing the views of the Teteraas of Foreign 
Wars of the State of Illinois. The speeches of SOUTHABD end Mrs. LUKDE5SN dealt 
mainly with the foreign policy of this country urging that the isolationist 
or nationalist point of view he adopted. Both frequently read long quotations 
of Washington and other early AmericBn leaders « 




At the time collections were taken, SUITE offered a book to every person who ^ / 
would contribute the sum of %Z or more. SiCITH vaguely discussed this book, 
stating that it had been written by a person who had been persecuted by the 
bureaucrats and who had been approached by the Secretary of ELEANOR EOOSEVEL': 
with the proposition that everything would be dropped if he paid him J40,000* 

It is noted that SMITH'S speech was very well received by the audience, lAi 
cheered him madly* 

A clipping from the St, Paul Pioneer Press, St. Paul, Minnesota, of October 
13, 1943, discussed the meeting and made the follonijag comment; "In a meeting 
which lasted almost three hours, not a single word was said against EITLER or 
TO JO but the speeches of SVIITH, Mrs. LDHDEEN, and Captain EARL SOUTHARD of 
Chicago all were aimed at ROOSEVELT, YaLLKIE, the Kew Deal, and the efforts 
of various men in public life to achieve international order after this war." 

A clipping from the Minneapolis Voming Tribune, Minneapolis, Minnesota, of 
October 13, 1943, referred to SKITH*b speech, stating that he had attacked 
what SkilTE termed the "international crackpots*" 

Literature was distributed prior to the meeting in front of the meeting place 
by the Hennepin County CIO Council which was headlined, "GETIALD L. K^SmTH— 
HITLER'S Mouthpiece in Minneapolis," "GERALD L. K« SUITE Silver Shirt No. 3223 
Plotted Treason," and "Tearing the Mask of Hypocrisy from GERALD L. K. SMITH," 
The literature alleges that SMITH has been a registered member of PELLET'S 
Silver Shirts, a labor -baiting, Jew-baiting, subversive fascist organ! sationj 
that SMITE is the self-appointed National Leader of a movement whose avowed 
purpose is to overthrow the Oovemment of the United States; that SUITE is an 
agent of enti«labor manufacturers, who imported him to undermine end destroy 
labor organisations; that SMITH has been an organiser of American Storm 
Troopers; that SMITH has made obscene and seditious utterances concemijig the 
President of the United States; that SMITH has publicly avowed his Intention 
of stirring up class hatred among Americans; that SMITH is a defender of the 
enemies of American democracy; that SMITH has been in the pay of WILLIAM 
RAJIDOLPH HEARST, notorious ant i -labor employer; and that SMITH has taken up 
residence in many cities for the purpose of deliberately fomenting discord 
among the citizenry. This literature is being retained in the 1-A serial of 
the St. Paul file in this case.

He then requested that all stand and pledge allegiance to the United States 
flag* Two stanzas of America were sung and the Lords Prayer was recited. 
SlilTd stated that it is imperative that he ooitstretch his arm palm upward 
in saluting the flag for if he outstretched his ana palm dowinrardj he would 
be accused of giving the Fascist salute. 

X SKLTB. denounced the book «Under Cover** and its author, JOHN ROT 

/CAHLSON, He stated that such books and men like Walter Winchell were resoon- 
sible for the ever-rising tide of aifti-Somitism in the United States. Sl^ITH 
attacked TOJCHKLL vigorously as a crop monger and stated that he S!iITH and 
several others were responsible for the Navy Departiaent's action in taking 
"WINCHELL out of uniform and in placing him in a retired statue. 

SMITH advised all Jews to stop their vicious attacks and to coramence 
to create good will or to suffer the consetjuences. SMITH then introduced lirs. 
DAVID STAM£r, President of the United Bothers of America. 

Mrs. STAJa:^! stated that she had been attacked by the author of 
"Under Cover" personally bit that she had ignored this personal attack but 
could not ignore any attack on her faith and that she was there to "defend 
her faith". She then read portions from "Under Cover" on which the author 
gave hia impression of the Shrine of the Little Flower, Hoyal Oak. , lachigan. 
She denounced the author as a writer and gave her implresslon: of ' t:\e Shrine 
of the Little Flower. 

Krs. STAIJUET then referred to the talk Rabbi BARIETT R» ERICKINER 
in which he stated that the book "Under Cover" was a n;asterpiece and »Lso, in 
which he stated that Cleveland has a subversive arxangeiilent headed ly Mrs/ 
DAVIiy5TA.\XET and KARTI»j>^Si^E3rffiY. }irs. STA?!LEr attacked Rabbi BRICK?!ER and 
stated that such acts as this increased the anti-Semitic feeling in the United 
States. Urs* STANLST displayed correspondence which reflected that the author 
of "Under Cover", JC»iN ROY CARLSOiC, had used the name C3E0RGE PAGANALLI and 
several other names in an atteapt to entice her to reply in a manner that he 
could convert to his own desire and use against ber in his book. She advised 
that she had always been very careful in her correspondence idth him because 
she had at all times suspected him* 

S2iITH again took the speaker's stand and stated that in the United 
States today you can criticize a priest or a minister but if you criticize a . 
. Rabbit you are accused of being anti-Semitic and Fascist. /; 

SMITH criticized the Roosevelt family as being over ambitious and 
attempting to set up a "Roosevelt Pynasty« in the United States. He also 
criticized miCTON CHLJRGHILL for entering politics in the United States and - 
attempting to dictate politics in the United States. He referred specifically 
to CHUHCHnX^s speech at Caiobridge, ISassaehuaetts and also the speech made by 
CHURCHILL in England on November 9, 19A3 in #iich SUITH alleged CHURCHILL told 
the people of England that if R0C6S7SLT was not elected, it would be a calamity.

anTH also attacked ELI CULBUITSON who he stated was advocating 
a world government Tdth ROOSEVELT at its head* SJ'ITH referred to his ♦'TTe stern" 
which he described as being highlj'' successful and a reflection of the advances 
that the Anerica First !£oveaent was making. He related an incident that he 
alleged took place in Denver, Colorado where the City Council, under the pressure 
of the Jews and the Conwaunists, drew up a resolution cancelling SMITH »s speaking 
permit. The Mayor of the city refused to sign the reaolutlozi and when the 
Communists attempted a disturbance at the meeting, the Mayor ordered 300 
policemen out to guard the meeting* - 

He further related that the Chief of Police at the end of SKIIH's 1 
speech' denouncing Coinniunists and Jews was so enthusiastic that he attempted I 
to ioake a speech of congr adulation to SmH« J 

aCLTH offered autographed bound copies of the back imabers of his 
magazine "The Cross and the Flag" dated back to April, 1942 to anyone pledging 
$10 or more that evening. SlIETH announced that a very important meeting of 
the Anerica First Party wcxad be held at Cleveland on Novejuber 30, 1943. SiaTH 
then introduced Br. L. L. MAJilON, Pastor of the Christian Temple of Pontiac, 
Michigan as a friend of his for over 20 years and utio had been the best man 
at his wedding. ■/ ■ ' ■ 

Dr. IIARION stated that the Government of the United States was in 
great need of prayer if it hoped to prosper. He stated that the Government 
was greatly at fault when it plowed ujider food and destroyed livestock in 
the past and now it is necessary to ration food aad the country is in want* 
He denounced the Communists as "Red pagans of hell" and also denounced the 
book "The Bible Unmasked" as a descriptive piece of literature that should 
never have been allowed to be copyrighted under the laws of the United States* 

Dr. UAPJON attacked Senalfe Bill No. 666 and stated that the Bible 
had stated that a monster would come to destroy the people and this monster 
would be called 666. Dr. MAHID?J referred to a speech of JOSSFB 3TALIN made 
In 1930 wherein he alleged STALIN stated that the Russians would make certain 
labor concessions to brinsr about certain revolution and gain control of the 
vorld* He stated that Russia is doing this at the present time at the conference 
held at Moscow with representatives of the United States, Russia, and Great 
Britain. He further stated that the Bible had prophesied this meeting when 
it said, "Men wlill sit at tables and lie.* 

Dr. K4RI0N accused the Chairman of the Ration Board of Pontiac, 
Michigan of being a joember of the Comnunist Party and a former secretary and 
treasurer of that Party who had been refusing to give him gasoline because 
had stated that the work of a minister of ..God was not essential* 

M/IRION stated that the author of "Under Cover 11 and all other 
Comrauriet writers should be pat in a boat and put out to sea and torpedoed 
and he would enjoy having his son a member of the United States Kavy release 
the torpedo* MARION stated, "HVhat we need is to run all the red agents of 
hell like the author of "Under Cover" out of this country. If we had a 
thousand nore like GEHAID SISTTH, m could clean all these rats out of America." 
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G3HALD L, K. SMITH again took the speakers stand and advocated 
that everyone read the book "Under Cover" as some day it wuld be terraed 
the "V/ho»s *Rho of patriotic America*" He denounced the author as using 
the "smear campaign" to attack patriotic Aniericans Sbr the caliban of Father 
COUGKLIK, CHjiRiSS LII®ffiRGfi, HSm FORD, Senator NYE, Senator BEYNOLDS, 
Senator WH^iSIZR, Senator DAVID I. 'fltiJSH and jnany others. : . 

SlITTH passed cut envelopes for subscriptions to Jiia magazine, 
"The Cross and The Flag". ^ He advised the audience that no one should leave 
the hall trith more than carfaxe home in his pocket because it was a crusade and 
they should give their all to support it. Mejiibers of the United Mothers of 
America took up a collection at the door as the audience filed cut. The 
meeting was closed -with a prayer by Dr. L» I.. UA.RION*

speech recently made In St Louis, Ulssourl, by VEKDELL VILLKIS. During the 
course of the meetixig SMITH did not disclose any plans for future talks to be 
made by hLn prior to his meeting planned for Chicago following the address by 
CARLSON* 

SldTH spoke from 5)25 p.m« to 5t40 p.m*, with the last half 
hour of his talk devoted to explaining the purpose of the meeting and making hie 
plea for donations. He had inrevloasly passed out envelopes by which one could 
obtain a subscription to his piblloation and e^qplained the manner in wblchhe 
wanted his contributions subndtted* He advised tfae audience that those who were 
nonsubscribers to the *CROSS and the FliO" would get a subsoriptlon If they eozw 
tributod $2*00 or more and for each new subscrip.wion be would send to the new 
subscriber a free oop7 of J« SDffARD J0N2S* book, "So I Has Indicted." He ex- 
plained th(t the money received from donations would be used for the rsnt oo 
the hall for the present meeting as well as the rent on the hall for the coming 
meeting in November* SICITH advised subscribers that they also could get acopy 
of JONSS* book by contributing at least $2.00 to the rental fOnd. 

During the course of his speech SMITH had discussed briefly 
the contents of the book written by JCNES and had Indicated that at the end of 
his oaeting he would explain how the people might obtain a oopy as set oat above.

Krs. LOHI£ next introduced SMITH who after a 
few renarks of his own, called upon Mrs. L0HI2 to aake a few rei&arks. 
Mrs . LOHLE told of her recent visit to Washington, D* C# at which time 
she called upon various mejabers of Congress to coomend or criticize then 
in connection with their action on the Pullbrlght and Connolly Resolu^ 
tions. Mrs. LOHI£ stated that such a great amount of pressure was 
brought on Congressmen bjy the factions favoring these bills that many 
of them were afraid to vote against the bills. She urged those in 
attendance to back a Bovement to oppd»e this type of legislation and 
to put as much pressure oa the members of Congress as those factions 
favoring these two bills bad done. 

CHiRLES M4DDSN was next introduced \jy SMITH 
as a member of the imerican laglon who had fought in Vorld ITar I and 
who was a defender of real American democracy. SMITH in the course of 
his introduction of MiDDEN stated that KAIH3EN would be one of the 
speakers at an America First Rally In Detroit In the near future and 
that %8. LOHI£ would also participate In this rally. 

IIUDDEN in a short talk criticised and denounced 
what he termed an "International Clique" irtioee plan it was to have this 
country Join in some form of world government after the close of the 
present war* He attacked the communists and stated that STALIN planned 
to take over the world, ms entire talk was an attack upon the commu- 
nis ts^ the Mew Deal, and exponents of world government* 

SMITH next introduced Or. L. L. MARION, pastor 
of a church in Pootiac, Michigan, as a member of the National Associa- 
tion of Christian Temperance. M&RION then took the platform and after 
thanking SMITH for his introduction stated that in his 25 years of ' 
close association with SMITH he had hever heard of or seen SMITH do 
anything other than the right thing. Hs stated that SMITH was America's

He talJEed of religious persecution In Sussia and stated that comnists 
had been knom to have anrdered whole faallies of persons who were f oond 
to have the Bible of Christ in their possession during the Spanish Var« 
Ha next dwelled at length upon a book which he temed "The Bible of the 
Anti-Christ" which he stated was a Tolwe entitled *Ihe Bible In tie 
Huids of Its Creator" written by one HOSES GCBBOBI. He stated that the 
canmunist and atheist Internationalists were working in this ccruntry to 
destroy religion^ since only in that manner could they destroy the demo- 
cracy created by our forefathers. 

3UITH9 who had introduced each of the foregoing . 
speakers, next proceeded with a talk of his onn. He stated that if as 
many as 10,000 priests and preachers in this country would devote only 
one Sunday in presenting to their coogregations the principles of Anorica 
First and would denounce internationalism they could almost entirely 
annihilate the evil forces presently at work in the Dhited States. He 
stated that if all ministers could follow the example of Dr. UlRIGN, 
the future greatness of America would be assured* He spoke of his 
recent western tour wbl^ took Wm to viimeapolls and Denver and stated 
that an attempt had been made at Denver by communists and Jews to keep 
him from speaking* He quoted a flcripps^oward newspaper in Denver as 
authority for the statement that this atten^t had been made bgrooomu- 
nists and Jews. He stated that the America First VSrty was gAlaing in 
strength eveiywhere as evidenced by the recent victory of JKFTBRCES in 
the campaign for Mayor in Detroit, Michigan. He stated that the negroes 
in Detroit had been i£Laled Into voting against Jefferies through the 
efforts of the Coiimunist Party. Ha stated that the R006SVSLTS should 
be taken out of the public life of this countiy : that WENDELL WTLIJm 
should be deported to Moscow and that H&NHI HAliACE should be sent to 
China. He violently denounced what he termed the conunmist leanings 
of the New Deal and its bureaucrats and intamaticnalist conspirators. 
Hs stated that the internationalists who were backed by the interna tional 
bankers and financiers , were planning to have us become a perty to an 
intematlonal world order based on representation in a world legisla- 
tive body where each country would have a vote based upon its population.

SIvHTH opened the JDeeting with a few words outlining the 
program* He then entered directly into his speech. During the course of 
his speech, the Lord^s Prayer was recited and two stanzas of 'America" were 
sung. At the conclusion of the meeting S^BCTH asked all to stand and pledge 
allegiance to the United States flag. He stated that of the three conventional 
methods in saluting the flag he uses the hand over the heart method. He said 
that another method is the znilitary salute, and still another is extending 
one's arm the full lent;th with the palm upward. However, I.^*, SMITH stated 
that he would never use this latter method because his enemies would accuse 
him of saluting in the Fascist manner with the palm turned domnrard. 

S?.!ITH reviewed the New Deal defeats in the November 2nd elections 
and stated that he felt the America First Party was largely responsible for 
these. He passed out mineocraph copies of the November 15, 1943 article of

He opposed the World Government plan as a tool of England and' the ' 
international bankers with whom ROOSEVELT and WIUCIE are affiliated, SUITH 
constantly referred to the latter two laan as "TflEBDI£-DEE vnUOE* and "TWEEDI2- 
DUM ROOSEVELT," ; . ' 

S?>2TH criticized the ROOSEVELT family as being over ambitious 
and attempting to set up a *Roosevelt Dytiaaty* in the U«S« He also criticized 
vaNSTOK cilURCHILL for entering politics in the U.S. and referred specifically 
to his speech at Cambridge, Mass. and alBO the speech made by CHURCHILL in 
England on November 9, IW in wliich SLITTH alleged CHURCIULL told the people 
that if R00SEV2LT Tfas not re-elected, it would be a calami ty» 

SlITH advised all Jews to stop their vicious attacks and to 
comnience to create good will or suffer the consequences. He then introduced 
HARVEY H. SF:o:M3SR, Editor of the "Western Voice" and Baptist Uinister. 

Mr. SPRINGER, a 6« 6" Westerner, who claimed to be a cowboy, 
ranchman, preacher and editor, started out by stating that he was not interested 

in politics, knew nothing about politics and was not going to mention politics 
in his speech, then proceeded to give an hour and half entirely political talk, 

SFRIiiCER belittled the rationing program as being mishandled, 
unnecessary and a punishment of the American people. He stated that oilwells 
out his way were only allowed to produce 20 barrels of oil per day whon they 
could produce a 1000 barrels a day for the next 1000 years. He stated that 
several years ago, Mr. ROOSEVELT had bought the best cattle on his ranch and 
ordered them shot in their tracks, allowed no one to remove any meat and 
decreed that they should just lay until they rotted away. He accused the 
rich and the bureaucrats of having plenty of all rationed goods and stated 
that there was in reality no shortage of aziything in America but th^ the 
Bureaucrats were using the rationing program aa a sword ov8r the heads of the 
people* 

SPRINGER condemned the world government plan and stated that 
one reason for his opposition to it was "because Er^And is for it"» He stated 
that England has never done one thing for the U.S. in the past except cheat 
us out of everytliing but our skins and that anything involving England and 
the U.S. which England favored would be much more to her benefit than the . 
benefit of the United States. He opposed the replacement of the Amoricin flag 
by the flag of the internationalists" which contains a yellow star, the union 
jack and American red and white stripes and stated that as long as he breathes 
no flag -will supplant "Old Glory". 
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SPRINGS^ opposed the changing of the Bible by the Je«9> such 
as he alleged was being done^ to reciove all anti-Semetle passages* He quoted 
a number of Bible passages jshich he alleged had recentlyj due to Jewish 
or assure, been removed froa the several' million new Bibles recently printed - 
for distribution to American service men.

SPRINGER condemned Fas dsn , Coqmiunisin, and all other ^isms" and 
rebuked Hag land and Russia for their policies of World Domination stating 
that today in this country Russia is preparajig for the day of a revolution 
at "rtiich time the U,S, will be converted to Communism, He opposed any lend 
lease aid as long as MACAHTIiUR wants for a single bullet. Ha stated that if ' 
England and Russia considered themselves such great nations with lomense wealth 
and the best forms of govemnent, why then not: let them foot the bill for the 
present war instead of America* 

SMITH again took the stand and belittled the adjninistration for 
about 5 minutes during which time he had envelopes for the subscriptions to 
his magazine "The Cross and the Flag" passed out. SIOTH also passed out 
contribution envelopes and announced that all should contribute to the ^jtmost 
for his patriotic crusade. He announced that in the near future he intended 
to have Rep. CIAHE IIOFF^^ accompany him on a tour. SMITH also stated that 
at the door all could obtain, for a nominal cum, copies of the latest issue of 
the "Cross and the Flag" and copies of the newspaper of HARVEY H. SPRINGER, 
"The YTestern Voice". Copies of both these publications were obtained by the 
writer and are being maintained in the files of the Cleveland office.

"Smith appeared on the stage amid applause and annoimced that 
he just wanted to test the microphone* The meetijig began shortly afterward \\ 
with the singing of the first and last stanzas of •America*. This was fol- II 
lowed by the Lord's Prayer, 

"Smith began his evening's talk with the assertion that Anierica 
had become a decadent nation, that we had lost our fundamental morality. That 
the church was doxuinated by weak-kneed ioodernists who were scared of everything 
but the collection plate. Our laorals, he asserted, were dictated by 60 Jews 
on the PBX Board in Hollywood, who advised young people on how to kiss, how to 
have sexual intercourse out of wedlock, how to embezzle bank funds and get away 
with it* He said the movies could be a wholesome form of entertainment and 
education, but the men in control made this iiiyx>s3ible* 

'*7!e are confronted with a conspiracy to take Christ away from 
us. Vfith the Christmas season coming up, from the Boulevard down to the river, 
we could not find a store carrying Christmas cards with the name of Christ on 
it. *They' had conspired to substitute the X for Christ, a sleigh for the 
manger, reindeer for the humble donkey, and Santa Glaus for the person of Christ, 
Dr. Lfeyer, pastor of one of the largest congregations in America in St* Louis 
and conductor of the Lutheran Hour over the radio had been visiting Smith in 
his home, and Smith had told him that if he would urge the people over the 
radio and if every priest and preacher would join him in this -* to refuse to 
buy these cards, they could soon put Christ back in Christmas. 
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**He spoke again of a conuolttee of Communists and Jews who had 
tried and succeeded in getting the government to exclude certain parts of 
the New Testament from the testaments going to the soldiers. 

"He quoted from a copy of the Vifeshington Post (saying that if 
he hadn't seen it in black and white^ he wouldn't have believed it) to the 
effect that l£rs, Roosevelt had been invited to speak before the Optimist Club 
in Johnson City, Tennessee. They guaranteed her $1,000.00 to speak and spent 
$500.00 to advertise the meeting. But they could not sell the tickets and up 
to the tifOB of the meeting had raised only ^300,00. It was necessary to raise 
51,200.00 ioore to pay for the advertising and ilrs. Roosevelt's fee. They told 
their problem to ^s. Roosevelt, and she said she could not speak unless she 
received the amount guaranteed. So they got the money from a local bank and 
signed a note for thirty days for the money. They were unable to raise enough 
to meet it, and had to get permission to hold a lottery for a car. So the 
postman got a car for fl.OO, and the natives of Johnson City call it ^eanor's 
car. 

**3mith said he was not an admirer of royalty, but could his aud- 
ience iiuagine the Queen of England demanding ^1,000,00 to address the poor 
people of some English mining town, 

'•But this incident, he said, vas typical of the Roosevelt dynasty, 
of New Deal Comiaunism, bureaucratic fascism and materialistic nazism of the 
present administration:. 

"Smith said that by next summer we would be e:g)eriencing star- 1 
vation, that there would be many days when we would know what it was to go to I 
bed hungry. Vfhile the communists of Russia and other aliens were eating but- 
ter, we would have oleo. Our boys were not depriving us of one mouthful of 
food. They were getting no more than was necessary themselves. 

"The shortage was due to the Hew Dealers defying the laws of 
God, the laws of nature, the natural law of supply and demand. If we were 
governed by natural law there would be no shortages. During the years of 
plenty, the New Deal plowed under our surpluses, killed the little pigs and 
limited acreage* 

"He repeated events of his visit with the gavemor of Louisiana 
on the train during his last western trip, reported previously. He then began 
the prelude to the Waltz of the DollarB. 

"He spoke of having net J. Bdwari<fones at the airport in Detroit 
where the latter stopped briefly during a recent trip. He reminded the audience 
of his last speech in the Crystal Ballroom of the Book-Cadillac where he had 
previously mentioned Jones. He repeated the story of the efforts of Harold 
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Ickes to *get' Jones after he (Jones) had resigned as oil co-ordinator for 
the independent oil producers und^r NIU, The naine of Mrs. Roosevelt's per- 
sonal secretary who attempted to 'shake down* Jones to *fix* his indictment 
was Col. Ihiles Lasker. 

"Ickes is still holding the grudge, his latest deviltry being 
to call Jones to Y^s King ton to explain using several 'bullets* without priority 
to bring in a 'well of high oct-figg gas so vitally needed for our air force^ and 
in which lir, Jones Louisiana oil fields abound. 

"He said that Ed had told him he could have ail the copies of 
his book, "And So They Indicted Me" that were left. Tonight, Smith said, all 
donors of five dollars or more would receive a copy of that book. Jones could 
not find a publisher fes-rless enough to publish the book, nor a printer to 
print it; so he had to set up a printing press of his own to run it off. Then 
the New Dealers banned it from the bookstands* 

"On the envelope provided, contributors were to aark down the 
number of tickets they wanted for the next meeting in the iSaccabees Building 
on October 7 when the Hon. John Loughman of Chicago would discuss "International 
Intrigue in the Light of Current Events." 

"Before introducing the speaker of the evening. Dr. Harvey H. 
Springer of Denver, Smith cautioned the audience that the meeting' did not end 
vdth the inessage of the evening. This was for the benefit of strangers as the 
'regulars' knew enough not to start out until the £is6t-iJ3g wEB forisaHy closed^ 

"We were fortunate, said Smith, in having such a dynamic repre- 
sentative of America First principles in the west as Dr. Springer. Mr. Smith 
has t^ken Springer into some of the best hotels and restaurants in the country 
and what he liked about the doctor was that no matter where they were, he was 
not ashamed to bow his head and thank his God before each meal. 

"Dr. Springer had personally underwritten the entire expense 
of the Denver meeting, and Smith wsnt-^d every person in the auditorium to show 
his appreciation by subscribing to Springer's weekly, 'The Western Voice. ♦ 'He 
does not chisel on his subscribers like I do,' Smith said; 'He gets out his 
paper every, week; while mine is published only once a month** 

"Acknowledging Smith's introduction, Springer stated that he 
feared he had been over-advertised, that he was only 5' 17" tall and weighed 
195 pounds. He was Just a Blble-believin' , God-f earin' , gospel-preach in » , 
rootin' •tootin' son of a backwoods bowboy preacher* He was substantially cor-

with enormous hands that swing loosely from long ams. Speaking, he sometimes 
bends at the knees, body tilted slightly backward, ri^t hand cocked in the air 
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pointing upward; in this stance he is the conventional cowboy letting loose 
with a 'yipee-ki-yi-yo»* His face is oval with olive complejdon, smooth 
black hair* When he approached the microphone, he cocked his head to one 
side next to it as if he were going to dance with it cheek to cheek. He 
smiled a half-moon smile, displaying a good set of white teeth. At that 
moment he looked like the best of the photographs which were exhibited at the 
previous meeting advertising his coming. He is an effective poseur. 

t*He told his audience that before he spoke he always asked God 
to bless the sermon to His best ends. He hoped that ids audience would pardon 
this if some of them -were not believers. And so he prayed for the blessing of 
God on the evening* s proceedings. He thanked God for such * Christian states- 
men* as 'Doctor* Smith. His prayer, in effect, was that of the Pharisee. 
Substantially, he thanked God he and * Doctor* Smith were not as other men 
were. Democrats and sinners* 

"Follovdng the prayer, he thanked the unbelieving portion of 
his audience for their indulgence. He too reviewed the meeting in Denver, 
which the communistic City Council, headed by Rosenthal, had tried to stop. 
Hien he gave something of his political background. He said he had never be- 
lieved in mixing politics with religion, that he had never tried to influence 
the vote of his congregation. He had voted against Roosevelt because he had 
brought liquor back, but not until the last two years had he engaged actively 
in politics. 

"Later in his address. Springer stated, *Iou can take anything 
I*ve got, but don*t mess around with my wife or say religion. » But his reasons 
for entering politics were: 1. He couldn't get gas for his car when he had 
eight new tires. 2. After turning in the extra four of his new tires and one 
of the others had blown out, all he got after waiting four weeks was 'one 
little old measly recap that wouldn't last five miles.' 3. His wife couldn't 
get thirty pounds of sugar for canning. He was in Old Mexico when the tire 
rationing program went into effect. He bought four new tires there, not be- 
cause he was a hoarder but because he always made a habit of having a resez*ve 
as he was used to driving fast to get from one place to another in the wide 
open spaces. fVhen gas rationing went into effect, his local board wouldn't let 
him have gas, saying he wouldn't be in business more than four weeks. Then 
his wife applied for thirty pounds of sugar for canning, but they said, »No 
sugar for Harvey Springer.* He assured his audience that the time was coining 
when people would be refused food unless they voted 'right.' 

"He related his experience in trying to build a tabernacle in 
Denver. The communist council (whom Springer resolved to put out of office 
at the next election) refused him a permit. So he built the tabernacle Just 
outside the city limits. Then he asked the city for lighting facilities. All 
that was needed was a forty foot extension from the nearest pole. But that 
was refused. But a member of his congregation donated a special unit of the

"Although he said he seldom agreed with Senator Johnson, Springer 
praised Johnson's unequivocal denunciation of the bill. If anyone had pro- 
posed such a bill thirty years ago, he would have been kicked out of office 
and tarred and feathered.

. have been attained in some degree* - . 
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"Springer's brother was an engineer with the Emerson Electric 
Co, in St. Louis, The doctor told his wife that she xmist go west. So her 
brother sent his familjr out and asked his company for a transfer. They re- 
fused and threatened that if he left, they would ha've him slapped into the 
army the very next day, 'But,' said Springer, •my brother is little like me. 
He did Just as I would have done. He Joined his family.* 

"Springer cited another similar instance of a carpenter in 
Muskegon who had three children and a wife who had been in the hospital three 
years with tuberculosis. His coiqpany had him taken into the army and he did 
not even get the opportunity to say good-bye to his wife. 

^:Vnat is behind all this? Springer asked his audience 
rhetorically if anyone of them thought in 1936 that we were to be involved in 
a war. Although his question did not require an answer, there were several 
volunteers and numerous cries of did,' Another said, »In 1933 Springer 
went on. He asked his listeners to write the Superintendent of Public Docu- 
ments in Washington arid ask for No. 944, Section 4. This he read. It anti- 
cipated a war, proposing an industrial nobilization plan and military con- 
scription. Then Springer burst his bombshell. No one he said could have known 
there was going to be a war - unless he had planned it. The report he cited

V/illkie^ Hopkins y but no one accused him of being anti-Gentile, 

"He quoted from a petition circulated by the Federal Council 
of Churches of Christ in America, using his own manufactured adjectives to 
describe that 'modernist' organization. The petition was sent to clergymen 
to get their aid in combatting anti-Semitism and the teaching that the Jews 
killed Christ. Springer used the term 'Christ-killers' in connection with 
the Jews, Ttet the Jews did not kill Christ, Springer asserted, was not re- 
corded in his Bible, and he quoted from the Book of Acts, 'And Peter said, 
'The Jews killed him.' (It would be interesting to obtain this Bible-

"Springer denounced Stalin and Russia and said it T«as our des- 
tiny to fight Russia. His serinon vvas not evangelistic. He never appealed 
for lost souls and g^ve no invitation at the close. He spoke from the book 
of Isaiah, especially the ISth chapter, which he says is prophetic of America, 
the clean-shaven men being the Indians * beyond the rivers of Ethiopia.* How- 
ever the 18th chapter of the King James version of Isiah does not refer to 
any ♦clean-shaven laen' but I hardly think Springer would dare to manufacture 
his own scriptures. Since he used the whole book, it is possible the quota- 
tion may be found in some other chapter. He said this portion of the book 
described the stripping of America's resources. He said we should get rid of 
the dictators, prliie ministers, presidents, and the Roose-CHe paused, but 
tiiere was not audience reaction), the Roseensteins, and Roosevelts and Rosen- 
bergs • 

"When he denounced Russia and said our destiny was to fight 
her, sonione behind nsy wife said, 'Heil Hitler' but whether they were sarcastic 
communists or grateful nazis could not be determined. However, there were 
five strong-arm looking gentlemen directly behind. After the meeting, American 
Itothers distributed more of 'Viake Up, Americans* leaflets.

^Smith arrived on the platform about 8:10. He announced that 
the speaker of the evening, l^r. Loughman of Chicago, had not arrived nor was 
he likely to. This was the first time in his public career the^t Smith had 
announced a speaker and he had failed to show up. But as he had done a little 
speaking himself in his time (laughter) the rjeeting would go on. This evening's 
meeting has been a test of the faithful. None of th^ra had probably ever heard 
of Loughnan, and Smith had purposely not advertised him just to see how many 
people would be there. Uur fidelity was to be rewarded. Mr. and lire. Doman 
were even now stamping special tickets to the next meeting when Dean Smith 
would address us. Only those with these special tickets would be admitted 
before eight o'clock; then the meeting would be opened to those with plain 
tickets. 

"Smith took over the evening's program himself. As usual, he 
lauded such sterling Americans as Lindbergh, Coughlin, Captain Eariy^outherd, 
iiye. Luce, Hoffman, Springer and l!rs. Lundeen. iibst of these * Jewels' were 
going to be present at a future meeting, a sort of gathering of the clan. 
Smith* s aplomb was somewhat upset by the non-arrival of the announced speaker, 
but unfortunately that did not shorten the program.

"About the peregrinations of the Senate's solemn solons, Soiith 
said that they had gone out New Dealers (Russell, Mead and Chandler) and had 
returned America Firsters. He heralded their revelations of Britain's hoard- 
ing oil at our expense, of Russia's refusal to grant us bases for war on 
Japan costing a million American lives, etc. He also discussed llrs. Roose- 
velt's trip to Australia and said, »If I were wounded, I'd hate to have to 
looic up at a puss like that.* 

"He had been in touch that afternoon by wire with Washington, 
one of his reliable Capitol sources. Ke said he was informed by tl\is 'reli- 
able source' that 'liaine's eagle-eyed Senator Brewster' and other senators 
wanted to release some very vital information to the public which they had 
obtained on their trip. Looking over the following morning's Free Press, I 
was surprised to read that Drew Pearson had also referred to 'Maine's eagle- 
eyed Senator Brewster. ■ Since Smith ^lad previously said that the President's 
designation of Pearson as a 'chronic liar' was substantially correct; and 
Roosevelt is an accepted authority on what constitutes a liar, this seemed 
very odd; that Smith's * reliable source* should be a chronic prevaricator. 

. "In announcing the speaker for October 19, Smith said that 

Dean EiV^mith had for twenty years been Standai*d Oil's representative in the 
Orient. ^ "Tffhile he held no brief for the operations of StaxKiard Oil, Smith 
said he was forced to admit that in order to rise such a long way with so 
large an organization, the oil Smith must have something on the ball. The 
subject of the address would be perfidious Albion's wicked intentions with 
regard to the Four Freedom's in Asia. Britain wanted to keep China in a sub- 
ordinate position, the better to exploit her, etc. 

"!9hen the collection was taken, the premium offered was a re- 
view of Carlson's book, 'Undercover.* Smith asked if his audience had heard 
of it. He said he was not afraid of any of the book's overstatements and in- 
vited all to read it. Uost of his audience had heard of it, however, es- 
pecially 3lrs. Knowles, who gestured angrily in her conversation with l£rs. 
Doman and said, 'They're even reading it in the schools.* Apparently she 
does not share Smith's equanimity with regard to its contents. This may be 
quite naturally so since Carlson doesn't spare her* 
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\ "Smith also had words of praise for Ibnselgneur Fulton J« 

Sjieen.of Catholic University and the Catholic hour of radio faiieT Every 
time Smith speaks, he exposes the clay feet of another idol. First it was 
Keyers^ of the Lutheran Hour, now Uonseigneur Sheen* According to Smith, 
Sheen implied that Russia may not be fighting at all, may have 'gone to bed* 
with the enemy, since she will not allow American observers at the front. 
Sheen also said that he was subject to 57 different varieties of censorship 
in preparing his radio talks. 

"The questions asked of isr. Smiti during the question period 
were of no particular significance, all relating to a common prejudice against 
Je^vs and Hoosevelt. One of them was 'V/hy are there no Jewish names on the 
casualty lists.* Smith said, that he did not think this was true, that many 
Jews had been killed or wounded in action,

anti-British until he had read history. I agreed with her* I told her that 
the reason the British didn't like the Irish was that about two thousand years 
ago, the Romans had disarmed the Britons for about three hundred years, and 
when they were forced to leave (Britain) the Irish saw a fine opportunity and 
Jumped on the unarmed Britons. For that, I said, the i^glish think Cromwell's 
treatment of Ireland was none too harsh. But all this happened about 1700 
years ago, and yet, the English feel ver^ hart that we have not forgotten 1776. 
She agreed. In fact, she argued, you don* t have to go back as far as 1776. It 
HAS only 1919 when Churchill had said that if we hadn't entered the war, it 
would have been over six months sooner. I was properly aghast and said our

"Dean Smith is an elderly, typical business man, iron grey, 
average height, strairht-forward, huskily built (evidently the twenty pounds 
he claims he lost in his recent peregrinations were excess), and ill-disposed 
only toward the British, The meeting opened in the usual manner, singing 
the' fir St and last verses of "Aiaerica", the last to be sung as a prayer bat 
with vigor; and this was followed by the Lord's Prayer as our mothers taught 
us.

British hoarding oil at our expenses He said the Chinese were more Uke us as 
a people than any other nation on earth. That one Chinese could take the 
place of ten American soldiers if given a minimum of medium equipment. That 
the British do not like republics, and China is a republic. That the chief 
grievance the Chinese have against Japan is that Japan has divided the Chinese 
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people. That we ought to hate England because Biglish propaganda has divided 
us, first on the lend-lease issue and now on post-war issues. Kis own brother 
won' t speak tQ him. Old friends have forsaken him, all because of the pro- 
pBgandistic joachinations of perfidious Albion. 

"When he was through speaicing, he answered questions, his

"Of those who took our leaflet, most were of Dr. Gallup' s un- 
decided vote. Only two definite opinions were expressed. A large, rather 
over-dressed matron said, 'I think it's a disgrace to Detroit.' And the ladies 
in the picket parade laughed derisively. A well-dressed business man of about 
UO shouted 'Good work I I'm for yal' And we all felt ve:7 proud that we had 
such a fine-looking nan supporting ua.

i«3 stationed in North Carolina. Smith also averred he was a Christian. I 
gathered from conversation later with the young man that he was of the pro- 
phetical school of fundamentalist which doesn* t greatly care about the way of 
salvation as long as he can converse glibly on the meaning of the number and 
color of the feathers in the dragon* s tail in Revelations. He said that the 
war would end and so would the world. He also stated that his comrades were 
beginning to see the light. 




"Mr. Smithes audiences are always capacity crowds. This was no 
exception.

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crowd, because newspaper accounts will say * capacity crowd* and no one knows 
how many the auditorium holds. 

"As usual, the crowd was more than 60^ women and on the aver- 
age well past middle age. Socially , they belong to that group which would 
like to indulge their modest social tastes fully in time of war but points 
the finger of scom at the socialites who would pamper their more luxurious 
tas.tes to the same limit and at those whose war wages now make it possible to 
indulge those 'homely Joys* which * Ambition mocks.* 

'*At this meeting f although it was Sunday , Smith forgot to begin 
with the Lord^s Prayer as our no therms taught us. He also oioitted the singing 
of 'America* and the salute to the Flag. 

"Smith will write that the Communists are trying to create fear 
of food shortages and in his meetings will preach toward the same end, and Dr. 
Uarion will describe ration books as a *type< of the Mark of the Beast. 
Smith will cry over freedom of the press and later damn the press because it 
is owned or controlled by Jews. He protested the picketing of his Denver 
meeting but picketed Carlson's. He will condemn Drew Pearson but will quote 
verbatim from his column to substantiate his own statements. He will write 
or allow the distribution of literature which proclaims that Ghainc--Kai Chek 
is communistic but his speaker, Dean E. Smith will aver that the generalissimo 
is our greatest friend. He will say we should distrust Russia now because 
after the miUenium (the 1000 years of peace) we most do battle vdth the hordes 
of Gog of iiagOE (Russia); but Dean Smith states that Sussia is fighting our 
battles in the west, i^one of these contradictions is apparent to Smith's fol* 
lowers.

"He then analyzed the previous Tuesday's election results. He 
had never been an admirer of ISayor Jeffries, but it appears that recently the 
Uayor has changed considerably due to the pressure of real Americans.

not that Smith was anti-union, he said; on the contrary he was for the xuiions, 
but he objected to racketeering in the unions and he did not want the city of 
Detroit operated by a puppet with union racketeers pulling the strings.

"He next discussed the New York election of a lieutenant 
governor. He himself knew nothing about the qualifications of the Democratic 
candidate.

a definite repudiation of the New Deal. This^ in New York, Smith continuedy 
was very heartening because everyone knows there are some mighty queer people 
in New York. But even New York going RepubHcan was conceivable, but when 
Kentucky also turned against the New Deal, that was something. Kentucl^, 
the home of *Dear Alben* Barkley, the president's pet who comes up for re- 
election next year. The New Deal had wasted millions of dollars on federal 
projects to re-elect Barkley the last time. 

"At this point Smith paused to thank ua who picketed Carlson's 
meeting, he reviewed Carlson's aliases. Said that he was a sincere Nazi- 
Communist. He said that when Ur. Knowles asked him if he put the patriotism 
of L. l£« Birkhead ahead of that of Ford, Coughlin, Lindbergh, Nye, et al, that 
Carlson replied that he did (which he did not).

M rei'^rring to Private Assab, Smith was reminded that there was a group 
organizing in the west to back a constitutional amendment of the amendment 
establishing an income tax.

Kadden of the American Legion of Pittsburgh, who could recite the Const^ution|^'' 
from beginning to end — ^would speak. / 

"Gerald Smith then introduced the speaker, l£r. Dean E. Smith, 
formerly representative of the Standard Oil Co. in the Far E&st for 20 years. 
He was not to be confused with a college dean, one of those braintrusters 
v.ith a mortar board. His first name was Dean; it was not a title. 

"Dean Smith began his talk with the same quotation he used in 
his previous talk at the Book Cadillac—that alleged to have been written on 
the walls by the Chinese as they came down into Burma to cover the British 
retreat, which they knew would be read by their Japanese pursuers: 

'"The thing we hold against you Japanese above all else (the 
rape of our women, the destruction of our cities, the aurder of our children) 
is that you have divided us against ourselves, and for this alone, we will 
settle oar score with you 'though it takes a thousand years.' 

"Mr. Smith then produced an outline which he said he had 'run 
across* some years before but *had thought nothing of it at the time.* 
Die outline contained twelve points toward the building and maintenance of an 
empire. Some of these points were the dissemination of propaganda to divide 
the people of the country to be conc^uered; the fostering of weak leadership 
in that count ly; the damning of those who held out against or protested against 
the propaganda and the weak leadership; the invasion in military force to 
maintain the weak domestic leadership; the jailing of the opposition leaders; 
the exploitation and final servitude of ttie masses of the conquered country. 
The implications of this outline were that the British were dividing us against 
ourselves by their propaganda, that they were supporting the weak Roosevelt 
leadership, that they planned eventually to invade America to maintain that 
leadership. However, Dean Smith said that this applied to all empires, whether 
Dutch, Belgian, French, Japanese, German or British. He said it was the pat- 
tern of Japanese activity in Asia. 

"This was not the fault of the people who run empires because 
that was their purpose— to maintain their empires; that was the reason the 
present war was being fought. Imperialists, he said, despise republics. In 
their dominions they do not permit the natives to mention republics except in 
the most opprobrious terms. In the mother country, there is no semblance of 
democracy; the people have no voice whatever in national affairs, no vote ex- 
cept on purely local questions. He stated that some people think that the 
2iglishman awoke one morning and found himself with an empire. That may have 
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been true of the average Bnglishman vho has oo voice In his governmeat but 
it was not true of those who *plaaned it that way.* 

"He said the British could not be blamed for being what they 
were. They have many fine points, lir# Smith wished that we would emulate 
them* For one of their virtues is loyalty* They are absolutely loyal to 
the British Qnpire. It is said that Britain has no eternal enemies and no 
eternal frienda, but she has her eternal interests; and histoiy proves the 

"One of the first things the Standard Oil Conpany does with a 
new employee in the Far East is to call him into a private consultation to 
warn him against giving out any infonnation to the British employees of the 
company, because they were sure to convey it to the British authorities if 
it was advantageous to the fiopire. He said that because of their activities 
in this respect, all the British employees of the National City Bank of New 
York had been fired in January, 1941, and the bank had them employed in branches 

salary when they let them g), and thought it well worth it. 

"The British propagandists themselves could not be blaimed for 
their activity in America; that was their duty^ but it was their American 
friends we should be on our guard a^inst* *The lowest rat that slinks along 
the gutters of our streets today is the sneaking^ slimy Anglophile,* said Ii^. 
Smith. This drew such a round of applause that he repeated it ^vice later; 
so I got it verbatim. 

"There are two classes of Anglophiles, said iSr. Smith; those 
who would Bee to get us back into the British Empire and those -who merely 
think the British can do no wrong. (It nay be merely coincidence, but neither 
of the Messrs. Smith have anything to say against the countries with whom we 
are at war nor their agents in America except in very general terms; they 
reserve their choicest darts for those with whom we are allied.) At the pre* 
vious meeting. Dean Smith had confessed admiration for the German candor in 
saying that although they might lose this war, they had confidence in their 
stronger leadership eventually to win them ssstery of the irorld. He also ad~ 
mired the Japanese because they liked a strong opponent and despised a weak 
one.) 

"Dean Smith advised against losing our perspective. We need 
not be *pro* British because we were allied vdth them. We need be *pro' 
nothing and *aoti* nothing, but should always be pro-American. He quoted 
numerous catch phrases and epigrams designed to make us lose our perspective. 

He cited the opposite phrases. He told of an experience he had in Burma when 
their guide's horse was bogged doTKn in the middle of a river. They had to get 
him another and stronQer horse. £ver after that, he has alviays said that 

I 
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•the best place to change horses is in the middle of a stream,' Mr. Dean 
Smith ended with an appeal for the people to select strong leadership to 
preserve their freedom. 

"Gerald L. Sniith then took over. He said, *So now you know 
how. empires are created. By the way, Mr. Smith, may I have a copy of that 
outline. Who write it?' The other Smith actually stammered before saying, 
'I did.» 

"The outline of how empires are created which he had 'run across 
a few years ago but thought nothing of it at the time' was of his own manu- 
facture. One suspects most of Dean Smith's revelations are of similar manu- 
facture. However, Gerald Smith passed over the incident with a quaint bit of 
circumlocution in which he said how much we admired Mr. Smith's 'candor*.

«Dr# Marion took his text from the book of Daniel (a propheti- 
cal book). The part he quoted said in effect: 'And they will sit domn with 
us at our tables and lies and deceit will be on their lips*' 

"He said he wouldn't trust Hhat Joe Stalin' if he swore on a 
stack of Bibles as high 'as this te/iple' • He reminded ills audience of what 
the Bolsheviks lad done to the czar*s family* (A little study of the czarist 
regimes might pronnpt one to ask, *Is that good or bad?*) 

"Dr. Marion had just come back from a tour of American arn^y 
camps* In one camp he said he had supper with the officers, but in touring 
the camp found that 7^ pork chops had been thrown away that night, and there 
were only 23,000 soldiers stationed in the camp, '11,000 white and 12,000 
black'* Or* l^arion does not want to deny our boys food but such things as this 
nust stop. He took up the ii&tter with the camp authorities and they wanted 
him to discuss it with a lieutenant, but he refused, *I don*t want to talk 
with any lieutenants; I want to talk to the man Ia charge.' 
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"He finally talked with a oajor although he vas told if tho 
Interview lasted five minutes, he was lucky* He talked for forty-five 
and before he ms through, • according to Dr* Uarion^ the inajor was in tears, 
^2y infomant does not remember the name of the cajap, but thinks it ves 
Oglethorpe, but it ivas someniiere in the south, 

"Dr. ^rion also had unkind words for the American Gestapo 
(the FBI)* These blackguards, he said, are hounding him oo end. He ex- 
pects that Ktthin the next year or so he will be in a concentration caiop. 
In fact, most of us mill, ivith a little rope around our respective necks.

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"There were approximatelj 1200 people present in an auditor- 
ium seating 3300* It ivas the usual crowd, with a few curiosity seekers who 
had heard the Isst^mnute radio appeal made in an attempt to bolster the 
crowd. Six. v^ere very tough looking gentleinen in work clothes, who walked in 
like Coxey's army, all in a line. 




"The meeting was opened by the singing of the first and lasj- 
verses of * America*. Then Llarion gave the invocation. This was the much- 
heralded array of 'jewels*. It started with a glowing promise of at least 
tv/enty prominent America Firsters on the stage, including Kye, Hoffman, iirs. 
Lundeen. It ended with tickets printed for the appearance of Capt, Earl 
Southard of Chicago, Chas JLVT^^adden of Pittsburgh, Mrs. Beatrice Knowles, 
Gerald L« K* Smith, Dr« Leliand L« Uarion, with Harvey Vspring^r as the piece 
de resistance* Of these, £arl Southard failed to put In an appjearance. 

''Smith followed with a review of current events, bis usual de- 
nunciation of the Chicago Sun, Walter V/inchell, the uptow Daily Worker (P.U.), 
Marshall Field; then he read an article from the downtown Daily^ kVbrker, 
libelling such noble Americans as Gerald L« Smith, Chas A. Lindbergh, 
Senators VJheeler & Nye , Representatives Fish & Hoffman, Chas* Coughlin, et al« 

rose to his feet, strode down the aisle a few 
paces, cupped his mouth with his hands, and moved that we start suit for 
* slander' against the Communist mouthpiece. A suit for slander against a 
newspaper would be interes^^jg^^^^as disappointed no one seconded the motion, 
and Smith said thata|^^HPBi was in fine fettle tonight, no doubt 
overjoyed that ills sfflo^son was home, but we shouldn' t get into a gutter 
fight with a rat. Springer jumped to his feet, bent to the microphone and 
said, *nor a spittin' contest with a ekunk.' 

"Charles Madden was the first of the 'jewels' Imported from 
'the dark unfathomed caves of ocean' and placed resplendant on the America 
First crown. Before reciting the Declaration, however, he condemned world 
government and asked with what sort of governments we were being asked to 
ally ourselves. Ke began ^ith the Chinese. The regime of Chiang Kai Chek 
was as dictatorial and ruthless as that of any other dictator in any part of 
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the world. He was put in power by the Sassoons and other mercenary interests 
which wanted to keep the Chinese people in a subordinate position. When the 
generalissijoo came to power , in the twenties, he purged the opposition as 
only a bloody dictator can. Then Uadden turned his attention to *Bloddy 
Joe* Stalin, who, he said, had killed off all the Christians (leaving only a 
scant 180,000,000 Russians, all atheists), 

"Next Mr. Madden discussed England. There was not a country 
in Europe, he stated, whose governinetnt had not got progressively worse since 
the Aiaerican Revolution, and Britain was no exception. Kow came the Declara- 
tion of Independence, designed to show how perfidious iklbion was in 1776, 
and since she was grown progressively worse, how infamous she must be today. 

"He then gave &£r8« Knowles three minutes to speak. She asked 
permission to run over her time. She said that her audience had probably 
read of her fight with the school board to put the 'Merchant of Venice* back 
on the curricula, and the renoval of a current events leaflet which the 
children studied and whiph was definitely Communistic. It actuary had recom- 
mended the reading of 'Undercover.* 

"lirs. Knowles said she had a definite interest in »that book* 
because she was mentioned in it several times. Her home, she said, is open 
with hospitality to everyone but she just wished that Derounian or whatever 
he calls himself would come back some day. 

"When the offering was taken, the same premiums were offered 
as at the previous meeting. The Cross and The Flag up-to-date with the rare 
first edition autographed for $10.00.

"Smith gave Springer practically the same introduction as he 
did at Springer* s first appearance. He also called attention to the presence 
of two of Springer's old friends. Rev. Love of the Hazel Park tabernacle 
and the Rev. Bob Farr of the Gilead Baptist Church on Fort Street. The cow- 
boy evangelist, the voice from out of the Rockies, who could thrown a steer 
as well as he could throw a bureaucrat, etc., etc., was in fine form, his* 
tronically speaking. Shortly after he began his talk, his sponsor came down 
into the audience and talked with Dooan, Then he went back up to the platform 
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sary,» he said, 'but I don't believe it.' 

"He told about governioent men shooting his father-in-law* 8 
cattle on their Colorado ranch. (This was probably during the hoof-and- 
iDouth disease epidemic, and was so reported by Philip itdler in the Detroit 
News, covering the sajae speech in the Christian Templ^i in Pontiac, but Springer 
never mentions the epidemic) »It»s the same bralnpov;er that's running the 
CPA that killed those cattle,' he stated; 'It's a smart bunch we have down in 
Vi'ashington. Ya know, I'm not very smart; I jest happen to have a little horse 
sense. That ia, I have a stable mind.' 

"He reminisced on 'the good old days'. (All this is an act 
designed to amuse his audience and to create dissatisfaction with rationing. 
These seemingly extemporaneous homely, nostalgic reminis censes are part of a 
repertoire which he later repeated, word for word, gesture for gesture, at 
the protest neeblng for the Christian Temple in Pontiac. 'Remember the good 
old days when you could drive your car sixty miles an hour and skin your 
tires against the curb if you wanted to? Remember when your boy cwae home 
from school find could have all the butter he wanted?* (Business of sticking 
a hungry tongue out of his mouth and slapping an imaginary knif;e with sweeping 
strokes across an imaginary slice of bread). 'Now you can't even get a decent 
hamburger. Yep, it's a smart bunch we have down in Washington.' 

"He quoted from the Baruch report of 1936 on rationing to show 
who was to blame for it all. His prize exhibit was a series of photostats 
made in Buckingham Palance, planning as early as 1901 for a world government. 
He also had a map of the world divided into five spheres of influence which he 
said he had taken to eminent map makers throughout the United States and all 
had agreed it was the work of Ubscow. 

"Springer then dropped into his 'crying voice** He pointed to 
the Stars and Stripes and said he didn' t want to live under any other flag. 
Under that flag he could argue with his neij^nbor about politics without fear 
of arrest, under that flag his brother-in-law stormed the Sicilian beaches, 
and he knew that his brother-in-law wanted to be buried with that flag draped 
about his coffin. 

"After Springer had finished. Smith announced that the meeting 
no doubt would siiow a deficit and contributions would be welcome. At the

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"Mr* Sovith took over from ttere and naturally an offering vvas 
taken in the Cross and the Flag envelopes. Urs« Smith nas on the platform 
with hinu Petitions were passed out* Smith said he had no concern with 
Diebel as he was not interested in local politics* He hiinself was a 'con- 
troversial figure* who had known Dr# Marion for many years; in fact, liarion 
had been best man at his wedding 21 years ago, and he knew Dr» Marion would 
not lie, and that any man who would say 'hell* and *damn' and 'G. as 
Diebel had In the presence of ' this man of God* ought summarily be dismissed 
from his position of power* 5ut he would not 'dabble with Diebel; no one 
wants to dabble with Diebel; perhaps the Devil is dabbling with Diebel.* 
Smith's concern was this local manifestation of a national disease. He said 
it was all part of a fourth term conspiracy. He wanted to introduce someone 
who would tell more of the symptoms of that disease, and what actually was 
behind it* Smith held that the executive bungling was intentional so the 
Communistic powers that are could say, 'Democracy doesn't work; we'll h£ve 
to take over*' 

"He introduced Springer in previously used tems and Springer 
responded with a previously used speech. His text was the same as that used 
in his first Detroit address* The words of Solomon, 'Remove not the ancient 
landmarks thy fathers have set up.'- The text of the speech itself was exactly 
the same as the Cass Tech speech including the Buckingham photostats and 
the map from Moscow* After Springer's speech the assistant pastor of the 
Hazel Park Tabernacle gave the benedictioa* Love is speaking in Denver at 
Springer's church* 

"The temple had been full* Someone told me it seats two thousand, 
but it doesn't seat over six hundred even with the overflow room open.

Informant stated that SISITA had been in touch nith ECSAHD 
JOiJES of Baton Rouge, Louisiana, and th&t in fact JONES had sent a check to 
ShllTH in the ajnount of C^650.00 for the alleged purpose of defering the expenses 
of publishing J0N2S* book "And So They Indicted lie." Inforimnt related that 
apparently JONIS had had a great deal of difficulty in having his book pub- 
lished in Kew York or Louisiana and that SMI Hi had volunteered to have the 
book published in Detroit, llichigan, and that in fact the book nas in the 
course of being published at the present time under 5UITH*S supervision.

This sacMe informant advised the Detroit Field Office that 
SiaTH and HARVEY SPRIKGER were attempting to organize the youth in the City 
of Detroit to combat the new organization which was formerly known as the 
Young Communists League. SMIIH and SPRINGER proposed to organise the youth 
in this area under the name "Youth for Christ'* and in this connection infor- 
n&nt advised that both kR. and KRS. St£ITH had made various calls to loc^^l news- 
papers in the Detroit area pointing out to the newspapers the fact that the 
Young Communists League was organizing again under an assumed name. As a 
result of this quite a great deal of newspaper publicity has been given to the 
change-over by the Young Communists League. 

Through this same informant information was received to the 
effect that DR. LEUM) V-ARION of Pontiac, Michigan, a long-time follower of 
SIQTH, was apparently having some difficulty with the local CPA office in 
Pontiac with regard to the number of gasoline coupons allotted to him by the 
CPA. After the CPA had refused to increase MARION'S gasoline allottment, 
SMITH advised MARION to set up a picket line outside the offices of the OPA 
in Pontiac, said picket line allegedly being formed for the purpose of op- 
posing the CPA's attitude toward the church. J4A.RI0N claimed through the

A loyUr dated April 1, 1937 to SMITH from POnCRS enclosing a 
letter from IBA^WhRELSOH, an attorney at Atlanta. 6a«, whloh FONERS oharactof 
ised "one of tho^ nost important dooumonts we have reoeiTod here in this offioe 
to dato." This letter dated Uaroh ZO, 1937 oalls attention to the Federal 
Statute making it a criminal offense to create a scheme or a de-rice to defraud 
or in any manner uso the mails in furtherance ihereof • It suggests that If 
there is any nay that JIU FARLETT could publish the leader *our moToment would

The payment was 
nade in tao $500 checks made payable to cash which were endorsed by EDKARD 
>P0nERS. (Smith allegedly asked POHERS to Iry and get the money on the 'checks 
without endorsement, ao that the records oould be made to show the money as 
a oontribution to tha COMHITTEB OF ONB MILLIOH.) 

When BELL returned to New York City, SMITH met him at tbe Tftslea 
League Club* After this meeting SMITH had told FCmSRS In private that BELL 
had said the only thing which prevented him from providing subsidy was te 
devise a method by which he could get the money to SHI IS without destroying 
both of -Uiem. After that smTH became very secretive with POSERS and told

In Comraenting on the Ke^r Deal and its economics, SIt!?r?' told the 
story, possibly getting it from L^C^CiL<f that one of the yoiinger economists -

believed that these principles do not fit in mth the new theories of 
economicd.

"SKU-'GKa and Si:iTE were vox^'' pleased uith the "fina thing at Con- 
cordia" and "That a fine exparience it tos to set thesa youn^ men 7f-ho have 
so much faith in CHRIST, SPRH'-'i-'lSl coinr:ented, "It 'w?-s a great treat for 
theffl to meet ^'■ou (SZITK)^ , "They looked at you as though they were 
aecting the next president of the United Stat?js", 

iT.j^UJJCL, a reporter for tha|Eteint Louis Star-Times, had bcin 
in to intervi3TT SIXTH earlier in tlie morning.

SMITH spoke on February 22, ISHU c^t the Leamington Hotel, 
Minneapolis, Minnesota to a closed America First meeting, 
admission by invitation only. The meeting was attended by 
approximately 900 persons and sponsored by Mrs. ERNEST 
yfLUND^N^ widow of the late Senator ERNEST LDNDEEa) 'of Minnesota* 
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SMITH*! cpaeoh followed very closely the same theme^ speeches ■ 
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previously reported ty this office. SMITH >$*in harangued the H«v Deal* 
. bureaucracy, Coiinuiilsn and Internationalism* ^; . . ^ .^-^ ..^

the meeting, was sobeduled oa the inTitations sent to various mombdrs of 
the Apierica First party which letters were noted by the postinftrk -to hare - 7 
originated from Post Office Box Detroit^ Michigan. It was not^ that 

at approximately 71I4D P«1I«« the main, ballroom of the Leanington Hotel was 
filled to capacity. At approximately 71/45 P.M. after the phonograph re- 
cording of one religious song, Mrs, ERNEST LUITDKES, formerly wife of Senator 
LDKDEEH from llinnesota, rose on the platforai and Introduced subject to the 
audlenoe* 

SMITH advised the enthusiastic audience that he had hoped that the imerlca 
Firsters would some day see the return of ROOSEVELT from public life inas- 
much as everyone was sick and tired of the whole "caboodle" and when that . - 
becomes a reality he had hoped to see WILLKIE sent to Moscow and WKXUICE 
to China. SMITH then told the America Firsters that the real issues to the 
voters of the United States and to all real Americans were three? (1) plot 
to call off the elections; (2) plot to sted. the soldiers' vote and (3) 
preservation of our national sovereignty* 



At this point ReverenO^HERSTROM was introduced by SMITH and led the crowd 
in a short prayer. SMITH again arose to the platform and advised that his 
speech would consist of two parts. The first part could be considered as 
good news and the second part could be called emergency hour issues. SK^ITH 
stated that he doesn't want to have anything to do which smells, looks or 
talks like WENDELL WIIZKIE who is in the same crowd which runs the United 
States government and he set out capitalists, Hollywood and the whiskey 
trusb. With regard to WILLKIE »s possible chances of ever attaining a place 
in public life, he stated that WILLKIE is a "cooked goose". 

In regard to the political issues set forth in the newspapers of Hinneapolis, 
SI/ITH stated that all the newspapers in Minneapolis are rxm by Wall Street and 
that J0HI7 COWLES, who Is the head of the Minneapolis Tines Tribune, was a 
brother-in-law of THOMAS LA MOJTTB, who is the chief of Collier's Blagazina« - - 
He t.hen challenged the news^per to print what jsas being^ said at tli^^s ; ^ - 
meeting*-. - ' ' _'" ri-. ■ r'./iC ^ . - '■ 

In regard to crusade backing^ he stated to the audience that it was supported 
by contributions like those in the very audienee before irtiioh lie was speaking 
Inasmuch as the America First movement was a people's campaign* SMITH then 
read from an article written by RAY TUCKER of Washington, D. dated 
November I5, 19i^5» regarding himself, which stated that SMTH had been 
completely against ROOSEVELT and his New Deal and that SriTH was responsible 
for the Anti-Kew Lieal landslide in the last election* SilTE then stated that 
v.ith this assertion made by TUCKER in his article that America was to come 
back into the hands of Americans in the future* _

He then stated that an article vas being written about him which noald be 
published in Collier's weekly magazine during the week of February 20.« l9[^3, 
which article upon distribution to the millions of subscribers would amount' 
to many tons of the precious paper which is so hard to obtain in these war . 
days. He stated that If the newspaper was willing to use that much paper, ■ 
he, SMITH* must be worth something* \.. 

81CITH then harangued WALTER "LIPSHITZ" WINCHELL, whom he compared with VENPELL 
WILLKIE as being in the same category. Upon listening to the radio on 
February 21, I9W4., he happened to hear the Governor of Vermont by the name of 
WILLIAK WILLS who was pro-^TILLKIE and who had mentioned that the first thing 
the United States people should do was to rid theniselves of the 'black locusts* 
and that WILLS had mentioned Colonel ROBERT McCORMICK, publisher of the 
Chicago Tribune, ALFRED LANDON, SIvUTH ana two others, SMITH stated that he 
felt good to be named one of the five of the best opponents of HfENDELL WILLKIE* 

SKITH then devoted a threat part of his talk tc attacking the American aid to 
Russia, saying that "if we could take l/2 of what we have given to Russia and 
sent it to MacARTEUR, the Japs would be wiped off of the map by now and our 
boys would soon be home from the South Pacific war area." He then stated that 
"twiddle dee" V^ILLKIE and "twiddle dee dum" ROOSEVIXT had been responsible 
for this matter* 

A bitter statement was then made against Senator JOSEPH H* BALL of Minnesota, 
whcm he called an internationalist and a member of the newspaper trust* 
then trounced upon the "boondoggling" spending which he stated had been exposed 
by United States Senator HUGH A. BUTLER of Nebraska; that we had obligated 
ourselves in the amount of six billion dollars on foolish spending in South 
America, which money he stated would hare been of more good were it to have 
been spent on the battle fronts* 

With regard to the bad news emergency issues, SMITH stated that one of them 
was the present Austin-Wads worth bill relating to the drafting of men and 
women which was Senate Reaolutlon f666*; He urged all those present' to write 
letters to their Senators and Representatives in Congress urging the downfall 
of this proposal* -: . - ,V- 

From a Boston newspaper article, SMITH stated he had seen information to the 
effect that there y»&s a movement on foot of Democrats and Republicans in 
Washington who were working for no election in 19^4+ • This he stated, if it 

could come about, was contrary to the constitution of the United States 
and insisted that if there -would be any move in that direction through 
adoption of an amendment to the constitution concerning this taking form in 
Congress, the Ajr.erica Firsters would rise up and defeat it. If such a thing 
coulti ever come to pass, it would automatically freeze everyone in office 
ana please the old-time Rew Dealers to no end. He then advised that there 
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wasn't enough tine before Hovember, 1914^ to bring about a eonstitutional 
amenoment Thleh would have to be ratified, by the states before beoomlng « 

law. ■ .■ • "■ ■<' _ , . ■ . - . ^ 

In Washington, today, S}'ITE mentioned that there was a oonspiraoy onfoot 
by the New Dealers to steal the soldiers' vote who were fighting on the 
war fronts of the world and thtt ROOSEVELT was attempting to send them blank 
ballots. It also has been known to him that the Office of War Information 
had refused to put BRICKER's name on the ballot. The idea of calling off 
the election is no more phenomenal than the idea of a ROOSEVELT fourth term* 
ROOSEVELT has been given publicity wVien Testaments are sent to our soldiers 
inasmuch as unoemeeth the oover of each Bible is a letter from ROOSEVELT 
which they must read before they get the chance of reading what Jesus and 
the prophets said. This form of thievery is a conspiracy to steal the forth- 
caming election* 

The subject spoke ' of "che mustering out p^^y program which has been backed 
by the American Legion, Veterans of Foreign Tt'ars, himself, out had not been 
backed by the aomlni strati on. Si'ITH then quoted an incident which has recently 
been printed in the Congressional Record^j^garding an armless soldier who 
had to have his paycheck placed in hi^^'-^ckets by another soldier which pay- 
check was then used in transporting him to his home, and when this soldier 
arrived home he had no money to further his subsistence* 

SMITH then eulogized J. EDWARD JONES, who was' author of the book entitled 
"And So They Indicted Me" which persm had been previously persecuted by 
the bureaucrats and had even been approached by the secretary of ELEANOR 
ROOSEVELT with the proposition that everything would be dropped by the charges 
of the CPA officials If he paid to the secretary the sum of %lfi,0OO» 

Sl^ITH advised that the Ajnerica First Party had applied for the Ifinnea polls 
Kunicipal Auditorium for a late date in April of this year where would be 
held a Tri-State Rally with possibly CHARLES ^^LJIlDBERGH as a speaker. 

SMITH then introduced Reverend CARL 0^;^TAI>SI£7 of HHmieapolia, 'who was 
noted to have arrived at the loeeting late because of aprevioualy scheduled 
engagement. SMITH then defended STADSLEY for being put off the Radio Station 
WDCT because of a l>£r« WHITE'S statement that he had to satisfy his chief 
&dvertisers who SIHTH thought there should be added to this word also Bureau- 
crats. SJITH then named the stores which -Ur. WHITE was said to have mentioned 
and it was suggested by SMITH that these store managements be contacted by 
the America First group to see whether such a request had been made of I'r. 
VfnlTE, who is inane ger of Radio Station ?,D5Y in J.'innea polls, Minnesota. 

SMTH suggested a committee be appointed to go to ii'<a6hington and call on 

the Federal Communications Commission and also call on the Interstate Comntrce 

Commission where BURTON K. lihtELER was Chairman, and he felt that with ViHEi.LER 
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as ohalman of the latter group, some good would be done for Reverend 
STADSLBV* SMITH then requested everyone to telephone* \ - l- \- . 

SMITH nentloned that he has had much trouble In Minneapolis and elsewhere 
finding a hall in which the naked and unvarnished truth oould be given to ' 
the people* Ue then stated that he ha^l sent telegrams -to ROBERT E. HAKN6GAN* ' 
National Democratic chairman, who was speaking the same night at the Radisson 
fiotel in Vinneapolis, Minnesota, as well as a telegram sent to U* S« Senator 
JOSEPH B. BAXX* idio was speaking at the Hotel Hloollet In the same town, as 
well as to Governor THYE announcing his intention to call a Tri -State Rally • 
of the America Firsters in April at Minneapolis and stating 'Do you favor my 
being allowed free speech and the use of public halls even though I might 
express opinions in disagreement with yours?" SKITH then stated that he 
would await replies to these telegrams* " ^ ; / 

He then ended his speech with the familiar armed raised outcry to his 
audience "THIS IS A CHUSADE, VICTORY IS IN THE AIR". 

Si!JTH then introduced his wife who he mentioned as that good looking lady 
in tne back with tne pink hat on her head, but she wasn't "pink"# 

SMXH then turned the plfetform over to Mrs. JOSEPE^^CHASD of Gnicago who 
had been with her Anerican engineer husband for four years in the heart of 
Russia. Urs. RICHARD, it was noted, was dressed in what she said was the 
native garb of a Russian peasant. She stated that inasmuch as the -garbs 
were so similar amorg the peasants was because that was the only type of - 
materials that could be bought in Russia and so one had to wear what they 
could obtain* Mrs. RICHARD then made mention of the difficult life in 
Russia unless you were a member of the Communist Party* She advised that 
there was no religious tolerance in Russia; that during peacetime the Russian 
peasant was a sad sight, but now during wartime the Soviets were supposed to 
be promising the peasants a greater voice in the government by the establish- 
ment of some peasant Democratio states which would revert back to the old 
system at the end of the present conflict « .. . 

The views of Mrs, RICHARD were tainted with Antl -Communist thoughts which 
she allowed to leave vent to various points of her talk* At the end of' the 
speech by lUrs. RICHARD, which was approximately l/2 hour long, Kr* SKITH 
then arose on the platform and requested contributions to the America First 
Party, which oontributions were taken up by the ushers in baskets which seemed 
to be well f -filed* 

From observation of the Reporting A{.:ent, it v/as noted that the meeting was 
orderly, and it was attended by e majority of persons in the older a^e bracket 
most of whom were women* 

Clippings taken from the Icinneapolis Morning Tribune and the Kinneapoiis Times 
of February 25, 1^^ mention the protests of the Hennepin County CIO Council 
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against the use of the Leamington Hotel by SMITE for his imerlM First . 
meeting. The name of ARTHUR T, GUSTAPSON, President of the CjO Cotmol), 
who was said to have signed a letter of protest was mentioned. in one .. 
article, A clipping talcen from the 6t. Paul Pioneer Press of , Felaruary 23, ' 
l^UU mentioned SiaTfi as thiiildng that WENDELL TWLLKIE ii a "dead duck* and 
vusu't too sure that FPANKLX1} D. BOOSfir/E(,'T would oonsent to run for a fourth

The "Star Times" said "the only think SMITH refused to criticize or 
laud during the lengthy interview was the war effort because 'I am not a jnilitary 
expert and that would not be patriotic and olght give eoisfort to the enesy* 
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During the intenriep with mmamaa, SMITH criticised BOOSBVKLT and 
VIIXKIE along the same lines as he has always dons. x 

While the " Star TIassX and xGlPkft J)eiioez»t" reMrters were intezw 
▼^jwing SMITH, lIcCOLLOWB of tJtie)rPo8t l)lspatch« oaM Iny^cCUUDOUGH appear^ 
•oN^ry friendly with aOTH anCtook the liberty of int«Tupting the other 
nevr8>ap^ aen in their Intenrieiia. UcCXfWXOi told SMITH that a report«r« 
JUIIUT^TUAN, at the "Post Dispatch,* who is a Oowunist, thought it out- 
rageous that SMITH would be permitted to speak. 

Some of the eide remarks that HcCOILODGH oade indicates that he. 
too, is anti-Semitie* 

SMITK was asked what he thou^t about the causes of the war, and he 
answered that the cause was the attack by the Japanese upon Pearl Harbor, but 
that if RCX)SS\nSLT had not spent so aueh i&oney bocndoggling instead of spen^ 
ing it oo armaaentsi we would have bad a big armr and navy to protect ourselves 
instead of a political aachine* SMITH was aleo asked what should be done with 
Hrn£R, and he advised that he could not say* He believed that this Matter was 
in the hands of the Commander and Chief and his flilitary aids, and that he would 
leave It up to those persons. He claimed to have confidence enough in the 
chiefs of our amy and navy, and as a side ll^t coamented that he wished that 
the Commander and Chief were som^eone other than ROOSEVELT, as he naturally did 
not have any confidence in him* The question was asked, "Would you ask for a 
trial?" SMITH put off this question by saying that he would trust the fldlitary 
aen in whatever action they took* EVERETT of the "Star Tljnes" who was conduct-

LOUGH also indicates that^ Is anti-iniXKIB« SMITH attacks ROOSEVELT and 
the New Deal for having taken the people's rights away througji the rationing 
syatam and thus depriving them of their "day In court."

on the telephone in another rooa of SMITH'S suite, and then SMITH told hla to 
include in his "smear story" the fact that his son is in the amiy and station- 
ed in India, Although his son has had six years of siUtary training, he la 
not an officer bat his clasanates are* He feels that because his father is 
the "terrible CgRAID L« smTH"^ he is just a soldier and is leading a mle

SMITH fe els t hat he has maxKt friends, as he is a friend of everyone 
who is against ROOSEVKLT* 

The "S tar T imes* reporter left at about 2:00 HI* 

SUITH then engaged in a long-di stance^ elephone conversatioQ with 
his office (possibly his secretary, B£BNAAO kf^VCHUiM)* Apparently MRS. UJN- 
V(W was leaving Detroit for Chlcaeo^^^suITH said that she could make 
arrangements for her trip through HHIiHHr^^ Statler Hotel in Detroit* 
MRS. LUNDEEN apparently was to bring SMITH'S personal attention mail with her

In a conversation between LOHBSCK and SMITH, SMITH states that he 
feels as though the "Star Times" reporter has been softened, and that the man

then that he and his followers are a powerful force with which they should ooo-

At 1:05 ni there was an incoming telephone call from a man named JOHN 
o f the "Times" magaiine who conversed with SMITH for about tmenty minutes. 
MRS. SMITH, who first answered the telephone, said he had a couple of questions 
to ask SMITH.

SMITH aleo enters 
into an anti-^son tyrade, and tells of their sinister influence against him 
in Michigan* 

SUITH said that in 1935 i when he was in Saint Louis, representatives 
of the Friends of Hew Genaaoy caiae to him and told him that their organis&ation 
had found that L0NO*S assassination had been planned in Vienna by the Jews* 
SMITH figured at that time that they were fanatics, and then when be went back 
to Louisiana, he did find out that HUE!f LONG* 3 assassinators had some Vienna 
contacts, and he now believes that those men of the Friends of Hew Gemany were

At 2:0^ n some man came to the door and said that th^ were radio 
men.

PCMIW*«OSO: 
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Assemblage in the sinking of the National Anthem and in the recitation of 
the Lord's Prayer. SlITH took the rostrum first and began his remarks with an 
attack on POOSEmT, stating that it nas his, SiCLTH's, greatest desire to 
see a president in the 7<*hite House that would place "America First" in his 
thoughts, aims, and efforts in the same manner that CHURCKILL puts England 
first. He stated that it was high time that the old "Roosevelt Dynasty" 
be retired from public life as they have reached the point where they thought 
that anyone who criticized the ROOSEVELTS, FRANKFURTERS, and ROSENBERGS were 
of a subversive group. He further stated that the United States is not ready 
for the Gestapo yet. 

S!.r[TH continued his attack by saying that CAESAR, VAPOIEON and. 
others of their ilk had been pikers compared to the present administration 
and if we do not clean house soon, that future investigations •will make 
the teapot done scandal a cold teapot". SliTTTI! continually referred to various 
articles in his publication, "The Cross and the Flag" and reari an article from 
the Januarj' issue ridiculing Mrs. FRANKLIN D. ROOSEVELT. 

He stated that the A^nerica First had reached a position whers it 
was not necessary to convert ary more people as they had sufficient 
followers and now it was necessary to crystalize, organize, mobilize those 
followers they have. At this point he read the Seven- point program of Party 
Aims as set out in the January issue of the Cross and the Flag. SK1TH 
stated that every individual in the United States should fight all European 
Influence in our domestic affairs and that they should only obey the laws as 
made by the Congress of the United States. 

S?.T;TH attacked the Administration by stating that the Bureaucrats 
were attempting to tear down the Immigration and Naturalization Laws. Ke 
stated that he had heard a talk by Rabbi WISE advocating the entrance of 
17 million Jewish refugees into the United States. S1?ITH bitterly condemned 
this 9 asserting that these Jews would -absorb all the employment in the United 
States and that the returning veterans from the battle front would go Job- 
less. 

SI3TH next denounced the labor Draft Bill ;fte-666 as a useless j 
needless bill since this country was over-producing rather than facing a 
shortage. He stated that the intent of this bill is to subject all United 
States citizens to the present administration. He stated that the labor 
Draft Bill will separate husbands from wives and mothers from children, and 
that it was merely a political scheme so that the administration could control 
the balloting of each state. He stated th'it this would be done by transferring 
groups into and out of states so that the adnini strati on would control the 
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majority. . . • ' 

SJ-TTTH raised the question, ""Why do ire have to be drafted? Does 
not the Adjninist ration trust us? The Government never requests volunteers 
tut always forces us by drafts." He stated that Canada had no conscription 
and if the Administration trusted the United States Citizens we 'wojld not 
need to be conscripted in this country* 

SOTH attacked ROOSEV^XT's plan of sending a blank ballot to the 
soldiers, saying that it was a deliberate atteiapt to get the entire vote 
of the service men by not allowing them to know who the presidential 
candidates were. He accused ROOSEVELT of bsing th? greatest demagog in 
history who was not satisfied with three terms but desired to destroy our 
democracy by gaining a fourth term, 

ST3TK attacked the Pan-Ajnerican policy, stating that the adininistratio 
tras squandering six million dollars in South America in building up good- 
will. Ke further stated th?t in reality this was a program in which Rockefeller 
who Injects the aOod-I\eighbor Policy, is building up a Rockefeller business 
in South America at the expense of the government* 

SICETH stated that we were sending England money at the rate of 
tTTO million dollars an hovr and they desire to keep "Santa Glaus"; that is 
they consider the defeat of ROOSEVELT in the next election a calamity, 

S?1TH stated that he did not oppose the spending of money for 
military affairs but that all other spending outside of the United States 
should cease and the money be used toward the rehabilitation of the returning 
soldiers, 

SIHTH introduced the plan that all soldiers be given one thousand 
dollars mustering-out pay. He passed out petitions to be completed by his 
followers urging Congress to grant the returning soldiers this amoantT"'^T7^. 
Stn^E requested contributions from his followers to aid in the circuHEfcing „ . 
of these petitions, S?1TH related the following escperience he allegedly 
had with a returning soldiert'- 

SliHTH stated that he had picked up a young soldier who was hitch* 

hikinf^ on the road and that this soldier had told him that he had cold all 
cf his clothes and belongings when inducted into the Amy and that v/hen he 
was released flrom the army he had no clothes and was penniless and therefore 
had to borrow one hundred dollars fran a bank w5th interest to finance himself. 
The soldier further stated t hat he had been requested by the Red Cross t9 send 
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his uniJ'nrm back as soon as possible on his return to his home, SIITTH stated 
that he cited this to show how our returning soldiers were in want while 
we were sending money to South JUnerica* 

SIITH next spoke on the book entitled, "And so They Indicted Me" 
by J, ED^VARD and urged that all read this book. He defied the President 

or anyone else to contradict the contents of this book* 

he continually referred to as "Waltenpiipschitz". He also alftacked Secretaiy 
F^ANK K1:GX and Secretary HEiniT ST r SOW, referring to them as "Political 
Prostitutes* because of their joining the present administration, SI-CTTH 
advised the asseiablage that between now and November we are fighting to 
preserve our Democracy against the dictatorship we will have if ROOSEVSLT 
goes in for a fourth term. 

SMITK further claimed that the America First Party holds the 
balance of power 5ii Indiana. OhiOj and *'ichiganj and no man can win the 
presidency without the votes of these states, S?^!ITH stated that America 
First would fom a new insurgent party before it would again aceopt a - 
•'Ylilkie-Roosevelt Double-cross", 

S?iITH then introduced Krs, J053PH RICHARD, whose discourse was 
entitled "Russia as I Saw It", 

Vrs, RICHARD advised that she had spent four years in Russia in 
the con^jany of her husband, who was hired by the Russian government as a 
consulting engineer, Mrs, PJCHARD painted a picture of great suffering and 
want among the peoples of Russia, She stated that the Russian people hate 
51 ALB! and all he stands for, but fear keeps them in control. 

She advised that the Russian OovemTnent has complete control of 
each citizen and keeps in close contact with their every move. She stated 
that each person must have a passport to travel from city to city and that 
in each block an individual is designated to keep account of the actions 
of the persons residing in that block* 

Urs, RICHARD related Incidents to show that whole villages would 
be exiled to Siberia if they opposed the government's wishes. She stressed 
the co!nplete control the Russian Government has over its people and the 
suffering forced upon the people by the government, 

Mrs, PJCHARD then attempted to draw a comparison between the United 
'jtates and Rus?ia at the present time* She noted that it was the aim of this 
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administration was to control our citizens in the same manner as Rassia» 
She attempted to substantiate tills comparison by citing the Bill #1161, 
pertaining to Socialieed Uedicine, and the nuDerous «ar*time restrictions. 
Hrs. RICHARD warned her listeners that Communism was a monster that was on 
our doorstep ready to devour ua« She stated that Russia was not fighting 
for the allies but for "Mother Russia" and as an all^ Russia should not be 
trusted* 

Ifrs, RICHARD related a stor/ concerning a soldier who had advised 
her that tons of government food were wasted daily and throim away and that 
to see this sickened some of the soldiers to such a degree that they could 
not eat« 

Mrs. RICHARD read an article from a newspaper which he attributed 
to FPANTC KNOX, Secretary of the Navy, in which he stated that "The principles 
of the Russian Government were repugnant to him". The speaker stated that 
this was written before KITOX had changed and become a Conmunist himself. 

GERALP L. K. S?G:TH returned to the rostrum and spoke briefly con- 
cerning the attack on Mrs, STAI^LSY, President of the United Mothers, Cleveland, 
Ohio by Rabbi BRICKNEH, SiJTTH urged the audience to contribute to this 
organization upon leaving the hall so that this group might continue 
its outstanding work. The meeting was closed with the Pledge of Allegiance 
read by SIHTH. During the meeting the usual collection was taken up, and 
various pieces of America First literature was distributed and sold at the 
meeting.

Gerald I^rn^n Kenneth Ehtithf better knovn aa Gerald L* Saltb, vaa bom during 
Febru&rjf 1898» at Pardeevllle^ Wisconsin, Se attended 9utler Sealnary at Indianapolis j 
Indiana^ and later vae graduated trtm, Talparalao UnlTertlty^ (Indiana) abera ke poreaed 
a oourse in theology* Smith's antecedent* and mtIj life vera In no waj nnuaual and 
are of ao partleolar Intereat* 

After leaving college^ S^tb took up actlTe duty as a nlnlater and successlrely 
held pastorates at FootTllle^ Tlsconsiny at the Serenth Street Christian Church cf 
Zndiaaapells and at the Ung*s Highway Cfaureb of Shrereport, Louisiana. 

Firior te assunlng his alnlsterlal duties at ShreTeport^ Snith's activities were 
rather consemtlre and of a tjpe ebaracterletlcally befitting one In the nlnlsterlal 
profession, Howerer^ while In Louisiana « he becaae Interested In the late Huey Long's 
"Share the Vealth" noTenent and eTentually extended Uiis Interest to the point of 
aetlTely and opwily participating in polities as an adherent of Long, Attendant 
publicity evoked the displeasure of the Elders of his church, eTentually resnltlng in 
Smith's disaissal during 1934* following Long's death, Skith attenpted te identify 
falaeelf with the reon&nts of the Long nachlne but being unsuccessful in this left 
L<AlslaAa in 1937 and ease te lev Tork where he atteapted to organise an assooiatlon 
called 'The Conlttee of One Million." This effort was unfruitful* Curing the follow- 
ing year ha 90Ted to Detroit where be has since been located. • 

At Detroit, Ssdth reorganised "The Coanlttee of Ohe Million* as an organisation 
'founded for the purpose of coabattlng the Baoaoa of Conunisa** During 1939» Saith 
shifted bla policy, advocating the isolationist viewpoint , and since the lavolvenent 
of the Onlted States In war he has busied hinself principally in directing orltleiaB 
te ths GoTerDM8it*s var effort and lAat ho 1« pleased te characterise as the govezn- 
■entfs efforts te enslare the ITolted Stetes a0 aft eihtlty Iq^^ Interna tlonal Stete 
^inaw .or Or-t BrtUi.. ^ \ ^^^^^ 

Sore detailed eoaaente are set forth mibsequantl;^ ks to &lthf ^^Het^ co&ee- 
tion with Buey Long and his aetlTltlas as the organiser of "Ths CoQ^t^j^ if i044 
MlUlon", but It is of slgnlfloanoa te observe that It Is reported that the turning 

point of Saith's life dates fron his association with Buey Long. Prior to tbat tine he 
vas described as the usual type of minister ooncerned with problens Incidental to hie 
calling* However,' it is reported that his participating in the "Share the Wealth" 
■oveaent fired his aabitlon to the extent of self visualization of hiaselT as a doal- 
nant political figure. Being unsuccessful in associating hisself vith Lang*& successors

While serrlng as pastor at the Clng*s Highway Cborch, Shreyeport, Louisiana p 
SUth becaae interested in Busy Long's "Share the Wealth* plan. Be erentually Bet 
Long and shortly thereafter there deTeloped, according to Smith's description | 'a close 
and fast friendship* between the two. It is definitely known that shortly thereafter , 
eikd lasting for a period of several years, Galth assuaed the position of one of Long's 
chief lieutenants, il though telth Is prone to describe this relationship as a personal 
one, seweral persons who were close to Long at the tlBc, state that Long had little 
personal regard for Sklth and apparently sTalu&ted hlB as being untrustworthy and dis- 
honest. These persons state that Long was eerely utilising 6Blth*s serrlces, and In 
this connection It Is known that Long, as well as others associated with hla, regarded 
&alth as a wery dynanlc and powerful public speaker* It appears that Salth was widely 
used by the Long organisation in the role of a public speaker for the "Share the 
Wealth* BonrcBent* It is said that GBlth, at one tlae, received as such as $650 per 
week frca the Long organisation as relnbursement for expenses and as salary* 

Inforaatlon has been recelTed that while associated with the Long BOTeaent, 
Saith joined WUliaa Dudley Pelley's Sllrer Shirt organisation. Wothlng In the way of 
docoaentaiy eTldence Is sTallable to proTe this Beabershlp, but In recent years | Smith 
has, OD. several occasions, edaltted aeabershlp In the Pelley aoTeaent. He states, how- 
OTer, that be Joined Pelley* s organisation aerelj for the purpose of securing Inforaa- 
ilon 1a connection with his work la behalf of Busy Long. 

Although during Buey Loiig*s llfetlae Sblth was an outstanding peraonage in the 
Long Bachlne, he rapidly lost his standing after the death of Long. aj^^earr that 
his serrices were continued for a thort period of tlae by Long's successors, but that 
he eTsntually was displaced duo, allegedly , to hie untovard efforts to attain personal 
power* By 1937 g any influence which he previcusly bed was reportedly dissipated and 
it B&s during that year that he left Louisiana for Wow Toxic* 

Ota arrlTing at We* Tork, fitaith atteapted to organise a group knowa as "The Con- 
alt tee of One Wlllloa." According to the self -announced purposes of this organization 
its priaary concern was that of eoBbatlng the forces of CoaaaniSB. However, SBlth*s 
efforts in Hew Tork aet with little success, and reportedly he was disheartened to the 
extent of ceasing his activities and raoovlng to Detroit, Michigan, early in 1933«

Coaaittae of One Hillion* to that of prone ting the cause of isolationisa. In rarious 
piacas of literature distributed during 1939 » 1940 and 19411 be was reportedly 
especially critical of the GoTemaent*s policy of r«idering assistance to the Allied

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Id r«cent aonth* Galth has be«a touring th* poantr7 aaldng public addresseB on 
behalf .•f thi0 party vhieh hs ealla tb« "Aaarica First Partj*" In eoiin#ctioo with hiB 
poblle ftppearancM Saith alwaya r«port«dlj professas loTalty in '«ofinaetioa with tb* 
W9T effort hut frequMitly cwxd^mB tb« Kathods being eapl^ed tij the goTenwent in 
proseeuting th* wv and aeserte that the goTemneot 1» not repreeentiag *true Aaerleaa 
intereata" in that it is allegedlj seeking to set mp Mae sort of world state donloAted 
)qr Great Britain. Giith also eontinnas to publish his aagaaine "The Cross end the 
Tlag* lAdoh is reported to be dsToted priaarily to proaoting the 'iveriea First Party." 



In eooneetlon with his various appearances as a public spMker Saith has ob- 
tained the reputation of being quite an effeotlTe and forceful speaker. Although be 
is said to be soaewhat boabastio and at tiaes glTen too freely to oTereaf^siSj It i3 
said that he Is an unusnally good speaker and that he is effectiTe in influ«icing 
audiences. Soae persons have described hia as aaong the foreaost public speakers of 
the diy. ■ ' 

It is of interest to note that Saith* s publication 'Ybe Cross and the Flag* was 
naaedy along with a nuaber of other pablieations, in indlctaents returned in the 
District of Coluabia on July 21, 1942, and January A, 19 AJ, charging twenty ^ight and 
thirty-four defendants respect iraly vith having eng&ged in a eonsplracy to violate the 
Sedition Statutes. These indlctaents have pertinence to the ease popularly referred 
to as United States vs. Gerald B. Winrod, et al. Although Saith* « publication was 
aentioned in the indictaent, as being one of a nuaber of publications throughout the 
country which fasvw contributed to underaining the loyalty and aorale of the Armed 
Forces, aeither Ebith nor the publication was naaed as a defendant. 



^th's Activities in copnectioo with thefeterans Petition Cowri-ttee* . 

According to a confidential source of inforaation Saithf at a meeting of his 
"Aaerica First Party" held at Detroit on the evening of January IB. 1944., announced 
that he and the "Aaerica First Party", using the naae of "Veterans Petition Cooaittee" 
planned to eironlate petitions calling for sabstontial payaents to personnel austered 
out of the araed forces. 

Beportadly Saith, while speaking at the aeetlag^ elaiaed that ^s^^ead-hls^rgani- 
satioa were largely responsible for the Increased rate of pay now allowed enllstod 
personnel Inasaueh as he soae tiae ago sent 80,000 signatures to Congress demanding s 
p^ Ittorease for enlisted personnel. Continuing la this vein, Eaitb urged his followers 
to eireolate and cause to be signed the instant petitions, and apparently when a 
■off iciest nuaber of petitions have been ezoeuted, thsy will ba forwarded to Congress 
en aasse* 




Saith, whijle speaking in behalf of his plan for Increased austerine out pay, 
described in the petition, allegedly asserted that "a aeasljr |300" is not sufficient 
for our servicenen, e&peeially in view "of the fact that Aaerica can give every person

On February 7, 1944, SlilTH was telephonic ally contacted 
by an individual calling himself JOE, at which time JOE gave as his 
address 3 East Fifty-Fourth Street, New Tork City. JOE at that time 
advised SX:iTH that he wanted a standard book about 400 pages and he 
wanted 10,000 to start with. JOE asked SMITH at that time if he had 
"gotten ahold of POVrERS." S12TH stated that he had made arrangements 
to have a conference with the individual referred to as •'POT^ERS" that 
afternoon. SiCtTH inquired of JOE as to how much money was to be paid 
and JOE advised, "as much as he needs," JOE then stated that he could 
start giving him copies in about a week and that payments for the Job 
would be arranged at SlCETH'S so that the Job will be paid for before 
he, JOE, got it.

As a Member of Congress, I was, of 
course, able to exercise my congressional 
prerogative of securing this data from 
an administrative department. Because 
of its allegedly confidential nature, I can- 
not, however, reveal It at this time. 

However, a perusal of other sources 
throws considerable light upon the ex- 
tent to which the Roosevelt administra- 
tion invoked economic sanctions against 
Japan in the months between the Atlan- 
tic Conference and the attack upon Pearl 
Harbor. For instance, in the New York 
Times of August 17, 1941, page 7, we read:

Addition^ wamJngs were sent Novem- 
ber 28, November 29, November 30, De- 
cember 1, December 3. December 4* De- 
cember 6, and December 7— the last one 
arriving in HawaU after the Japanese 
onslaught had begun. 

Thus, we see that for 2 weeks prior to 
the Pearl Harbor attack almost daily 
warnings had been sent, not to menUon 
less frequent precautionary dispatches 
earlier. What more could have been 

done In the way of warnings la hard 
to see- Indeed, do not the frequency, 
urgency, the very wording of these warn- 
ings, indicate in themselves that the 
Pearl Harbor attack came as no surprise 
whatever to the President? 

Why. then, were our forces taken un- 
awares December 7, 1941? Apparently 
simply because a deep-rooted and tradi- 
tional sense of overconfldence insulated 
our Paclflc commanders from taking 
these warnings seriously. 

Has Prime Minister Churchill ever ad- 
mitted attempting to get the United 
States into this war? 

Yes; quite frankly— after we were in. 
Why was it that previously he said he 
wanted only the "tools"? In Februarys 
1942, in a speech delivered before the 
House of Commons in an effort to save 
his administration at the time ol the fall 
of Singapore, this boast was wrung from 
him— as reported in the New York Times 
of February 16, 1942. page 6: 

When I survey and compute the power of 
the United States and its vast resources and

A blunt acknowledgment, surely. 
Has either Mr, Churchill or Mr. Roose- 
velt ever acknowledged that the Atlantic 
conference was the specific occasion of 
their efforts to get the United States into 
the war by embroiling us with Japan? 

It Is hard to see what else the fol- 
lowing admission from Mr. Churchill's 
speech in Parliament, January 28, 1942— 
as reported in .the New York Times of 
that date, page 10— can be called: 

It has been the policy of the Cabinet at 
almost all coats to avoid embroilment with 
Japan untU we were sure that the United 
States would also be engaged. • • ■ 

On the other hand, the probabUlty since 
the Atlantic conference, at whlch_I discussed 

these matters with President Roosevelt, that 
tha United States, even If not herself at- 
tacked, would come Into the war in the Far 
East and thus make the flnal victory asaured. 
seemed to allay some of these anxieties, and 
that expectation has not been falsified by the 
events. 

"nils* would seem to indicate that not 
only did President Roosevelt accede to 
Churchill's pressure to send an ultima- 
tum to, and impose sanctions upon, 
Japan but made a blanket commitment 
to bring America into the war even If 
Japan did not attack. 

A very curious piece of evidence ap- 
peared in the Saturday Evening Post of 
October 10, 1942, page 9. in an article by 
Lt, Clarence E. Dickinson, United States 
Navy, entitled "I Fly For Vengeance." 
Lieutenant Dickinson relates: 

On thla cruise we had sailed from Pearl 
Harbor on November 28 — 

1941— 

under absolute war orders. Vice Admiral 
Wtn. F, Balaey. Jr., the commander of the 
aircraft battle force, had given Instructions 
that the secrecy of our mission was to be 
protected at all costsi We were to shoot 



down anything we saw In the sky and to 
bomb anything we saw on the sea. In that 
way, there could be no leak to the Japa. 

Could such orders have been issued by 
Vice Admiral Halsey except by specific 
direction from the Commander in Chief, 
namely, the President of the United 
States? 

In other words. If Lieutenant Dickin- 
son's account is true, did not the Presi- 
dent at least 0 days be/ore the Japanese 
attack on Pearl Harbor, without a dec- 
laration of war. authorize an identical 
attack upon the Japanese— also without 
a declaration of war? 

Today approximately 1.000,000 Ameri- 
can boys are fighting from three to 
eight thousand miles away from home, • 
The American people are willing to 
struggle for the "four freedoms" but we 
realize that we must retain them at home 
if we, are jroing to jriye^them to others. 
Exercising our traditional right of free 
speech and free Inquiry, we are golng^ to 
continue to ask and to seek answers to 
all questions as they arise. 

When are we going to get the full story • 
of what happened at the Atlantic Con- 
ference? We asked for it then and ask 
for it now. 

When President Roosevelt had so per- 
sistently refused to enforce the Neutrality 
Act against Japan when public opinion 
definitely demanded It, why did he so 
suddenly change his policy at the Atlan- 
tic Conference? 

A year ago, one of my congressional

Japan's raw-material shortage bas been 
Bbarply aggravated and her Induatrial activ- 
ity seriously disrupted toy the cesaatlon of her 
trade with Important foreign countries, the 
Depattment of Commerce reported today. 

Ship movements and trade between Japan 
and the United States, the BriUah Empire, 
and the Netherlands Indies, It Is pointed out, 
have become virtually nonexistent. 

By December 2, 1941—5 days before

This investigation is predicated upon a Detroit letter to Chicago 
dated February 16, 1944, requesting information to be obtained 
concerning the meeting of the America First Party February 20, 
1944 in Chicago, at which meeting GERAID L. K. SMITH was to speak. 

A meeting of the America First Party was held at Curtiss Hall, 
Fine Artp Building, 410 South Michigan Avenue, February 20, 1944 
at 8 p.m., which meeting was concluded at 10x25 p.m. 'This 
meeting was attended by reporting agent. Attendance at this 
meeting was by invitation only. There were approximately 500 
people in attendance, many of whom were unable to obtain seats 
and stood through the entire meeting. At 8:20 p.m. the doors 
of Curtiss Hall were closed, in order to prevent adAtional 
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people from attending inasmuch as the hall was Tery much over»crowded. The- 
persons «ho attended this meeting eeemed to be elderlji middle ela88» vorking 
people. Over half of the audience wae eompoeed of vomen, GERALD L. K. SUITH 
vae in charge of the meeting and had as hie guest speaker Ur8« GRI^ST LUNBEIE21. 
SUXTH in his opening statements stated he knew repreeentativee of Jevith 
organizatioas and bureaus of the government were present to hear what went on* 
He said that the government was trying to get something on him to »top hia 
from making talks about the New Dealf but that some of these bureaus would be 
disBolved; that the Jews had freedom of speech » but did not want him to hare 
freedom of speech, SUITH stated that all he asked of the Jews was that they 
leave him alone, and he would leave them alone and stop making derogatory 
statements concerning them. SUITH stated that the President and his family 
designed to be dictators; that President Roosevelt wae the greatest dictator 
that ever lived; that he was greater than Alexanderj Nero, Cicero, Napoleon, 
or Hitler. SUEITH stated that only persons like Colonel R03SRT UC CORKICK^ 
Senators 1»H2EI£R and NYE, Father COUGHLIN, and about ten others in the Uni- 
ted States, prevented the President from asserting his dictatorial powers. 
SMITH stated that he did not have freedom of speech; that if he and about 
ten other people in the United States had freedom of speech, and were allowed 
to talk on the radio as they desired, they would tell the public of the Uni- 
ted Gtatee the truth and they would not stand for the acts of the President. 
SLflTH stated that President Roosevelt and others were trying to delay the 
election in November, 1944, until November 1945; that even Republican Congress- 
men desired that the election be delayed inasmuch as they would have one add- 
itional year in Congrees and would not stand a chance of losing the election 
in November. SMITH stated that the President does not want the soldiera to votaj 
that he is using his dictatorial powers to prevent the soldiers of the United 
■ States from voting. 

SMITH stated that the President did not want to be talked about and may have 
njo/fg g+.o-hoTnents that the President should not be talked about in war time, but 
that if the President desired to violate the unwritten law of the United states 
by becoming a president for a third term and attempting to become a president 
for a fourth term, he must expect to be criticized. SIITTH stated that the 
people had to get rid of the internationalists and have toerica first, and if 
Churchill was president of the United States, he would put America first, and 
he would by this tiaie have most of the British islands off the coast of the 
United States under the flag of the United States. SMITH stated that the 
British desired the President to become president for a fourth term; that 
they were puxxmg ror^n mucn eiiort ui uor i*ci*w AA«i>j.vkQ*tu 
for another tern. The British wanted this because they were getting every- 
thing they desired from the United States and were giving nothing in return. 

SHITH stated that STALIN did not want an international Communist party and 
that he was no longer interested in spending the money of Russia to have a 
Communist party in the United States as it was no longer necessary as 
STALIN had his support in vice-president HENRY WALLACE and Associate Justice 
FRANKFURTER.

SlilTH stated that XfALIACE made a etatement in his speech that upon the con- 
clusion of the var, the IMited States did not have to adopt the Ruselan form 
of government in its entirety, but that the United States must adopt some 
Of the Russian policiee. SMITH stated that he sent WAXiJlC£ a telegrao chal- 
lenging him to a debate on the subject as to irhether or not the United States 
should adopt Hussian policiss* 

SiHTH stated that the America First party would support the Republican party 
if the Republican party did not run TTLLKS as a candidate for president* 
syTYH stated that the inerica First party could not support WlIJiCE as he vas 
an internationalist and desired one vorld* 

SMITH stated that he did not like to talk about Jews but that the Jews would . 
not leave hljn alone; that they triad to prevent his speeches and attempted to 
degrade him in the eyes of the public • SMITH stated that he rented a hall in 
Milwaukee but that a Jew held the mortgage on this hall and advised the owner 
of the hall that if the owner allowed him to speak, he would foreclose and 
cause the owner to lose the hall. SUn'H stated that recently he made a speech 
in St. Louis, Wiesouri; that the American Legion in St. Louis attempted to 
get the Eayor of that city to prevent him from speaking in the municipal 
audit or ium'» S!£ITH stated' that other American Legionnaires, who were not 
Jewish had been prevailed upon by the Jewish people to prevent him from 
speaking in the municipal audit or iuno in other cities. SMIIZW stated that 
if a rabbi came to Cetrolt and was unable to obtain a hall, he would not 
prevent him from obtaining this hall, and if the rabbi requested help to 
obtain the hall, he would help him* 

SI.:iTK also condemne d TTALTER ( LIPSCHULTzl^Saj TCHEIX as being a goeeiper, and 
one who was attempting to spread scandal in the United States. 

SHTTH, during his speech, praised Colonel Lindbergh and stated that Lindberg 
spoke the truth; that whoever spoke the truth in the United States was branded 
e fascist by the Jews; that Lindbergh was branded a fascist by the Jews, and 
over-night lost his popularity among the people of the United States. S12ITH 
stated that President Roosevelt forced the United States into war by means 
of his warlike acts while we were supposed to be neutral and at peace. SltlTH 
stated that Churchill made the statement that he worked hard to get the United 
States into the war on the side of Britain, and that he succeeded in doing so; 
he stated that the internationalists in the United States wanted to help eome 
countries after this war; that he was very sorry for the destitute countries 
but that he thought the people of the United States should help t)ie more un- 
fortunate persons in the United States and help the soldiers returning to 
the United States before they helped any destitute people in foreign countries. 

SlITTH stated that the Jews and other internationalists in the United States 
were against the Affierica First party because the party was against the New 
Deal and against the war, which was wanted by the Jews and the Communiets- 
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SUITH stated that «iBce the United States was in the war, everyone in the ; 
United States must do. all-in their power to fight until victory is won. , ■ 

SLTPK made the statement that he had a aon who was in the armed forces in/ . v

5HITH stated that J. ErsrARS6oNES, forner member of the Federal Oil .Coneer- . .

Roosevelt, offered to introduce JOI^sNo STEPHEIT EARLY for $25,OCO, end ,■ 
that the indictment against JONES was to be withdrawn if JONES would pay 
UL5KER additional money at a future date.

It is not seeking 
territorial conquest. At the outbreak of the war in the east there were too 
many little men in big positions. As a result, there was entirely too much 
red tape to the actual defense of Burma and Ifialaya. The Standard Oil 
Company had large quantities of gas, oil and trucks which they desired tp 
turn over to the Chinese, but due to the red tape involved, this property 
had been destroyed before it could be turned over to the Chinese. The 
Standard Oil Company had utilized the 30-inch poiy roads in China and 
transported large quantities of supplies.

Reaaona for Opposing Senate Bill No. 666 

We Nationalists oppose President Roosevelt's plan for a National Service 
Act for many reaaona, among i^ich are the following! 

1* We oppose the drafting of women . 

I receive thousands of letters from our leaders all over the 
United States. They shudder at the thought of nomen being 
drafted. Uillions of housenives have never irorked outside their 
owi homes. They live a cloistered life. Millions of young 
Homen are reared under the gentle influence of Christian homes 
in the country and in the city. They never have occasion to 
to contact individuals who are profane, vulgar and coarse. 

They graduate from these Christian homea into wifehood and 
motherhood. They virtually live and die in the environment 
of irniocence. 

Uilllons of other women nho grow up in a more or less sophis- 
ticated environment are protected by a careful selection of 
their associates and their places of mrk. They are set follow- 
ing their working hoors by sweethearts, husbands, or parents. 
They never think of attending public functions irtiere strangers 
are likely to be present, except In the company of a chaperon, 
a boyfriend, or a parent.

These mlHlona of whole eome, clean, Chrletlan young womsn con- 
stitute the foundation on which the home life of tomorrow must 
be built. If they are conscripted by a National Service Act 
out of their well-guardcd environoent into a i^rld of profanity, 
crude conTersatlon, vulgar talk; if they are forced by their 
government to aeeociate with people who use the language of the 
uivierworld and scoff at £he thinge which are fine and noble, our 
nation mill pay the price for such an error in the generations 
yet unborn. 

Our people still believe that there is such a thing as the 
innocence and purity of womanhood. Trw enough, such has been 
done by propaganda and filthy films to besmirch this priceless 
heritage; but in «pite of these satanic influences, we still 
have millions of clean, wholesome, innocent young women. 

I would not say that contact with rougher elements destroys the 
purity of 10 man hood, but it does subject her to contacts and 
vocabularies designed to tear down rather than build up the 
gentle intangible qualities so necessary to pure and undefiled 
womanhood and motherhood. 

2, ffe question the integrity of certain politicians in power . 

Our people are very suspicious of certain power iUl personalities 
in Washington. They believe that even the President himself is 
a politician first, an internationalist second, and an American 
third. We believe that when the President asked fcr a National 
Service Act in his address on the welfare of the Nation before 
Congress in January, 19^4, that the whole speech was eaturated 
with politics in Its lowest and most obvious fonn. 

Our people do not trust Harry Hopkine . They might consent to a 
limited form of national compulaory service if they thought that 
the enforcement of this act was to be in the hands of professional 
soldiers auch as UacArthur and l£ar shall, &nA men of similar stand 
in the Navy. But our people do not have the tmpression that these 
men would enforce a National Service Act. They have the Impression 
that it would be enforced under the direction of Harry Hopkina, 
Frank Knox, and the so-called 'palace giard.* 

Our people cannot forget that it was Harry Hopkins, while direct- 
ing relief expenditures and V7PA enterprises, who permitted these 
government bureaus to be used end exploited ruthlessly by the New 
Deal political machine. Our people have the impression that under 
a so-called National Service Act during an election year, men and 
wonen would be compelled to play politics in order to avoid being 
transferred against their will tvom. one Job to another, or from 
one community to another* 
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3* Ruthlesa politl clans might exploit thla act for the purpose of 
of shifting populations^ 

My observation of the conduct of this Administration convinces 
me that there is nothing too brazen for them to do in order to 
remain in power. Hiere are many Congressional Districts in the 
United States where the shift of 500 voters in or out of a 
District would change the results of a Congressional election* 
Five hundred New Dealers could be conscripted into a coomunity 
and 500 antl-Kew Dealers could be conscripted out of a community 
in such a way as to elect a Congressman satisfactory to the 
Fourth Term machine. The same trick could be employed in the 
choice of Presidential electors. The shift of 1,000,000 negroes 
and whites out of the solid South into certain Northern indus- 
trial communities might easily determine who would be the next 
President of the United States. I must confess that I believe 
there are certain politicians in Washington whose Uachiavellian 
r^tiire is equal to any diabolical trick necessary to exploit a 
National Service Act politically. 

4. Would menace hoae life . 

I find among my people an attitude which almost approaches panic 
at the thought of husbands and wives being separated. For a 
politicallzed Administration^ such as we now have in Washington 
especially, to be given the power to separate a husband ft'om his 
' wife constitutes a menace beyond description. We, of course, 
assume that military conscription will do this to a limited 
degree, but the thought of it being practiced on a nation-wide 
scale is too impossible to imagine. 

The moral fibre of many m^n depends largely on the refining in^ 
fluences of their wives. Even the man will admit that to be 
separated ft^m his wife for a period of weeks constitutes a 
hazard to the tranquility of hie home life. 

This nded not be developed. The facts are obvious. Uany women 
live and die good wives because of the balancing influences of a 
steady, logicallyHDinded husband. Without the daily association 
of a husband, many of these women would face decisions itfiich would 
be unwisely made. There would be no end to the oompllcations. 
Any separation of husbands from wives necessary to win this war 
oust be limited to the demands of the armed services. The way to 
build the Aiaerica of tomorrow is not to break up the homes of 
today, especially when such men as Harry Hopkins would be in charge of 
the breeking-up process. 
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5, A universal draft of citizens would not Increase prcd action. 

I live in Detroit, Detroit is recognized as the national 
capital of this World War arsenal. Of course, certain things 
have happened in Detroit to the discredit of organized labor, 
govemiDent agencies and organized business. It is agreed that 
mistakes have been nade. At times labor has been accorded 
liberty that has bordered on license. 

Even so, 95^ of the worker a in Detroit are good, sound, honest 
Anserican cltir-ens, and they have produced more materials of war 
than any conmunity on earth in any aimllar period of the Nation* s 
history. There are, of course, soioe iaolated instances in this 
city awi other industrial -centers where labor as well as manage- 
ment has been unfair, but we must not penalize the vtiole Nation 
for the sake of a few outlaws. 

President Roosevelt* a request for a National Service Act 
(universal conscription of citizens) does not sound convincing 
in the light of the facts concerning production of war materials. 
Our syatem of free enterprise and of free labor cannot be dis- 
credited liien we recognize the fact that we are now virtually 
prtidudng as much an all the other warring nations combined. 
Uost of them have slave labor and" conscripted labor. Furthermore, 
if we must have slavery in order to win a war, what have we won 
when we win it? 

6. A survey of religious denominations will reveal that a National 
Service Act would run counter to the teachings of most churches . 

It is a matter of record that numerous dignitaries in the Catholic 
Church have expressed great apprehension concerning the possibil- 
ity of a universal conscription of citizens- One Bishop even 
announced his opposition to all female branches of the amed 
services, and advised his parishioners and constituents that the 
place for a young woman was not in the Army but In the home. 

Before preparing this Testimony, I contacted the Pastor of the 
largest Baptist Church in a Western state. He is the chairman 
of a special committee representing eome 30OO Protestant 
preachers. He told me that he did not know of a single preacher 
within hie circle of acquaintance who was not bitterly opposed 
to the Austln-Wadsworth Bill. 

This preacher pointed out that he wae very much in^jressed by the 
fact that the number of this Bill was "666," and then he cjioted 
for ma the three last verses in the 13th Chapter of the Book of 
Hevelatlon (the last book in the Bible). These verses read as

7- Smacks of the Russian system » 

Recently I conferred idth a husband and nife fiio had been in 
Russia. He had been an important engineer in coimeetion idth the 
construction i«>rk in the Donets Basin^ Kharkov and Leningrad. 
These people, utien they returned from Russia shortly before the 
war, were shocked and surprised to se^ how many of the Russian 
ideas had been embraced by our Washington bureaucracy. Th«y ware 
especially shocked at th^ thought of a National Service Act* 
' Said they: '*If the Austin-Wad sworth Bill passes, Russia won't 
have anything on us." 

Why, gentlemen, is it that our govemnent has lost oo nf Idence in the 
American citizenry? Why are we compelled to support this and support 
that? Why are we not given an opportunity to volunteer our services 
and our lives? 

I point out that our good neighbor Canada, to the north, has no sign 
of a National Service Act. She does not even draft her sons fbr 
overseas service « But can you question the loyalty of the Canadian 
people? I am Informed that the same freedom enjoyed by the dtlzena 
of Canada Is enJOTed by the Australians, the New Zealanders, and the 
South Africans. 

8. Could easily be used as an Instrument of persecution . 

I was with Huey F. Long when he was assassinated. I know what 
certain New Deal politicians wlU do In order to stop opposition. 
There are many commmltles and even entire states in this Union 
where certain political leaders could be drafted out of their 

home communities or states Just in time to dissipate their 
political leadership.

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X 9m U6 ytva of age, I have had aome experience «ith certain 
gov eminent bureaus within the last four or five years i*iich 
convinces me that if Harry Hopkins or any other almilar leader 
in Wa^ington thought that ny leadership could be destroyed by 
isoving me across the Nation prior to the caoipaign» tbey nould 
do it. 

During the lifetime of Huey Long, we actually discovered, and 
Mr. Long brought it out on the floor of the Senate that there was 
a plan on foot to move enou^ Huey I«ng voters out of the State 
of Louisiana (in the name of resettlement) to win the next elec- 
tion for the Roosevelt partisans* 

(Note; See Congresslonu. Record for August 9» 1935.) 

9. Could become involuntary servitude . 

If one American citizen can be compelled by his government to work 
for another American citizen who is making a profit on his toil, 
that is involuntary servitude. There is no limit to the abuses 
that would be worked on labor by certain enqployers, if once we 
placed in their hands this bludgeon. 

10. • Will create disunity . 

Beneath the surface end buried deep in the hearts of our people 
is a resentment toward anything that looks like involuntary servi- 
tude. Such an act would so eaibroil our people that I doubt if 
their bitterness and billigerency could be accurately estimated 
in advance of the passing of such an act. One Civil War was 
fought in this country to abolish slavery. The introduction of a 
service act, wiich would produee slavery in a n©w fons^ carries 
with it potentialities that no citizen can calculate. 

11. Wbuld menace morale of armed forces. 

Students of lu^rale among aervicemen reyeal that nothing breaks 
morale quicker than anxiety about the folks at home. Cheerful 
lette;rs from home build morale as nothing else. FamiUea are 
even exhorted to write nothing In their letters to worry the men 
and women in uniform. CoXTreapondence from overseas reveals that 
many of our soldiers, sailors, and marines shudder at the thought 
of their sisters, wives, sweethearts, mothers and fathers being 
drafted and separated from their hearthstone. The men in the 
armed services believe that their family is being kept intact 
during their absence. To separate the family and disorganize the 
home during their absence might result in fatal conaeqienees. 
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12. Bureaucrats would attempt to keep It In force after the war ^ 

Tfe hear much talk among the Washington Bureaucrata about the 
continuation of rationing and other bureaucratic functions after 
the war. We have no reason totslleve that these ambitious 
•commissars' would be anxious to surrender their authority over 
our private lives If once they got a chance at us through the 
National Service Act* 

13. Destroys patriot i8m # 

If the time should come that our patriotism became nothing but 
a legal compulsory function, then there would be nothing left 
to challenge our self-respect or to develope the finer emotions 
involving sacrificial service. It has been demonstrated on 
many occasions that the American people resent regimentation* 
It reduces their efficiency, morale, and patriotic seal* 

14. It would be exploited by the Fourth Term propagandists * 

Our people are convinced that Mr* Roosevelt will be a Fourth 
Term candidate* He is now the Conmander in Chief of the armed 
forces. If we pass a National Service Act, it will vitually 
make him the Comnander in Chief of everybody between 18 and 49 
among the women folks, and between 18 and 65 among the men folks* 
This includes the largest percentage of our voters* 

Anyone familiar with the techniques of such political machines 
as Tammany Hall, the Hague machine of New Jersey, or the Kelly 
machine of Chicago, or the Crump machine of Memphis, could not 
imagine these political bosses overlooking any of the opportuni- 
ties that such a labor draft as Ifo* 666 would afford* 

We would witness millions of instances where private citizens 
would somehow come to believe that opinions freely expressed 
might somehow cause them to be moved or shifted* Other millions 
would grow to believe that the way to get along would be to 
shout for the Fourth Term candidate* 

Back in the old days of relief and WPA, it was generally be- 
lieved that the way to stay on the payrool and the way to keep 
in the trough was to be for the 'right man^* and the "right man* 
was always Roosevelt *s man* 

The saute pol it leans that ran the relief machine would run this 
'national service machine,' 

God save America! 

Gentlemen of the Kilitary Affairs Committee of the United States Sena\, 
Nationalists believe in America and her traditions. ^ admit that 
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we are provincial and narroK- minded. We believe that the traditional 
principles on which our Nation was founded cannot be broadened or toyed 
with if we are to remain free. The multiplication table cannot be 
broadened. We cannot play fast and loose with the law of gi''avity9 with 
the honor of manhood^ or with the purity of womanhood • Neither can we 
broaden the principles which made America rich and free and great and 
abundant • 

We believe In individuality and its encouragement. V/e believe in free 
enterprise. We adhere to the political philosophy which has grown out 
of the teachings of Christ; namely, that there is nothing as valuable 
on this earth as one human soul. A high respect for the dignity of one 
human being, no matter how lowly or how rich or how poor, constitutes 
the acine of accomplishment among Christians and the builders of a free 
Republic. 

Our people are concerned. They are apprehensive. They scrutinize 
measures which ordinarily would be accepted because they have lost con- 
fidence in certain Washington pereonalitios. They believe that there 
is an organized effort being put forth to limit our personal freedom, 
to regiment our private lives, and to control our daily existence, not 
only during this war but after this war. 

No good can be accomplished by the passage of this Bill No. 666. It 
Inflames our people. It depresses our citizenry. It arouses smoulder- 
ing resentments. It means something to our people which Is not expressed 
in its language. 

In God'sName, I implore you to report this Bill out, unfavorably. Pre- 
vail upon the governing Administration and the directors of this war to 
be temperate and patient with our people. They have already endured 
nuch at the hands of a bureaucracy because of their patriotic desire to 
preserve unity and to win victory. 

The saturation point is being approached. The passage of this law might 
break the * camel* s back.*^. God give you wisdom as you deal with this 
vicious, un-American, liberty-destroying, home-breaking, morale-menacing, 
piece of legislation.

SlUTE then explained his preTious efforts to obtain the use of the Fdnneapolis 
i-uniclpel Auditorium at which time Mrs, LDNDEEET, Krs, SiilTH and himself had 
met Mr. ADA?5S> Manager of the Auditorium, at which time ADAi^lS explained that 
there should be no difficulty whatsoeTer in SlIlTH's obtaining the auditorium, 
but that it was up to the Citj'' Counoil in Minneapolis to decide* 

SKITH then discussed at length the Asiericanism of various people who were to 
talk on the proposed program of the Northwest Rally of the America Firsters on 
I'ay 2!;, 19^4; in Minneapolis, Minnesota, He said that it wasn«t the speakers 
whose Americanism v/as being questioned "It»s that big, bad, boogey man S*JITE 
v:ho8e Americanism is being questioned". He then told of other meetings which 
he had held throughout the country, Ke mentioned particularly that he had 
some opposition in Cleveland about a year ago and that the 1-ayor there at one 
time had announced "never again will SMITH talk in the auditorium". Recently 
this same mayor said "Under no circumstances deny the auditorium to SLTITH". 

S. ITH then moved closer to the microphone and in a confidential tone whispered, 
this sane llayor is running for Governor and still thinks that I should have free 
speech, It»s funny how these politicians change around election time, 

SlITE then turned to the subject of a fourth term saying that ROOSEVELT 
had almost assumed the attitude that we need him for the fourth term. SLilTH 
then -vrent on to tell how in Philadelphia on the roof garden of the prominent 
hotel where he had held a meeting that so many people had come to hear him 
that in order to comply with the city fire ordinances the hotel quit running 
the elevators and over 200 people walked up 18 flights of stairs "to hear a man 
with 'guts' talk about old-fashioned ianericanism, that's encouraging" | (Tumultuous 
applause). 

Rev. STABSKLEV" was mentioned as having completed his plans to visit Washington, 
D, C, and to contact the Federal Communications Conmission in regard to his 
hEving been denied the use of a broadcast period with Station TIDGY in Minneapolis, 
Hinnesota. SMITH then continued "all we need to restore free speech is the 
right nan in the Vfnite House," which men he mentioned as being RICKEiIBACHES 
and LINDBERGH, He then blasted the two Minnesota Senators JUCD and GALE and 
advised that JUDD had: been brought up in Shanghai, had spent practically all 
of his adult life in China and that Oina was not the place to learn how to be 
a Congressman. In regard to GALE, he mentioned that he took a free trip with 
iliiRSHALL FIELD, owner of the newspaper P.M., and stated "don't forget they 
don*t give free tripe for nothing I " He then dwelt on GAlE.'s internationalist 
tendencies stating "I wish that we had a President that thought as much of 
America as CHURCHILL does of England and STALIN of Russia". "You have two 
Congressmen, one from Shanghai, the other from London. Hhy not elect a 
Senator from Minnesota? I would like to see you send Mrs. VJl^'ESS to take 
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the place of GALE, the Internationalist. Eveijbody who thinks that's all 
rights say I. Double It* Give that « hand*** He then told how "WISCSEU, 
and PEARSON lie re engaged in a campaiga of vilification against Mrs. LUNSEEN. 

SJiirH then stated "1 am prepared to report the beat in Washington, D. G. 
The" Bureaucrats are on the run. HARHY HOPKINS is hunting for a jobj 'ELEANOR 
is trying to get in her last trip* The Bureaucrats are really beginning to 
get soared. ELEAITOR doesn»t know whose nose she is going to rub next. I 
understand she is consoling the wounded soldiers. If I erer am wounded I 
don*t want to have to look up at that puss. I would rather bleed to death 
than die of fright. During her husband*s administration she has gathered 
a profit of $3,000,000 in cash*" 

He continued "If ROOSE^-ULT goes back for another four years, he will 

completely loot the public treasury and control the Supreme Court. Conservative 
students of government have told me that we can kiss our republic goodbye if 
ROOSEVELT gets in again. The HOCSEVTLTS will never want to give it up then; 
probably will want to bring ELLIOT in next. I hope that we have enough courage 
to enact a law making- it unlav/ful for any man to seek the presidential chair 
for more than two terms. Vfe have two attitudes 1 one on the part of the 
Bureaucrats who are facing defeat; and the other on the part of the America 
Firsters end Anti-Xew Deal Democrats who are over-confident - that over- 
confidence is a bad thing". 

Mention was then made in regard to the stealing of the soldiers* vote by the 
Issuing of a blank pie oe of paper for a vote to the soldiers. This subject 
had previously been reported in reports from this office. 

INell, asbad 
as they need the machinery, we don't have to donate it to them, do we?"

They ^oji't go into war plants 
unless they can pass a physical examination - they*don*t want them without 
arms, etc," He then mentioned the case of the soldier with his hands shot 
off as has been reported in his last speech made in ISinneapolis, Ulnnesota* 

SiaTH then discussed at length the "White Slave Traffic Bill" as he called 
it, referring to Senate Resolution #666 (National Conscription Bill). He 
then declared that this bill would break up families, send young girls away 
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from their homea which would bring about an increase in youth delinquency. 
He. also called the act a penal servitude etc. and stated if it had passed, 
they would have used the act, to transplant populations in order to control 
eiecticns* HTJEY LONG had mentioned that they were going to try to move 
populations out of Louisiana, to Alaska to control the elections there.

I have herV'ff^ letter 
from RICil/L;?5^::TSTADT, director of the B'nai B'rithts anti-defajr.ation league 
th&t says t hit that organization does not so accuse me. I'll tell you what all 
this accusation- business is. It»s the old Communist Party line. How many who 
were witnesses against me here this afternoon are opposed to the Fourth tena? 
Stand up, (No one stood) Am I anti-Episcopalian because I am against ROCSEVELT? 
Am I an ti- Jewish because I am a^^ainst FELIX FRAJaTURTER? HITny, this GEP^iD L. 
K. SUTil you»Te heard described here by these witnesses this afternoon la a 
stranger to me and to my wife* The wizard of the Klan tried to run me and HUEY 
LCl'G out of Louisiana, but we ran him out instead".

It seems to be a bad now, that 
if you » re opposed to the fourth tern and opposed to collectivism. - if you would
